.  The  tnearbers  of  the  Chemists'  Managers  and  Assistants' 
Society  on  October  15,  by  a  large  majority,  confirmed  the 
amended  rules,  which  will  come  into  force  on  November  1. 

The  Isle  of  Thanet  Board  of  Guardians  has  accepted  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  Coleman 
Street,  E.C.,  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  workhouse,  at 
49;.  14s.  1M 

An  inquest  was  held  at  the  City  Coroner's  Court  on 
October  14  on  the  body  of  Frank  Bennett  (29),  described  as 
secretary  of  the  Super-Aeration  Company,  who  shot  himself 
owing  to  money  troubles.    The  usual  verdict  was  returned. 

The  St.  Albans  Board  of  Guardians  has  declined  to  adopt 
the  recommendation  of  the  Local  Government  Board  that  all 
expensive  drugs  and  medicines  should  be  provided  by  the 
Board  instead  of  by  the  medical  officers  out  of  their  salary. 

Nearly  170, 000^.  has  been  raised  for  the  Liverpool  Uni- 
versity Fund.  It  was  stated  at  the  University  College 
meeting  on  October  13  that  Liverpool  and  Manchester  were 
favourable  to  separate  universities.  It  was  hoped  that 
Yorkshire's  opposition  would  not  interfere  with  the  grant  of 
a  charter. 

The  chemists  and  drug  -  stores  are  at  one  with  the 
borough  of  Woolwich  early-closing  movement.  All  close  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  at  8  p.m.  sharp,  Thursday 
at  1  o'clock,  and  Friday  and  Saturday  at  the  usual  hours. 
Matters  have  gone  on  for  upwards  of  a  month,  and  everyone 
is  satisfied  that  business  is  not  lessened  by  the  new  rule. 

The  C.B.U.'s  Fate. 

A.t  the  East  Kent  Quarter  Sessions  at  Canterbury  on 
October  14,  Wra.  Hillier,  alias  Henry  Heath,  of  Heath 
House,  Lydd,  was  indicted  on  three  counts  for  obtaining 
credit  to  the  extent  of  over  20/.  without  informing  his 
creditors  that  he  was  an  undischarged  bankrupt.  Hillier 
.pleaded  guilty,  and  was  sentenced  to  two  years'  hard  labour, 
<the  heaviest  sentence  the  Court  could  inflict. 

A  Botanical  Course. 

A  course  of  twenty  lectures  on  elementary  botany,  by  Dr. 
Otto  V.  Darbishire,  senior  demonstrator  and  assistant 
lecturer  in  botany  in  Owens  College,  Manchester,  com- 
'mences  on  Friday  evening,  October  17.  The  lectures  are  to 
be  given  on  Friday  evenings  between  7  and  8,  and  are  to  be 
followed  by  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  from  8  to  9.30. 
The  fee  for  the  lecture-course  is  10s.  6d.,  and  for  the  lecture 
and  laboratory  courses  21.  2s. 

A  Charge  of  Manslaughter. 
At  Willcsden  Police  Court  on  October  11,  the  hearing  was 
resumed  of  the  charges  of  manslaughter  and  committing 
wilful  perjury  against  Henry  John  Herring,  alias  Enrita 
William  Hoffmeister  (27),  of  Hounslow.  The  accused  was 
alleged  to  have  practised  in  the  names  of  "  Drs.  Hoffmeister 
and.  Dobic,  physicians  and  surgeons,"  at  Willesden  Green. 
He  was  committed  for  trial. 

Carrying  out  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Yarmouth  Town  Council  was  on  October  14  asked  to 
take. more  food  and  drug  samples  for  analysis  than  were 
obtained  in  1901,  but,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances, 
declined  to  make  any  order. 


The  report  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  County 
Analyst  for  the  last  quarter  offers  striking  proof  of  the 
honesty  with  which  the  trade  in  food  and  drugs  is  carried 
on  in  that  large  area.  Of  634-  samples  analysed,  only  35 
were  found  to  be  adulterated,  and  most  of  these  were  milk 
cases.  The  only  cases  in  regard  to  drugs  were  four  samples 
of  ground  ginger,  which  contained  small  percentages  of 
foreign  matter;  one  of  compound  liquorice-powder,  which 
was  destitute  of  sulphur ;  and  two  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  has  received  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  has  been 
issued  to  the  clerks  to  benches  of  justices  complaining  of 
the  inadequacy  of  penalties  imposed  for  breaches  of  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  The  Home  Office  states  in  this 
communication  that  it  has  received  many  complaints  from 
local  authorities  entrusted  with  the  administration  of  the 
Acts.  In  the  year  1900,  out  of  2,673  fines  imposed  by 
Magistrates  under  the  Acts  no  fewer  than  764,  or  over  28§  per 
cent.,  were  of  10s.  or  less,  while  193  penalties  were  under  5s., 
and  118  were  Is.,  or  even  less  than  that  sum.  The  Justices 
were  asked  to  consider  whether,  in  the  interests  of  the  public, 
it  was  not  necessary  to  inflict  heavier  penalties.  The  West 
Riding  Committee  has  replied  that  its  experience  fully 
accords  with  the  representations  made  in  that  letter,  and 
urging  that  in  proved  cases  the  penalties  should  be  such 
as  would  prove  a  real  deterrent  to  fraudulently  disposed 
vendors. 

"  Chlorodyne  "  Lozenges. 

On  October  13,  at  St.  Pancras  Coroner's  Court,  Dr.  G. 
Danford  Thomas  held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  Job  Smith 
(52),  who,  it  was  alleged,  had  died  from  narcotic  poisoning- 
after  eating  chlorodyne  lozenges.  The  widow  stated  that 
her  husband,  who  had  been  a  man  of  good  health,  ate  about 
an  ounce  of  chlorodyne  lozenges,  after  which  he  became 
drowsy,  relapsed  into  a  state  of  coma,  and  died.  Dr. 
Wheeler,  of  Great  College  Street,  who  was  called  in,  said 
deceased  had  symptoms  which  at  first  he  could  not  diagnose, 
and  death  followed  rapidly.  He  had  made  a  post-mortem 
examination,  which  showed  that  death  had  occurred  when 
deceased  was  in  an  insensible  condition,  owing  to  heart- 
failure  ;  but  witness  was  not  able  to  say,  even  after  the 
autopsy,  what  had  caused  the  sleepy  symptoms.  The 
Coroner's  officer  produced  a  packet  of  lozenges  similar  to 
those  the  deceased  had  taken,  and  the  Coroner  called 
Mr.  Ebenezer  Robison,  manager  of  H.  Squire's  pharmacy, 
107  Camden  Town,  who  said  he  sold  a  very  large  quantity 
of  lozenges  similar  to  those  produced.  The  Coroner :  I  see 
they  are  marked  "  Linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne."  What 
do  you  know  about  them  1  Witness  :  I  did  not  make  them ; 
we  buy  them  wholesale.  They  contain  no  chlorodyne. 
The  Coroner :  Then  why  is  it  marked  on  so  conspicuously  ? 
Witness :  I  do  not  know.  I  am  sure  there  is  no  narcotic  in 
them.  The  Coroner:  How  do  you  account  for  the  false 
description  1  Witness  :  It  is  a  trade  practice.  The  Coroner  : 
They  are  advertised  as  "  chlorodyne  "  lozenges,  I  suppose  1 
Witness  :  Yes  ;  it  is  the  usual  custom.  People  come  in,  and 
I  sell  them  by  thousands.  They  are  not  sold  as  a  patent 
medicine — simply  as  a  sweetmeat.  There  is  no  chlorodyne  in 
them.  I  have  eaten  a  quarter  of  a  pound  at  a  time,  and 
suffered  no  ill  effects.  The  Coroner  :  If  there  was  chlorodyne 
in  them  you  would  have  to  have  them  labelled  as  poison, 
like  morphia  lozenges  ?  Witness  :  Precisely.  The  Coroner  : 
Then  it  is  what  is  known  as  a  "  pious  fraud"  ? — That  is  it, 
sir.  How  do  you  know  there  is  no  chlorodyne  in  the  lozenges  ? 
Have  you  made  any  chemical  test  1 — No ;  I  judge  by  the 
taste,  and  if  there  is  any  chlorodyne  in  them  it  is  very 
infinitesimal.  I  expect  they  put  a  dash  in.  Dr.  Wheeler 
said  he  had  known  cases  where  excessive  sleepiness  had 
followed  the  consumption  of  these  lozenges;  but  death  in 
this  case  was  due  to  rupture  of  the  large  vessel  of  the  heart, 
and  was  not  in  any  way  the  result  of  narcotics.  Verdict 
accordingly. 

Portsmouth  Hospital  Dispensership. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Management  Committee  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Hospital  on  October  10,  Dr.  Cousins  read  a  report  of 
the  Drug  Committee  on  the  qualifications  of  the  dispenser. 
The  dispenser  had  produced  his  certificates  from  the  Local 
Government  Board,  which  the  committee  considered  were 
sufficient  evidence  of  his  competency   for  the  post  of 
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dispenser  at  the  hospital.  The  Chairman  said  lie  had  received 
a  request  from  Alderman  Scott  Foster  that  the  question  of 
the  dispenser's  competency  be  referred  back  to  the  committee. 
He  was  still  of  opinion  that  the  dispenser  (Dr  Glynn)  was 
receiving  too  high  a  salary.  Dr.  Emmett  said  he  did  not 
think  it  was  fair  to  Dr.  Glynn  to  keep  this  matter  over  his 
head.  Alderman  Scott  Foster  had  made  a  grave  charge 
against  the  dispenser,  but  the  committee  had  found  his 
documentary  evidence  fully  satisfactory.  The  committee 
had  held  two  meetings,  and  the  Alderman  had  not  attended 
either,  so  the  committee  thought  it  unfair  to  defer  the 
matter  longer.  The  committee  had  decided  that  the  dis- 
penser was  thoroughly  competent,  and  was  quite  capable  of 
making  up  any  tincture  that  might  be  required.  The  adop- 
tion of  the  report  was  agreed  to. 

With  reference  to  the  foregoing,  Alderman  Scott  Foster,  in 
a  letter  to  the  local  Press,  points  out  that  his  absence  at  the 
committee-meetings  was  quite  unavoidable.  The  "  charges," 
he  said,  arose  from  a  desire  to  see  the  dispensing  depart- 
ment overhauled  and  brought  up  to  date,  and  thus  to  reduce 
expense.  He  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  dispenser  for 
such  an  institution  should  at  least  hold  the  diploma  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Society's  certificate  of  having 
passed  the  Minor  examination  is  a  sine  qua  non  at  Haslar  and 
other  large  hospitals,  and  he  thought  Portsmouth  should  be 
up  to  date  in  this  respect.  He  further  stated  that  the  dis- 
penser should  make  most  of  the  tinctures,  infusions,  lini- 
ments, and  other  preparations,  instead  of  getting  them  from 
London  ready  made.  In  his  opinion,  likewise,  the  salary 
paid — 75/.  a  year  with  meals  in  the  institution — was  in  excess 
of  the  market- value  for  the  services  rendered.  The  dispenser 
was  unknown  to  him  (the  Alderman)  until  he  saw  him  in 
committee,  and  he  made  no  charge  against  him  either  of  in- 
competence or  neglect. 

Complicated  Arbitration. 

Under  the  new  Act  of  Parliament  which  came  into  force 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Roads  and  Works  Com- 
mittee called  upon  the  Timothy  White  Company,  chemists 
and  druggists,  to  provide  escape- staircases  at  their  premises 
in  Chandos  Street,  Landport,  to  enable  their  assistants  to 
have  a  ready  egress  and  ingress  in  case  of  fire  or  panic. 
Mr.  Woolmer  White  objected  to  fall  in  with  the  desire  of 
the  committee,  and  elected  to  go  to  arbitration.  The  result 
is  to  come  before  the  committee  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  matter  has  since  been  settled.  The  Corporation  has 
abandoned  its  original  demands  (which  would  have  cost 
1,200/.),  and  the  firm's  proj>osals  have  been  accepted.  These 
will  cost  only  350/.  to  carry  out. 

The  Coroner's  Advice. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Bootle  on  October  14,  on  the  body 
of  a  man  named  Adams,  it  was  stated  that  deceased  sent  his 
son  for  a  sleeping-draught,  which  he  obtained  from  a 
chemist's  shop  in  Derby  Road,  managed  by  Robert  Russell. 
The  draught  consisted  of  20  drops  of  laudanum  in  2  oz.  of 
chloroform -water,  and  when  the  chemist  gave  it  to  the  pur- 
chaser the  only  question  he  asked  was  whether  it  was  for  a 
man.  The  deceased  took  half  of  the  mixture,  and  later  in 
the  day  his  condition  was  so  serious  that  he  had  to  be  taken 
to  the  Bootle  Hospital,  where  he  died  shortly  afterwards. 
Mr.  Russell  stated  that  he  had  been  in  the  business  twenty- 
five  years,  and  was  competent  to  make  up  prescriptions  and 
sell  poisons.  He  dispensed  for  the  Bootle  Hospital.  He 
considered  the  sleeping-draught  sold  to  the  deceased's  son  a 
safe  dose.  Dr  Bates  said  the  immediate  cause  of  death 
was  pueumonia,  but  in  his  opinion  it  was  accelerated  by  the 
sleeping-draught.  He  would  certainly  not  have  given  the 
deceased  opium  considering  the  condition  he  was  in.  It  is  a 
very  dangerous  practice  to  serve  out  a  sleeping-draught  of 
this  description  without  first  ascertaining  the  condition  of 
the  patient  who  is  to  take  it.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  S.  Brig- 
house),  in  addressing  the  jury,  said  they  knew  the  mania 
people  had  for  taking  drugs,  and  he  thought  they  ought  to 
be  protected  against  this.  Mr.  Russell  was  a  most  respect- 
able man,  but  he  thought  it  exceedingly  dangerous  for  any 
chemist  to  send  out  a  sleeping-draught  simply  on  the 
request  of  a  boy  of  the  age  of  the  deceased's  son,  for  they 
might  be  running  the  risk  of  its  being  given  to  a  person  who 
was  not  in  a  proper  state  of  health  to  take  it.  A  verdict  of 
death  from  misadventure  was  returned,  the  jury  adding  that 


they  thought  the  chemist  was  careless  in  not  making  some 
inquiry  as  to  the  condition  of  the  deceased  before  he  sent 
the  sleeping-draught.  Russell  was  recalled,  and  the  Coroner, 
addressing  him,  said,  "  I  can  only  advise  you  and  all  other 
chemists  to  be  extremely  careful  in  selling  such  drugs." 

A  Dispensership. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  Board  of  Guardians  on 
October  8,  Dr.  Smith  moved  that  a  central  dispensary  be 
established  in  the  city,  at  which  all  the  outdoor  poor  be 
supplied  with  medicines,  &c. ;  and  that  Mr.  Fred  CoatCK, 
chemist  and  druggist,  be  appointed  dispenser,  at  a  salary  of 
130/.  per  annum.  Mr.  Johnstone  proposed,  as  an  amend- 
ment, that  Mr.  W.  Burton,  dispenser  at  the  Boden  Street  Dis- 
pensary, be  offered  the  post ;  and  a  further  amendment 
desired  that  the  office  be  advertised  in  the  usual  manner. 
Ultimately  it  was  decided  that  Mr.  Burton  be  offered  the 
dispensership,  it  being  a  stipulation  that  he  devote  tbewbole 
of  his  time  to  the  office. 

A  Generous  Prosecutor.  u 

At  Guildhall  on  October  3,  Annie  Price  (21),  stockkecper 
to  Frank  Butcher,  manufacturer  of  photographic  supplies, 
Shoe  Lane,  E.C.,  was  charged  with  stealing  a  hand- camera, 
dry  plates,  and  other  property  belonging  to  her  employer. 
Detective-sergeant  Hallam  deposed  as  to  the  arrest  and  to 
her  admission  that  she  had  taken  some  of  the  goods,  which 
were  found  at  her  address.  Prosecutor  said  the  girl  had- 
been  in  his  employment  for  about  three  years,  and  had  a 
good  character.  She  was  respectably  connected,  and  he  did 
not  wish  to  press  the  matter  unduly.  She  was  remanded 
on  bail — one  surety  of  25/.  The  Prosecutor  :  Will  you  take 
my  bail,  sir  ?  The  Alderman  :  Yes  ;  it  is  very  kind  of  yon. — 
Jesse  Barrow  (18),  in  the  same  service,  was  also  charged 
with  stealing  a  camera,  two  dozen  plates,  and  a  quantity  of 
mounts,  value  16:.  Detective-sergeant  Hallam  deposed  to 
the  arrest  and  the  subsequent  search  at  prisoner's  address, 
where  he  found  a  camera,  two  lenses,  three  dark-slides,  and 
other  articles,  value  about  30/.  Prisoner  was  remanded. — 
Percy  Rowles  (17)  also  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing  photo- 
graphic goods,  and  was  remanded  on  bail,  the  prosecutor 
becoming  surety. 

Sport. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Boots  C.C.,  Sheffield,  was  held 
at  the  Merry  Heart  Hotel,  Pitsmoor,  on  the  evening  of 
October  9.  About  forty  participated.  The  dinner  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  concert,  Mr.  R.  J.  Ibison  presiding,  and  a  most 
enjoyable  and  successful  evening's  entertainment  terminated 
at  12  o'clock  with  the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem. 

The  season's  first  general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Football  Club  was  held  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  15, 
Mr.  H.  G.  C.  Paterson  (Northway  Butt  scholar)  in  the  chair. 
The  balance-sheet  for  the  season  1901-2  was  presented  by 
Mr.  G.  E.  Jones  (Treasurer),  and  it  showed  the  club  to  be  in 
a  satisfactory  financial  condition.  The  following  officers 
were  elected  for  the  ensuing  season :  President,  Professor  H.  G. 
Greenish ;  Vice-Presidents,  Dr.  Attfield,  Mr.  R.  Bremridge, 
Professor  J.  Reynolds  Green,  Mr.  F.  Brown,  Mr.  Walter  Hills, 
Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  and  Professor  Palmer- Wynne ; 
Captain,  Mr.  Bernard  Collitt ;  Vice-Captain,  Mr.  V.  O. 
Hewlett ;  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  T.  Cart ;  Committee,  Messrs. 
Allen,  Moore,  Privett,  Richardson,  Smith,  and  Stanhouse. 
Mr.  G.  E.  Jones,  who  has  acted  as  Treasurer  for  the  past 
nineteen  years,  was  unanimously  re-elected  to  that  office,  and 
received  a  warm  tribute  of  appreciation  from  the  members. 
In  reply,  Mr.  Jones,  after  thanking  the  students,  proposed  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  late  Secretary,  Mr.  Norman  Hirst.  A 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  concluded  the  business. 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 

Twelve  fatal  poisoning-cases  are  reported  since  last  week, 
four  of  these  being  caused  by  unscheduled  poisons.  An 
engine-driver  at  Barry  drank  hydrochloric  acid ;  a  Hackney 
french-polisher  drank  a  solution  of  bichromate  of  potassium  ; 
a  fatal  dose  of  iodine  was  taken  by  a  melancholic  cook  at 
Southport ;  and  a  Bradford  man  died  from  the  effects  of  a 
draught  of  ammonia  he  had  taken  a  month  before  in  mistake 
for  whisky.  A  young  woman  (17)  at  Wolverhampton  ate  a 
!  quantity  of  glucose  her  younger  brother  had  picked  up  in  a 
'■  canal-boat,  and  died  in  the  infirmary.  Poisoning  is  suspected 
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and  a  pQnt-mortem  analysis  made. — Three  deaths  were  due  to 
hydrocyanic  acid.  In  one  case,  a  doctor's  dispenser,  named 
Frederick  Chotin,  was  found  unconscious  in  Hyde  Park.  He 
died  in  St.  George's  Hospital  from  prussic-acid  poisoning. 
It  was  stated  that  Chotin  once  held  a  good  position  in  a 
City  warehouse. — Dr.  Robert  Bernard  Jones  poisoned  himself 
with  prussic  acid  in  a  Rochester  hotel,  after  being  dismissed 
from  the  service  of  a  local  medical  practitioner. — At  an 
inquest  held  at  Birchington  on  October  13,  it  was 
stated  that  the  deceased,  Charles  Fenner  (68),  was 
messenger  to  Mr.  G.  F.  Ashton,  chemist  and 
druggist.  Deceased  was  found  dead  in  bed.  George 
Frederick  Ashton,  chemist,  Birchington,  said  deceased 
was  his  brother-in-law,  and  had  lived  with  him  for  over 
three  years.  Only  witness  and  deceased  knew  where  the 
poisons  were  kept.  When  he  last  saw  the  prussic-acid  bottle 
it  contained  about  3  dr.  There  were  a  bottle  and  a  glass  by 
the  bedside  when  he  went  to  deceased's  room,  but  the  latter 
was  quite  dry,  and  in  his  opinion  the  poison  (about  2  dr.  of 
the  acid)  had  been  drunk  out  of  the  bottle.  Deceased  had 
been,  depressed  lately,  and  he  had  told  witness  that  he  had 
previously  tried  to  take  his  life  by  taking  chlorodyne,  and 
he  also  understood  that  he  had  made  an  attempt  to  commit 
suicide  in  London. — Hogarth  John  Lord  (48),  chemist's 
assistant,  who  was  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Richardson, 
manufacturing  chemists,  Friar  Lane,  Leicester,  committed 
suicide  on  October  12  by  taking  opium.  Deceased  was 
in  bad  health,  and  much  worried  about  money  matters. — 
Laudanum  was  also  taken  by  Charles  Morrell,  of  Fartown. 
At  the  inquest  the  evidence  showed  that  deceased  had 
suffered  from  neuralgia,  and,  unknown  to  his  wife,  he  took 
laudanum  to  allay  the  pain.  Dr.  R.  M.  Cairns  stated  that 
death  was  due  to  opium-poisoning,  and  that  he  found  a  small 
bottle  in  a  cupboard  in  the  bedroom — a  2-dr.  bottle — 
which  had  contained  laudanum.  In  reply  to  the  Coroner  he 
said  he  thought  that  chemists  ought  not  to  sell  more  than 
one  dose  at  a  time.  Mr.  Charles  Henry  Swift,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Bradford  Road,  said,  to  the  best  of  his  recol- 
lection, he  sold  a  small  bottle  of  laudanum  on  the  night  in 
question  to  a  girl.  When  he  sold  poisons  he  always  warned  the 
purchaser. — Carbolic  acid  killed  a  girl  of  16  at  Kingston  who 
was  reprimanded  by  her  mother. — At  an  inquest  held  at  Ken- 
sington by  Mr.  Oswald  as  to  the  death  of  a  laundrymaid,  who 
committed  suicide  by  taking  carbolic  acid,  Mr.  Donald 
Pearson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  39  Bramley  Road, 
Notting  Hill,  said  he  remembered  selling  the  poison  to  the 
deceased  girl  (she  was  24  years  of  age).  He  put  it  in  a  blue 
fluted  bottle,  and  labelled  it  with  his  name  and  address  and 
the  word  "  Poison,"  as  required  by  the  Act.  Furthermore, 
he  questioned  the  girl,  and  found  that  she  knew  it  was  a 
dangerous  poison.  He  then  specially  warned  her  not  to 
leave  it  about  where  there  were  children.  The  witness 
added  that  there  were  a  large  number  of  laundries  in  the 
neighbourhood,  where  the  acid  was  used  for  disinfecting- 
purposes.  It  transpired  that  a  love  trouble  was  at  the 
bottom  of  the  tragedy. 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor.

Council  Representation. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Mc Walter,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  said  he  intended  to  bring  before 
Parliament  and  the  National  League  the  fact  that  there  is 
not  a  proper  proportional  representation  of  Catholics  on  the 
Council.  Dr.  McWalter  brought  the  matter  before  the 
North  City  Ward  Branch  of  the  League  on  October  7,  but 
the  matter  was  postponed  till  next  meeting,  with  the  object 
of  seeing  what  steps  can  be  taken  to  remedy  it.  The 
Independent  also  rmblishes  a  letter  from  the  doctor,  in 
which  he  explains  his  reasons  for  wishing  for  reform.

The  Irish  Times  is  informed  that  it  is  intended  to  place 
on  the  sides  of  the  amphitheatre  at  the  Giant's  Causeway 
huge  letters  advertising  a  certain  firm's  pills. 

Poisoning-case. 

Mr.  Archibald  Watterson,  chemist,  was  found  in  an  un- 
conscious state  in  the  Belfast  Model  Lodging-house  on 
October  13,  with  empty  chloroform  and  laudanum  bottles 
by  his  side.  He  died  in  the  Royal  Hospital,  death  from 
misadventure  being  returned  at  the  inquest.

The  Mayo  County  Infirmary  (Castlebar)  invite  tenders  for 
the  supply  of  medicines,  including  fossiline  and  medical 
appliances  of  the  best  quality,  for  the  use  of  the  infirmary, 
to  be  delivered  free  of  charge.

An  "  Ulster  Chemists'  "  Action. 

At  the  Ncwry  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  10,'  before 
Judge  Orr,  the  Ulster  Chemists  (Limited)  (in  liquidation) 
sought  to  recover  from  Win.  Hazley,  farmer,  the  sum  of 
10s.  Qi.  for  medicines  supplied.  His  Honour  gave  a  decree 
for  6s.  9(7:,  with  6.i.  9d.  expenses. 

A  Chemist's  Bottles. 

Last  week  a  woman  named  May  McEutee,  of  Monaghan, 
was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a  number  of  bottles, 
the  property  of  Mr.  Thos.  Keown,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
Monaghan.  The  woman,  who  is  said  to  have  carried  off  the 
bottles  in  a  basket  and  then  disposed  of  them  at  another 
pharmacy,  is  in  custody  on  remand. 

Trying  to  Please. 

Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co.,  Dublin,  contractors  to  the  Granard 
Union,  had  a  sample  of  syr.  ferri  iodidi  condemned  by  the 
analyst.  It  was  replaced*  by  a  freshly  made  batch,  carefully 
tested  before  being  sent  out.  This  Sir  Chas.  Cameron 
reports  to  be  more  defective  than  the  first  supply.  Nothing- 
daunted,  Messrs.  Clarke  write  to  the  Guardians  that  they 
will  prepare  another  supply,  which  will  be  tested  before 
being  sent  out,  and  a  guarantee  attached  to  the  label. 

Supposed  Poisoning. 

A  case  that  has  excited  much  attention  has  occurred  at 
Killevan,  co.  Monaghan.  A  labourer  named  Thos.  Greenan 
became  ill  after  having  his  breakfast,  and,  suspecting  that 
his  wife  had  poisoned  him,  he  sent  to  a  neighbour's  house 
and  got  an  emetic.  He  was  subsequently  treated  by  a 
doctor  for  poisoning,  and  recovered.  The  wife  was  arrested, 
and  is  now  in  custody  on  a  charge  of  poisoning. 

Prom  Cork. 

A  course  of  botanical  lectures  is  being  held  at  the  Craw- 
ford Municipal  Technical  Institute,  Cork,  at  fees  of  2s.  6d. 
and  5s.    The  syllabus  says  : — 

The  course  is  primarily  intended  to  afford  facilities  to  men 
employed  in  gardens  for  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  gardening- 
based  on  scientific  principles.  It  also  covers  the  syllabus  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  and  is  recognised  by  this 
Society.  Some  special  lectures  are  also  given  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  pharmaceutical  students.  The  subject  is  dealt 
with  in  a  manner  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  working 
gardeners. 

Stealing  a  Pony  and  Trap. 
Last  week  a  pony  and  trap,  value  50/.,  were  stolen  from 
outside  the  door  of  a  shop  in  Rathuiines,  Dublin.    They  were 
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the  property  of  JVlr.  W.  B.  Johnston,  chemist,  Kanelagh,  and 
while  Mr.  Johnston's  man  was  transacting  business  in  the 
shop  the  pony  and  trap  were  driven  off  by  the  thief.  Ic 
appears  that  at  Rathgar  the  pace  was  so  furious  at  which 
the  horse-stealer  was  driving  that  a  collision  occurred  with 
another  vehicle,  but  the  depredator  did  not  pull  up.  The 
police  have  been  on  the  look-out  since,  but  the  stolen  pro- 
perty has  not  been  recovered. 

'  Itfight  Medical  Lectures. 

A  letter,  headed  as  above,  and  signed  "A  Chemist's  Assis- 
tant," appeared  in  the  Dublin  Freeman's  Journal  of  Octo- 
ber 10,  regretting  that  evening  classes  are  no  longer  avail- 
able. The  fact  that  medical  lectures  could  up  to  recently  be 
taken  at  night  ;has  been  responsible  for  the  addition  of 
several  well-kno.wn  pharmacists  to  the  ranks  of  the  medical 
profession  in  Ireland. 

The  Belfast  Contract. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians  a 
letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board  was  read  in  regard 
to  remarks  mad,e  by  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co.  that  the  form  of 
bond  has  been  altered  to  cover  the  supply  of  extras,  and 
there  was  nothing  to  draw  their  attention  to  the  fact.  The 
L.G.B.  explain  the  matter  and  add  that  they  regret  that, 
having  regard  to  the  disclosures  at  the  recent  inquiry,  the 
Guardians  have  not.  seen  their  way  to  terminate  the  contract 
with  Messrs.  Clarke.  ■ 
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Personal.

.  Attempted  Poisonings. 

A  labourer  named  Long,  residing  in  Glasgow,  attempted 
to  commit  suicide  in  his  house  on  October  4  by  drinking  a 
quantity  of  nitric  acid. 

On  October  6  a,  woman  was  found  lying  in  an  unconscious 
state  in  an  open  court  at  Stirling  Road,  Edinburgh.  She  was 
removed  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  opium-poisoning. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

Some  of  the  qualified  assistants  who  are  to  serve  in  Boots' 
Sauchiehall  Street  warehouse  are  undergoing  a  two  months' 
preliminary  training  at  Nottingham. 

In  several  new  editions  of  retail  price-lists  the  publishers 
state  that  they  dispense  prescriptions  at  half  the  usual  trade 
rates.  The  Trade  Association  might  deal  with  this  claim 
and  its  assertors. 

A  local  chemist  has  been  unbosoming  himself  to  a 
sympathetic  scribe  in  search  of  copy  on  the  Sunday-opening 
grievance.  The  chemist  repeats  the  common  experience  that 
the  chief  demands  are  for  small  change,  postage-stamps,  and 
confections. 

The  Scottish  Trade  Association  has  resolved  to  petition 
against  the  Trade-marks  Bill.  It  is  of  opinion  that  no 
serious  alteration  of  the  law  should  be  made,  unless  with  the 
concurrence  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  public  officers 
now  in  charge  of  that  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  Winter  Session  is  setting  in  with  severity,  as  shown  by 
the  multiplying  meetings  of  all  sorts.  The  assistants 
confabulated  on  Tuesday,  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion deliberated  on  Wednesday,  and  next  week  the  Trade 
Association  is  to  enlighten  an  expectant  world  as  to  its 
hitherto  private  performances. 

The  infallible  weekly  journalist  has  been  at  it  again.  He 
now  discourses  at  large  and  with  more  than  poetic  licence 
on  "  Chemists'  Dummies."  The  extent  and  accuracy  of  his 
knowledge  may  be  inferred  from  such  statements  as  that  in 
nearly  all  shops  at  least  one-half  of  what  are  apparently 
very  neat  nests  of  'drawers  are  dummies,  that  one-half  of  the 


gorgeously  labelled  bottles  contain  nothing  save  colourable 
and  harmless  decoctions  (sic)  in  liquid,  or  in  powder,  and 
lastly  that  dummy-supplying  firms  provide  everything  from 
carboys,  door-lamps,  and  outside  pendent,  mortar  and  pestle, 
to  glass  showcases  filled  with  mock  wares.  Even  Kipling 
was  less  imaginative  than  this. 

The  King  and  the  Chemist. 

Mr.  John  Macintyre,  chemist  and  druggist.  North  Berwick, 
had  a  busy  time  of  it  last  week,  when  King  Edward  VII. 
visited  the  town.  Mr.  Macintyre  is  Provost  of  the  burgh, 
and  the  Court  Circular  mentions  that  when  the  King  arrived 
on  October  9,  "  Prince  Edward  of  Saxe  Weimar  presented 
Mr.  Macintyre,  Lord  Provost,  to  the  King."  On  October  10 
the  King  planted  a  tree  in  commemoration  of  his  visit.  The 
spot  selected  was  in  Quality  Street  immediately  to  the  east 
of  the  Town  House,  which  is  a  quaint  old  two-storey  build- 
ing, with  whitewashed  walls  and  red-tiled  roof,  surmounted 


by  an  old-fashioned  clock  tower  and  belfry.  Mr.  Macintyre 
and  other  municipal  magnates  waited  for  the  King  outside 
the  Town  House,  and  when  he  arrived  the  Provost  presented 
his  Majesty  with  a  spade,  which  had  an  oak  shaft  and  a 
silver  blade,  bearing  the  town's  coat-of-arms  and  inscribed: 
"  Spade  used  by  his  Majesty  King  Edward  VII.  in  planting 
a  tree  at  North  Berwick  on  10th  October,  1902.  John 
Macintyre,  Provost."  The  Provost  said  :  "  May  it  please 
your  Majesty,  I  thank  you  most  heartily,  on  behalf  of  the 
community,  for  having  so  graciously  consented  to  plant  a 
tree  to  commemorate  your  visit  to  our  loyal,  ancient,  and 
royal  burgh.  I  have  to  ask  your  Majesty's  acceptance  of 
this  spade  with  which  to  perform  the  ceremony."  The  King 
accepted  the  spade  and  planted  the  tree.  Mr.  Macintyre 
was  also  one  of  those  who  saw  the  King  off  at  the  station  on 
Saturday  morning,  and  his  Majesty  expressed  to  the  Provost 
his  pleasure  at  his  visit  and  the  reception  which  had  been 
accorded  to  him.  In  his  official  capacity  Mr.  Macintyre  sub- 
sequently conveyed  to  the  aged  Prince  Edward  of  Saxe- 
Weimar  (whose  79th  birthday  it  was)  the  gratitude  of  the 
inhabitants  for  the  great  interest  manifested  in  their  burgh 
by  the  Prince  and  Princess.  Mr.  Macintyre,  whose  portrait 
we  give,  has  been  in  business  in  North  Berwick  for  twenty 
years  or  more,  and  combines  with  pharmacy  the  manufac- 
ture of  aerated  waters.  The  Provost's  pretty  and  always 
perfectly  kept  pharmacy  was  prominent  in  the  scheme  of 
town  decoration.  Festoons  of  scarlet  and  white  were  draped 
on  a  ground  of  royal  blue,  and  the  letters  "  E.R."  and  a 
crown  over  the  doorway,  formed  of  tiny  electric  lights  of 
various  colours,  made  the  groundwork  glow,  when  illumi- 
nated, as  if  it  were  studded  with  jeweis.  Aerated  waters  of 
Mr.  Macintyre's  manufacture  graced  the  royal  board  at  "  The 
Knoll,"  where  the  royal  visitors  have  stayed  for  several 
seasons,  and  which,  it  may  be  noted,  belongs  to  Dr.  R.  J.  A. 
Berry,  ophthalmic  surgeon.  Edinburgh.

Alcohol  and  Alcoholic  Products.— New  Customs  and 
Excise  regulations  exempt  rums  and  tafias  from  the  manu- 
facturing-tax of  80c.  per  hectolitre,  also  gin  obtained  by  the 
simple  distillation  of  barley,  wheat,  rye,  and  oats,  which 
may  be  delivered  for  consumption  without  dilution.  This 
exemption  is  granted  to  foreign  and  colonial  rums  and  tafias 
(of  extra-European  origin),  but  not  to  gin.  An  allowance  of 
9f.  per  hectolitre  of  pure  alcohol  is  extended  to  all  alcohol 
denaturated  according  to  the  regulations. 

Drums  for  Glycerin  :  A  Customs  Amendment. — Some 
time  ago  it  was  decided  by  the  French  Customs  officials  that 
the  period  for  re-exportation  of  drums  brought  into  this 
country  under  the  temporary  admission  clause,  with  the 
object  of  being  filled  with  glycerin,  should  be  reduced  to  one 
month.  This  limit  having,  however,  been  found  to  be  too 
short,  the  Director  of  Customs  has  decided  that  the  original 
period  of  two  months  should  be  reverted  to.  This  result  was 
brought  about  by  a  petition  from  the  manufacturers  of 
glycerin. 

Free  Ports  —  Marseilles. — In  their  monthly  circular 
the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  announce  that  with  the 
forthcoming  session  of  the  French  Parliament  the  advisability 
of  creatiag  Free  Ports  in  Fiance  will  come  under  considera- 
tion. In  all  probability  a  proposal  will  be  made  that  there 
should  be  three  such  ports,  one  on  the  Channel,  one  on  the 
Atlantic,  and  one  on  the  Mediterranean.  M.  Thierry,  deputy 
for  the  Bouches-du-Rhone,  has  given  notice  that  he  will 
introduce  a  Bill  in  favour  of  this  concession  being  granted  to 
Marseilles,  with  a  view  to  attracting  increased  navigation  to 
that  port.  At  present  there  is  considerable  competition 
between  Marseilles  and  Genoa,  and  although  the  former  port 
holds  the  lead,  signs  are  not  wanting  that  Genoa  is  making 
strenuous  efforts  to  outbid  its  rival. 

The  Continental  Anglo-American  Medical  Society. — 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  Continental  Anglo-American 
Medical  Society  was  held  this  week  at  the  residence  of  Dr. 
Bull,  4  Rue  de  la  Paix,  Paris,  and  the  banquet  at  the  Hotel 
Palais  d'Orsay.  At  the  latter  the  chair  was  taken  by 
Dr.  Edmund  Symes-Thompson,  consulting  physician  to  the 
Brompton  Consumption  Hospital,  who,  in  proposing  the 
prosperity  of  the  Society,  threw  out  the  suggestion  that  much 
could  be  gained  by  co-operation  with  the  body  he  especially 
represented,  the  British  Balneological  and  Climatological 
Society.  The  most  important  incident  of  the  banquet, 
however,  was  the  presentation  of  a  beautiful  bronze — de 
Fremiet's  St.  Michael — to  Dr.  Bull,  the  retiring  Secretary, 
as  a  token  of  gratitude  on  the  part  of  his  fellow-members 
for  the  work  which  he  has  done  for  the  Society. 

The  Proposed  New  French  Pharmacy  Law. — When 
in  1898,  the  pharmacists  of  France  held  their  last  National 
Congress,  it  was  decided  that  the  committee  should  continue 
to  occupy  itself  with  the  various  matters  that  formed  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Congress.  Amongst  them  was  the  new  Pharmacy 
Law,  and  the  committee  has  decided  to  endeavour  to  form 
an  extra-parliamentary  committee  composed  of  leading 
pharmacists  and  the  pharmacien-deputies  of  the  present 
Parliament,  of  whom  there  are  eight,  with  a  view  to  arrive  at 
as  complete  an  understanding  as  possible  beforehand  as 
to  the  terms  of  the  new  Law.  The  object  in  view  appears 
to  be  reasonable,  as  evidently  the  pharmacien-deputies  will 
be  the  leading  speakers  in  the  course  of  the  debates  when 
the  text  of  the  new  Law  comes  up  for  discussion.  M.  H. 
Fortune,  of  Beziers,  as  President  of  the  1898  Congress,  has 
addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  pharmacien  legis'a- 
tors : — 

Monsieur  le  Depute  et  Honore  Confrere, — In  the  name  of 
the  1898  Congress,  at  which  nearly  5,000  syndicated  pharmacists 
were  represented,  and  who  confided  to  us  the  mission  of  bringing 
the  proposed  new  Pharmacy  Law  to  a  successful  issue ;  in  the 
name  of  all  our  great  syndical  groups  who  have  recently  con- 
firmed the  powers  given  us  in  1898  ;  having  secured  the  support 
of  the  leading  Schools  and  Faculties  of  Pharmacy ;  in  a  word,  in 
the  name  of  the  almost  unanimous  pharmaceutical  body,  we  offer 
you,  and  beg  you  to  accept,  the  title  of  honorary  member  of  our 
Extra-Parliamentary  Commission  that  we  have  just  formel,  and 


whose  mission  will  be,  with  full  powers  from  its  constituents, 
to  study  with  you  a  project  of  law  having  most  chance  of  being 
accepted  by  Parliament. 

M.  Fortune  goes  on  to  explain  that  this  Commission  will 
comprise  the  committees  of  the  Congress,  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  French  Pharmacists,  the  General  Syndicate,  and 
twelve  supplementary  delegates  designated  by  the  various 
Syndicates.  It  will  also  include  six  or  seven  professors 
officially  delegated  by  the  Schools  or  Faculties  of  Phar- 
macy. During  the  past  twelve  years  there  have  been  several 
projects  of  law  before  the  French  Parliament,  but  they 
have  all  had  a  chequered  career.  The  letter  goes  on  to  say 
that  it  would  be  superfluous  to  dwell  upon  the  lamentable 
state  of  pharmacy  in  France,  though  it  is  so  useful  to  hygiene 
and  public  health.  It  is  claimed  that  a  culpable  deviation 
has  treacherously  dragged  it  on  a  commercial  ground,  where 
the  great  majority  of  the  profession  has  only  met  with 
affronts,  the  greatest  discredit  in  society,  and,  too  often, 
misery.  It  is  easy  to  recognise  it  is  no  longer  the  scientific 
pharmacy  of  the  university,  conceived  and  organised  by  the 
legislators  of  the  last  century.  The  President  adds  that  the 
present  steps  have  been  taken  through  the  praiseworthy 
intentions  of  M.  Astier,  a  prominent  pharmacien-deputy  and 
reporter  of  the  last  project  of  law,  who  has  published  his 
future  intentions.  One  of  the  objects  of  the  committee  is  to 
come  to  an  understanding  with  M.  Astier,  who  has  strong 
tendencies  towards  patent  medicines.  It  is  proposed  to  hold 
a  meeting  of  the  Extra-Parliamentary  Committee  in  Paris  at 
an  early  date  to  discuss  the  subject.  M.  Fortune's  letter  is 
interesting  as  being  an  expression  of  opinion  from  one  who 
writes  as  the  elected  representative  of  the  majority  of  French 
pharmacists.  But  it  may  be  well  to  explain  that  M.  Astier's 
views  are  not  those  of  the  majority. 


Soutb  Hfrican  IRews. 


Messrs.  Hopkins  &  Cherry,  chemists,  "Woodstock,  near 
Cape  Town,  recently  presented  the  hospital  in  their  district 
with  drugs  to  the  value  of  5/. 

Rinderpest  continues  more  or  less  throughout  the  Cape 
Colony,  but  the  death-rate  has  lessened.  The  recent  out- 
break at  East  London  carried  off  7  2  per  cent. 

New  Chemists. — The  following  have  been  authorised  to 
practise  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  Cape  Colony :  Alan 
Murray  Will  (Cape  diploma,  1902)  and  Thomas  James  Ander- 
son (L.P.S.I.,  formerly  of  Dungannon.) 

Business-change. — Messrs.  Martin  &  Heaton  have  opened 
a  drug-store  at  Somersat  West,  Cape  Colony.  Mr.  Martin  was 
formerly  with  Messrs.  R.  J.  Darroll  &  Co.,  of  Wynberg,  and 
his  partner  (Mr.  Heaton)  is  still  in  the  employ  of  that  firm. 

The  Scholtz  Case.- — The  last  has  apparently  not  yet  been 
heard  of  this  scandal,  for  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  Cape 
Town,  on  September  17,  Dr.  Vanes  moved  that  a  Select 
Committee  be  appointed  "  to  inquire  into  the  circumstances 
which  resulted  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Colonial 
Medical  Council  that  the  name  of  the  late  Dr.  W.  C.  Scholtz 
be  removed  from  the  Colonial  Medical  Register."  A  spirited 
discussion  ensued,  but  on  a  division  Dr.  Vanes's  motion  was 
negatived  by  a  majority  of  20. 

South  African  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The 
annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  National 
Hotel,  East  London,  Cape  Colony,  on  September  11.  Those 
present  included  Messrs.  G.  E.  Cook  (King  William's  Town), 
President  (in  the  chair),  Austen  (Cradock),  Mager  (Queens- 
town),  Logan  (Burgherscioi-p),  C.  Atterbury,  G.  F.  Dutton, 
J.  McJannet,  and  H.  S.  Mitchell  (East  London).  The  fol- 
lowing members  sent  apologies  for  their  inability  to  attend 
the  meeting,  wishing  the  Association  every  success  :  Messrs. 
A.G.Doble  (King  William's  Town),  Ford  (Queenstown),  Walsh, 
and  Willett  (Port  Elizabeth).  The  Chairman  remarked  on 
the  better  attendance  of  the  members  and  the  greater 
interest  taken  in  the  Association,  no  doubt  owing  to  the 
pharmaceutical  crises  pending  with  regard  to  the  proposed 
alteration  in  the  pharmacy-law  and  an  amalgamation  with 
the  new  colonies.  It  was  thought  that  there  ought  to  be  a 
uniform  qualification,  also  a  general  Pharmacy  Act,  to  cover 
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the  whole  of  South  Africa.  The  balance-sheet  showed  the 
Association  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  financial  position. 
The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  : 
Mr.  G.  F.  Dutton,  President ;  Mr.  C.  Atterbury,  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Messrs.  Austen,  G.  E.  Cook,  A.  G.  Doble,  Mager, 
McJannet,  Walsh,  and  Willett,  members  of  the  Executive ; 
and  Mr.  H.  S.  Mitchell,  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The 
meeting  terminated  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring 
President,  Executive,  and  Hon.  Secretary  for  their  services 
during  the  past  year. 

New  Transvaal  Tariff. — An  ordinance  has  been  issued 
at  Pretoria  amending  the  Customs  tariff.  The  amendments, 
which  are  provisional  pending  negotiations  with  the  other 
colonies  for  a  Customs  Union,  include  the  abolition  of 
duties  on  machinery,  building  materials,  metals,  and  agri- 
cultural implements.  The  duties  on  wines  and  spirits  have 
been  increased — that  on  perfumed  spirits  to  11.  per  gal. 
on  liqueurs  to  15s.,  and  on  other  spirits  to  14s.  The  special 
duty  of  Id.  per  lb.  on  sulphuric  acid  has  been  cancelled, 
and  the  free  list  is  extended  to  public  and  military  stores, 
while  the  duties  on  foodstuffs  have  been  reduced.  The  duty 
on  cigars  and  cigarettes  is  altered  from  15s.  per  100  in  the 
former  case,  without  distinction  as  to  size,  to  6s.  per  lb.,  and 
in  the  latter  case  from  15s.  per  1,000  to  4s.  per  lb.  The 
special  duty  on  jams  of  40s.  per  100  lbs.,  which  meant  5d. 
per  tin,  and  the  same  duty  on  confectionery,  have  been 
reduced  to  12s.  6d.,  showing  a  reduction  of  27s.  Qd.  per 
100  lbs.  The  anomalous  duties,  and  most  of  those  a  change 
in  which  has  been  agitated  for  for  years,  have  been  amended. 
Especially  is  this  noted  with  the  duty  on  matches,  which, 
for  the  benefit  of  a  concession,  was  4s.  per  gross,  this  has 
now  been  reduced  to  2s.  per  gross.  The  ordinance  also  abo- 
lishes the  free  importation  of  spirits  from  Mozambique  and 
Orange  Kiver  Colony.  The  Times  correspondent  at  Johannes- 
burg declares  that  there  is  little  prospect  of  a  Customs 
Conference  being  able  to  meet  at  the  present  juncture,  as 
negotiations  for  a  provisional  agreement  with  the  Coast 
colonies  admitting  their  products  into  the  Transvaal  free,  on 
condition  of  a  reduction  in  transit-dues,  has  failed,  because 
the  Transvaal  Government  refused  to  increase  the  duties  on 
mealies  and  certain  other  articles  of  food.  The  revised 
tariff  has  given  general  satisfaction  at  Johannesburg.  No 
particulars  regarding  the  duty  on  drugs  and  chemicals  are 
yet  available  in  London. 

Practising  as  a  Doctor— At  Kimberley  on  Sep- 
tember 17,  Hermanus  Johannes  Steyn  again  appeared  to 
answer  a  charge  of  contravening  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy 
Act  by  practising  as  a  doctor,  he  being  unqualified.  Evidence 
was  given  by  John  Dillemore  Chapman,  of  Beaconsfield,  as 
to  accused  attending  witness's  wife,  who  suffered  from 
cancer.  Steyn  expressly  told  witness  that  he  was  not  a 
doctor.  He  supplied  plasters  and  medicine,  which  at  first 
seemed  to  do  Mrs.  Chapman  good,  but  she  subsequently  died. 
Accused  only  charged  for  the  medicine.  Various  witnesses 
followed,  giving  evidence  of  a  similar  nature.  For  the 
defence,  it  was  contended  that  accused  had  not  practised  as 
a  elector.  The  Magistrate  (Mr.  J.  B.  Eraser,  A. P.M.)  said 
accused  had  prescribed,  but  Mr.  Lezard,  prisoner's  solicitor, 
pointed  out  that  according  to  the  Act,  any  man  was  allowed 
to  prescribe  anything  he  liked  except  poison,  and  in  that 
case  there  was  no  evidence  to  prove  that  poison  had  been 
prescribed.  The  prosecution  suggested  that  accused  charged 
exorbitant  fees  for  his  medicine  to  cover  the  cost  of  attend- 
ance. In  the  witness-box  Steyn  deposed  that  on  October  30, 
1899,  he  received  letters  patent  for  three  years  from  the 
Under  Colonial  Secretary  authorising  him  to  dispense 
medicine  for  the  cure  of  cancer.  Within  the  dates  therein 
mentioned  he  had  to  pay  a  premium  of  101. ,  but  owing  to 
military  exigencies  he  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  pay 
the  sum.  Immediately  he  did  get  an  opportunity  he  offered 
to  pay  the  10Z.,  but  was  informed  that  it  was  too  late,  as  the 
time-limit  of  three  years  had  expired.  The  patent  allowed 
him  to  charge  for  his  medicine,  but  not  for  attendance.  He 
had  never  received  a  fee  for  the  latter,  but  had  always 
charged  for  medicine.  He  had  refused  all  offers  of  payment 
for  attendance,  such  as  he  had  done  in  the  case  of  Chapman, 
who  offered  him  25/.  if  he  cured  his  wife,  He  had  been 
known  by  the  nickname  of  "  Doctor"  Steyn  for  over  twenty 
years,  but  he  had  never  represented  himself  as  a  doctor.  He 
had  given  medicine  in  hundreds  of  cases,  and  had  sent  it  to 


all  parts  of  the  world.  He  was  well  known  as  a  cancer- 
curer,  and  had  cured  cases  where  doctors  had  failed.  The 
Magistrate  said  accused  had  persistently  prescribed,  knowing 
that  according  to  communications  received  regarding  his 
letters  patent  he  had  no  authority  to  do  so.  He  had  there- 
fore contravened  the  Act  under  which  he  was  charged.  The 
Magistrate  consequently  fined  him  the  full  penalty  of  10?., 
or  three  months'  imprisonment,  with  hard  labour. 


East  3nMan  IRews. 


Professor  Bloxham  has  arrived  at  Dalsing  Serai, 
Tirhoot,  Assam,  and  taken  up  his  appointment  there  as 
chemist  to  the  "  Indigo  Improvement  Syndicate." 

The  Delhi  Art  Exhibition  is  attracting  considerable 
attention  in  America,  Japan,  and  the  colonies,  and  visitors 
from  those  parts  are  expected  at  Delhi  this  winter  in  great 
numbers. 

Hard  Hit. — As  an  indication  of  the  stress  of  the  times, 
and  the  grip  artificial  indigo  has  on  the  market,  Calcutta 
advices  record  that  thirty  indigo-planters  will  be  out  of  har- 
ness at  the  close  of  the  present  season. 

A  Citronella-oil  Contract. — Mr.  W.  A.  S.  de  Vos  has 
filed  the  defendant's  proxy  at  the  District  Court  of  Colombo 
in  a  case  in  which  Messrs.  C.  Mackwood  &  Co.  sue  Mr. 
S.  P.  J.  H.  de  Silva  for  the  recovery  of  l,674r.  due  in  respect 
of  a  contract  for  the  supply  of  citronella  oil. 

Opium-smuggling  in  Burma. — In  the  administration 
report  for  the  official  year  1901-1902,  opium-smuggling  is 
recorded  as  having  become  more  aggressive  and  daring  than 
usual,  there  being  no  fewer  than  three  violent  encounters 
with  armed  bands  of  smugglers. 

Metric  System  in  India. — The  Bengal  Chamber  of 
Commerce  is  canvassing  members  as  to  making  a  repre- 
sentation to  the  Indian  Government  on  the  subject  of  the 
introduction  of  the  metric  system  into  India.  The  Chamber 
considers  there  is  little  chance  of  India  getting  the  metric 
system  before  its  adoption  at  home. 

"  Legal  Medicine."— Major  Collis  Barry,  Bombay,  Chemi- 
cal Analyser  to  the  Government  of  Bombay,  and  Professor 
of  Chemistry,  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology  at 
Grant  Medical  College,  has  just  published  the  first  volume 
of  a  valuable  book  on  "  Legal  Medicine."  It  is  to  the  scientific 
investigator  of  crime  in  the  Presidency,  that  we  owe  this 
book.  In  the  preface  Dr.  Barry  acknowledges  his  indebted- 
ness to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Kirtikar,  I.M.S.,  for  some  of  the 
plates,  and  certainly  the  plates  are  by  no  means  the  least 
noteworthy  part  of  the  book.  Plate  III.  (Strychnos  Nux- 
vomica)  is  a  most  excellent  example. 

Pills  and  Photos. — A  curious  case  came  before  the 
Hultsdorf  Law  Courts,  Ceylon,  on  September  10,  in  the  way 
of  an  appeal  in  a  case  where  a  photographer  sued  a  customer 
for  the  price  of  a  group-photograph.  The  Commissioner  in 
the  lower  Court  gave  a  verdict  for  the  defendant.  The 
plaintiff  appealed,  and  it  was  submitted  for  him  that  the 
Commissioner  was  wrong  in  saying  that  "  taking  a  group- 
photo  and  framing  it  is  much  on  a  par  with  making  a  pill 
or  draught  and  putting  it  in  a  box  or  bottle."  In  the  taking 
of  a  photograph,  it  was  argued,  there  was  some  work  done 
by  the  photographer  himself  involving  a  good  deal  of  scien- 
tific and  artistic  skill,  whereas  in  the  preparation  of  a  pill  or 
draught  what  the  chemist  does  is  the  mere  compounding 
of  the  several  drugs  according  to  the  prescription  of  a  doctor 
and  selling  it,  and  if  any  skill  was  involved  in  the  pill  or 
draught  produced  it  was  the  doctor's  skill  and  not  the 
chemist's.  The  chemist  may  be  said  to  have  exercised  some 
mechanical  skill.  Anyone  familiar  with  the  different  drugs  and 
knowing  how  to  measure  and  weigh  would  be  able  to  pi-epare 
the  draught  or  pill,  but  similar  knowledge  would  not  enable  a 
person  to  produce  photographs.  This  precious  argument 
had  not  been  decided  upon  by  the  time  our  Ceylon  correspon- 
dent wrote  ;  but  it  is  a  curious  instance  of  missing  the  point.

That  thrills  the  heartstrings  with  a  throb  of  hope.

"Busy?  "said  Mr.  H.  N.  Bolton,  jun. ;  "why,  we  do  not 
know  where  to  turn.  Come  upstairs."  I  went,  and  found 
that  Mr.  Bolton's  remark  was  literally  accurate.  The  show- 
room at  St.  James's  Walk,  Clerkenwell,  where  the  produc- 
tions of  Messrs.  T.  F.  Bristowe  &  Co.  (Limited)  are  afforded 
inadequate  display,  was  packed  from  floor  to  ceiling.  "All 
orders  ready  to  go  out,"  commented  breezy  Mr.  Bolton,  who 
professed  to  be  worried  near  unto  death,  but  his  countenance 
belied  him.  The  Christmas  caskets  are  prodigal  in  number 
and  lavish  in  design.  Among  the  sweetest  is  a  series  in 
French-marble  paper  covered  boxes,  containing  one,  two, 
and  three  bottles.  The  "  marbley  "  effect  is  very  dainty, 
and  the  coloured  bow  running  across  gives  the  box  a  further 
Gallic  piquancy.  Another  novelty  is  a  lizard-skin  covered 
box  (also  in  a  series  of  three) ;  these  cost  30s.  per 
dozen  for  single-bottle  caskets,  and  corresponding  prices 
for  the  others,  and  they  look  well  worth  it.  A  large 
variety  of  leatherette-covered  cases,  gold  embossed  or  in 
pictorial  designs,  is  shown,  and  the  prices  in  each  case  can 
scarcely  be  cavilled  at  by  the  most  keen  bargain-hunter.  Of 
course  the  larger  the  buyer  the  better  the  terms,  and  in  some 
particular  lines  this  is  more  pronounced  than  in  others. 
The  cheaper  lines  are  also  well  catered  for.  An  attractive 
series  of  boxed  perfumes,  to  retail  at  6d.,  has  representa- 
tions of  French,  Japanese,  Kussian,'  German,  Chinese,  and 
other  maidens  on  the  lids.  Shilling  lines  are  put  up  in 
cameo-stamped  boxes,  and  the  quaint  urn-shaped  bottles 
they  contain  are  an  extra  inducement.  An  eighteenpenny 
line  of  special  value  contains  a  fancy  bottle  holding  oz. 
of  perfume,  and  is  nicely  boxed  in  cases  of  assorted  designs. 
Amongst  the  cut  glass  I  observed  a  handsome  lavender  or 
Cologne  bottle  which  might  be  used  either  for  sale  or  stock. 
It  costs  21s.  filled.  Another  finely-cut  show-bottle,  holding 
over  a  pint  of  perfume,  sells,  filled,  to  the  pharmacist  at  14s. 
Boat-shaped  perfume-bottles  look  very  pretty,  as  does  a  tall 
bottle  -  shaped  like  a  candlestick,  which  can  very  well  be 
used  as  a  flower-vase  when  the  perfume  has  been  used.

The  ingenuity  displayed  in  the  production  of  attractive 
containers  for  toilet-articles  appears  to  be  inexhaustible.  I 
thought  Messrs.  T.  Christy  &  Co.  must  have  reached  the 
climax  of  artistic  combination  in  collapsible  tubes,  but  a  visit 


to  Old  Swan  Lane,  E.C.,  brought  me  face  to  face  with  another 
novelty.    The  very  latest  coloured  tubes  have  no  label,  they 


are  stamped  in  artistic  designs,  and  the  chemist  may  now 
choose  his  own  colour  in  tubes,  select  his  design,  and  have 
name  and  address  printed  directly  on  ( 1-gross  lots)  as 
part  of  the  design.  There  are  thirty-seven  different  colours 
in  tubes  to  choose  from  (the  dulled  bronzes  I  liked  best),  and 
the  designs  are  numerous.  I  illustrate  two  of  the  latter 
to  give  some  idea  of  the  styles,  but  the  colour-effects  cannot 
be  judged  unless  by  actual  optical  demonstration.  Should  a 
pharmacist  have  his  own  views  concerning  a  design,  he  may 
still  be  satisfied  by  putting  his  ideas  before  Messrs.  Christy 


and  for  an  order  for  seven  gross  the  selected  design  will  be 
specially  retained  for  their  client.  Furthermore,  Messrs. 
Christy  &  Co.  are  prepared  to  put  up  in  tubes  either  chemists' 
own  formulas,  or  to  so  modify  their  own  formulas  as  to  pro- 
duce an  article  different  to  that  supplied  by  a  rival.

The  latest  recruits  to  the  "  Heron  "  specialities  were  shown 
me  the  other  day  at  40  Southwark  Street,  S.E.,  by  Mr.  W.  A. 
H.  Naylor,  who  appears  equally  at  home  in  the  designing  of 
a  perfume-label  or  the  estimation  of  an  alkaloid.  The 
"  Avon  Violets "  series  (perfume,  brilliantine,  and  tooth- 
powder)  has  been  completed  by  the  addition  of  the  Avon 
Violet  cachou — a  fragrant,  tasty  sweetmeat  manufactured 
by  Messrs.  Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis  (Limited)  themselves. 
"  Empire  Bouquet  "  is  the  latest  "  Heron  "  perfume.  It  is 
attractively  got  up  in  1-oz.  stoppered  ovals,  to  retail  at  Is., 
nattily  finished  off,  and  good  value.  Amongst  the  Christmas 
caskets  I  noted  a  double-bottled  case  in  green  leatherette, 
gold-embossed  and  silk-lined,  which  looked  very  pretty.  The 
case  could  be  retailed  for  3s.  6:1.,  with  a  good  profit  to  the 
seller.  A  leather  tantalus-case,  plush-lined,  containing  two 
bottles,  would  make  a  most  acceptable  Christmas  gift.  Other 
toilet  specialities  include  a  violet-scented  toilet  oatmeal  in 
wooden  boxes,  with  an  art  wrapper  (about  a  ton  of  the  oat- 
meal has  been  already  sold,  Mr.  Naylor  told  me),  a  toilet- 
vinegar  (Is.  and  2s.  sizes),  and  a  dentifrice-liquid,  also  to 
retail  at  Is.  and  2s.  The  antiseptic  throat-pastilles  (illus- 
trated herewith)  are  seasonable  and  special,  and  Cherry-ripe 


Cough-mixture — another  winter  stand-by— is  likewise  boom- 
ing. A  series  of  toilet-articles  in  collapsible  tubes  illustrates 
another  spreading  of  the  Heron's  wings— shaving-cream, 
tooth-paste,  toilet-cream,  and  glycerin  and  honey  jelly  being 
now  procurable  in  enamelled  tubes,  with  labels  lithographed 
in  tints.

These 
included  a  new  brand  of  liquorice-juice,  "  Anconia,"in  sticks 
which  weigh  five  to  the  pound,  although  they  have  the 
appearance  of  4-oz.  sticks.  With  an  order  for  this  juice 
showcards  are  given  free.  The  price  is  3d.  per  stick,  and, 
seeing  the  juice  can  be  bought  at  9d.  per  lb.,  the  profit  is  not 
inconsiderable.  Potter's  asthma-cure, 
in  Is.  tins,  menthol-tablets,  agreeable 
and  effective  (4-lb.  stoppered  bottles 
cost  6d.  per  lb.),  and  eucalyptus  and 
camphor  snuff  are  all  seasonable  and 
likely  to  go.  The  snuff  sells  in  2d. 
tins,  and  a  showcard  is  given  for  dis- 
play. Eucalyptus  oil  is  now  put  up 
in  a  set  of  three  bottles  mounted  on  a 
card.  The  bottles  contain  3  oz.  (to 
retail  Is.),  1  oz.  (to  sell  6d.),  and  a 
Id.  sample,  and  the  showcard  method 
serves  to  keep  the  article  in  the  eye 
of  the  public.  A  monster  Id.  tin  of 
cream  lanolin  is  sure  to  bring  a  ready  sale,  as  well  as  a  new 
penny  "  Sweet-lavender  and  white-rose "  sachet  in  gold- 
blocked  envelope.  — ^

In  the  peaceful  seclusion  of  Ridgmount  Street,  a  tributary 
of  the  Tottenham  Court  Road,  Messrs.  Yardley  &  Co. 
(Limited)  have  a  little  showroom,  where  many  dainty  things 
in  perfumery  and  "  toiletterie  "  are  to  be  seen.  I  had  a  look 
over  their  latest  productions  in  these  lines  the  other  day, 
and  sampled  as  fine  a  specimen  of  Violettes  de  Panne  as  "it 
has  been  my  good  fortune  to  smell  for  many  days.  I  was 
not  surprised  to  learn  that  Violettes  de  Parme  has  been  a 
staple  article  amongst  Messrs.  Yardley's  productions  for 
some  time,  and  that  its  popularity  shows  no  signs  of  de- 
creasing. The  caskets  range  in  value  from  Is.  to  12s.  each, 
and  all  the  well-known  perfumes  are  represented.  The  cases 
are  pretty,  and  some  of  them  novel.

At  89  Southwark  Street,  S.E.,  Messrs.  F.  Schutze  &  Co. 
have,  as  usual,  a  brilliant  display  of  perfumes  in  bottle  and 
in  casket.  As  I  stood  "a  feeble  unit  in  a  gorgeous  Infini- 
tude," it  seemed  next  to  impossible  to  particularise,  but, 
having  acquired  some  sense  of  proportion,  I  ultimately 
endeavoured,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Manks,  the  general 
manager,  to  gauge  the  respective  merits  of  the  Schutzian 
products.  I  think  the  palm  must  be  awarded  to  a  massive 
cabinet  in  white  plush  with  a  white  silk  top,  on  which  a 
hand-painted  design  in  colours  appears.  The  edges  and 
sides  are  run  round  with  an  orange-silk  rope-work,  and  the 
whole  is  fitted  with  a  lock  and  key.  The  cabinet  contains 
three  4-oz.  cut-glass  bottles  of  perfume,  and  it  costs  the 
retailer  something  under  a  sovereign.  Linings  with  edgings 
of  tucked  silk  are  becoming  common,  and  look  very  nice.  I 
noticed  several  trimmed  in  that  style,  and  also  several  with 
a  mirror  let  into  the  lid  inside.  These  are  especially  useful 
afterwards  for  jewel-cases  for  My  Lady's  boudoir,  and  in  the 
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majority  of  instances  the  inside  receptacle  holding  the  per- 
fume-bottles is  made  to  lift  out,  the  value  of  the  casket  as  a 
trinket-holder  being  thus  increased.  A  set  of  caskets  in  this 
variety  is  made  in  olive  wood.  The  caskets  are  strongly 
made,  besides  being  attractive.  A  number  of  cases  with  lids, 
which  slide  up,  revealing  mirror  and  perfume,  are  novel,  while 
the  royally  inclined  will  choose  an  ermine-covered  case  with 
a  white-and-gold  shield,  having  a  red-silk  bar  running  across 
it  on  the  lid.  Cheaper  lines  are  in  abundance  for  those  more 
frugally  inclined.  There  are  also  a  number  of  tantalus- 
stands  in  olive  wood,  and  nicely  mounted,  each  with  lock 
and  key  provided,  and  holding  two  or  three  bottles  of  per- 
fume, as  required.  Violettes  Russe  is  still  being  sought 
after  ;  but  the  latest  perfume  is  "  Sweet  Clover,"  for  which 
veiy  pretty  and  natural  baskets  of  clover  have  been  produced 
to  be  used  in  window-displays.

The  Bavarian  Druggists'  Union  complains  about  the 
encroachment  of  stores,  and  has  petitioned  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  to  prevent  them  selling  poisons. 

Cutting  by  Government. — Luxemburg  pharmacies  do  so 
well,  some  of  them  selling  at  five  times  the  amount  of  the 
yearly  returns,  that  the  Minister  who  looks  after  this  depart- 
ment has  resolved  to  reduce  the  official  prices  next  year  by 
25  per  cent. 

Swiss  Pharmacists  Combine. — A  syndicate  composed 
of  Swiss  pharmacists  and  the  wholesale  firms  supplying  them 
with  goods  has  been  formed  in  Lucerne  in  order  to  check  the 
growth  of  co-operative  or  so-called  "  people's  pharmacies." 
The  Swiss  Pharmaceutical  Society  supports  the  syndicate. 

Artificial  Mineral  Waters. — At  the  general  meeting 
of  the  Union  of  German  Mineral-water  Manufacturers,  held 
on  October  6  and  7  at  Halle-on-the-Saale,  it  was  decided  to 
take  energetic  measures  against  the  illegal  competition  in 
marking  artificial  water  as  natural,  and  in  using  bottles 
belonging  to  other  firms. 

Maltese  Honey. — In  a  recent  report  on  Malta  issued  by 
the  Colonial  Office  it  is  stated  that  honey  is  produced  on  a 
small  scale  in  different  parts  of  the  island,  especially  at  the 
north-west  extremity,  where  there  are  uncultivated  lands 
suitable  for  the  growth  of  the  wild  thyme.  A  firm  at 
Birchircara  have  made  a  commercial  success  of  bee-keeping, 
and  the  honey  produced  is  said  to  be  of  the  first  quality. 
The  output  could  be  increased  were  it  not  for  the  destruction 
of  the  thyme,  which  is,  when  dry,  collected  for  fuel. 

Trade-marks  in  China. — Article  VII.  of  the  new 
Chinese  Treaty  states  that  inasmuch  as  the  British  Govern- 
ment affords  protection  to  Chinese  trade-marks  against 
infringement,  imitation,  or  colourable  imitation  by  British 
subjects,  the  Chinese  Government  undertakes  to  afford  pro- 
tection to  British  trade-marks  against  infringement,  imita- 
tion, or  colourable  imitation  by  Chinese  subjects.  The 
Chinese  Government  further  undertakes  that  the  super- 
intendents of  the  northern  and  of  southern  trade  shall 
establish  offices  within  their  respective  jurisdictions  under 
control  of  the  Imperial  Maritime  Customs,  where  foreign 
trade-marks  may  be  registered  on  payment  of  a  reasonable 
fee. 

Sulphuric  Acid  in  Chili. — The  Chilian  Diario  Oficia 
publishes  the  text  of  a  law  recently  passed  by  the  National 
Congress  which  states  that  a  bounty  of  3  centavos  will  be 
given  for  each  kilo,  of  sulphuric  acid  at  60°  Beaume  which 
is  manufactured  in  the  country,  provided  that  the  annual 
production  of  each  factory  is  not  less  than  1,500  metric 
tons.  The  President  of  the  Republic  is  authorised  to  expend 
50,000  pesos  annually  for  five  years  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  bounties.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  necessary 
pyrites  are  very  plentiful  in  Chili,  and  that  sulphuric  acid 
should  find  an  important  opening  in  the  treatment  by  the 
wet  process  of  poor  copper  ores,  which  are  found  abundantly 
in  the  Cordilleras. 

Openings  in  Russia. — In  his  report  on  the  trade  of 
Odessa  and  district  for  1901,  Mr.  Consul-General  C.  S.  Smith 
states  that  there  is  an  opening  "  for  a  first-class  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist "  in  Russia.  He  probably  means  a  wholesale 
druggist,  for  he  goes  on  to  point  out  that  the  first  thing  to 
be  done  would  be '•  to  obtain  samrjles  of  the  drugs  sold  in 
Russian  apothecaries'  shops."  These  could  be  obtained 
through  the  Consular  Office,  and  an  examination  of  the 
articles  would  satisfy  the  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  "  whether 
it  were  worth  while  "  to  try  to  compete  either  in  price  or  in 
quality."  The  Consul-General  further  suggests  the  introduc- 
tion of  some  of  the  '-smaller  remedies — such  as  tabloids 
and  sugar-coated  pills  of  all  kinds,  ammoniated-quinine  cap- 
sules, menthol  and  such  like  lozenges,  external  remedies  for 
bruises,  &c." — for  domestic  prescribing.  Before  a  patent 
medicine  can  be  introduced  into  the  country,  however, 
special  rjermission  must  be  obtained.  Mr.  Consul  H.  Smith,  of 
Kieff,  writes  that  several  surgeons  of  his  district  have 
complained  that  they  cannot  obtain  surgical  instruments  of 
British  manufacture,  but  have  to  content  themselves  with 
instruments  made  in  France  and  Germany. 
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American  Botes. 

Federated  Labour. — The  employes  of  the  wholesale 
drug-houses  of  Chicago  have  become  members  of  a  union, 
receiving  their  charter  from  the  Chicago  1'ederation  of 
Labour.  The  work  of  organising  this  class  of  employes  has 
been  going  on  for  some  time,  and  the  union  will  be  launched 
with  570  members. 

Infringement  Alleged.— The  Randolph  Chemical  Com- 
pany, of  Newark,  N.J.,  are  defendants  in  an  action  instituted 
against  them  by  the  Gerhard  Mennen  Chemical  Company, 
and  in  which  a  temporary  injunction  has  been  issued  by  the 
Chancellor  restraining  the  Randolph  Company  from  using  an 
advertisement  containing  a  picture  of  a  drug-store  labelled 
"Mennen's."  The  Randolph  Company  manufacture  a  pre- 
paration for  sore  feet,  and  the  Mennen  Company  hold  that 
the  use  of  the  picture  in  dispute  was  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
veying to  the  public  the  impression  that  the  preparation 
was  Mennen's  powder.  The  answer  sets  out  that  the 
window  was  rented  by  the  Randolph  Company  for  the 
purpose  of  displaying  therein  the  product  of  the  company, 
and  was  selected,  not  because  of  the  word  "  Mennen's  "  which 
appeared  thereon,  but  because  it  was  the  best  window  for  the 
purpose  obtainable  in  Newark. 

Chemists  and  Cutters.— Three  Georgia  newspapers  will 
shortly  be  sued  by  the  Jacobs'  Pharmacy  Company,  of 
Atlanta,  for  non-fulfilment  of  advertising-contracts.  It 
appears  that  a  short  time  ago  the  company  made  contracts 
with  each  of  the  papers  to  take  a  certain  amount  of  adver- 
tising, to  be  used  as  the  drug  company  saw  fit  each  day. 
The  advertisement  appeared  in  each  of  the  papers  as  per 
contract  the  first  day,  and  after  that  no  amount  of  persuasion 
on  the  part  of  the  drug  people  could  induce  the  papers  to 
allow  the  advertisements  to  appear  again.  The  drug  com- 
pany states  that  the  local  druggists  in  each  of  the  towns  in 
which  the  papers  circulate  went  immediately  to  the  papers 
in  which  the  advertisements  appeared,  and  threatened  to 
boycott  the  papers  if  they  continued  the  advertisements. 
The  persuasions  of  the  local  druggists  appear  to  have  been 
stronger  than  that  of  the  drug  company,  who  threaten  to 
institute  an  action  compelling  the  insertion  of  the  advertise- 
ments or  the  payment  of  damages. 

Metric  Weights  and  Measures  in  the  United 
States.— The  Secretary  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards 
at  Washington  has  recently  sent  the  British  Consul-General 
in  New  York  the  following  resiimi  of  what  has  been  done  in 
the  United  States  regarding  the  metric  system : — 

In  1893,  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  April  5,  1893,  the  metric  prototype  standards,  the 
metre  and  kilogram,  were  adopted  as  the  fundamental  standards 
of  the  United  States,  from  which  the  standard  yard  and  pound 
were  to  be  derived. 

As  you  know,  the  international  postal  rates  are  based  exclu- 
sively on  the  metric  system,  and  all  the  larger  offices  in  the 
United  States  are  provided  with  metric  scales. 

Metric  weights  are  used  in  the  coinage  of  all  the  subsidiary 
silver  currency.  Our  5-cent  piece  also  is  exactly  2  centimetres, 
and  weighs  5  grams. 

All  the  states  aud  territories  of  the  United  States  have  been 
provided,  by  order  of  Congress,  with  carefully  prepared  copies  of 
the  metric  standards. 

Congress  authorised  the  signing  of  the  Convention  of  1875, 
establishing  the  International  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
for  the  construction,  care,  and  comparison  of  the  metric  stan- 
dards. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  metric  system  has  been  for  many  years, 
and  is  to-day,  the  legal  standard  in  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philip- 
pines. 

In  1894-  Congress  adopted  the  international  units  of  electrical 
measurement,  which  are  based  entirely  upon  the  metric  system. 
From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  United  States  have 
taken  a  long  step  towards  the  adoption  of  the  metric  system, 
and  as  far  as  their  fundamental  standards  are  concerned, 
they  are  to-day  upon  a  metric  basis.  Among  the  associa- 
tions favouring  the  system  are  the  National  Board  of  Trade 
of  the  United  States,  the  American  Steel  Association,  the 
American  Export  Association,  the  American  Institute  of 
Electrical  Engineers,  the  New  England  Cotton-manufac 
turers'  Association,  the  National  Association  of  Builders,  the 
American  Chemical  Society,  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion, the  National  Academy  of  Sciences,  and  the  American 
Metrological  Society. 


THE  annual  convention  of  the  National  Association  of 
Retail  Druggists  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  was  concluded  on 
Thursday,  September  25.  It  was  the  most  enthusiastic, 
harmonious,  and  successful  meeting  thus  far  held.  The 
business  of  the  Association  was  taken  aggressively  in  hand 
by  the  delegates,  and  expedited  in  a  thoroughly  businesslike 
manner.  The  paramount  question  before ,  the  Convention 
embodied  the  matter  of  properly  financing  the  N.A.R.D. 
The  annual  dues  were  advanced  from  50c.  per  member  to 
#2  per  member  of  all  the  local  affiliated  Associations.  This 
increase  will  enable,  among  other  things,  an  organiser  to 
be  sent  out  from  Chicago  to  visit  each  important  local 
Association  at  least  once  a  year  to  inspire  enthusiasm,  collect 
dues,  and  perform  such  other  work  as  can  best  be  done  by 
an  outsider.  It  will  also  permit  the  Association  to  keep 
men  in  the  large  cities  permanently,  thus  closely  supervising 
the  work  at  the  "storm-centres  of  trade"  where  the  price- 
cutting  evil  receives  its  chief  impetus  and  sustenance.

The  last  six  were  conditional  pledges,  the  condition  being 
that  ten  #1,000  contributions  are  received. 

At  the  convention  the  tripartite  plan  against  price- 
cutting  was  re-endorsed  and  retained.  It  was  conceded  by 
the  plan's  most  ardent  supporters,  however,  that  it  had  not 
proved  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  that  it  should  be 
strengthened  wherever  possible.  A  special  committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  five  supplemental  plans  submitted  by 
delegates,  and  after  holding  several  sessions  the  committee 
recommended  that  the  Executive  Committee  endeavour  to 
put  into  effect  in  connection  with  the  tripartite  plan  a  direct 
contract  system  which  includes  serial  numbering  of  all 
packages  of  goods  by  the  manufacturer,  who,  together  with 
his  agents,  the  wholesaler,  and  retailer,  are  required  to  keep 
a  correct  record  by  number  of  the  sale  or  disposition  of  each 
package.  The  Executive  Committee  will  set  about  considering 
ways  and  means  of  securing  the  adoption  of  the  supple- 
mented plan  among  proprietors  and  jobbers,  and  will  report 
the  progress  of  this  work  from  time  to  time. 

The  campaign  waged  in  the  newspapers  against  substitu- 
tion was  unsparingly  condemned  by  the  convention.  At  the 
same  time  the  Association  advocated  in, unequivocal  terms 
all  reasonable,  fair,  and  just  means  for  the  eradication  of  the 
substitution  evil. 

The  buying-club  movement  had  warm  advocates  in  the 
convention,  and  the  delegates  voted  to  instruct  the  Executive 
Committee  to  investigate  all  buying  clubs  formed  by  retail 
druggists  and  to  use  its  utmost  endeavour  to  have  those 
doing  a  legitimate  wholesale  business  placed  on  the  recognised 
jobbing  list.

Druce,  M.A.,  F.L.S.,  ex-President  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference,  found  four  new  varieties  of  hawkweeds 
not  hitherto  recorded  for  Scotland,  and  a  variety  of  a  grass, 
Catabrosa  aquatica,  which  is  new  to  science,  besides 
making  about  seventy  new  county  records  in  regard  to  Ross, 
Sutherland,  and  Caithness.  We  observe  that  the  Annals  of 
Scottish  Natural  History,  referring  to  Mr.  Druce's  address 
to  the  Conference,  says  it  "  is  a  very  valuable  contribution 
to  the  history  of  botanical  investigation  in  Scotland,  a  work 
in  which  Mr.  Druce  has  taken  no  small  part." 

Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards  is  in  the  United  States 
just  now.  He  called  one  day  on  Messrs.  Funk  &  WagnalJ, 
New  York,  who  publish  there  the  works  of  his  daughter 
(Mrs.  Craigie — "John  Oliver  Hobbes "),  and  learnt  that  a 
man.  who  called  himself  "  Mr.  Ricbards's  son,"  had  got  25.'. 
from  the  firm  to  pay  his  passage  to  England.  The  man  was 
a  swindler,  and  is  probably  the  same  person  who  passes 
himself  off  as  "  Mr.  Newbery,  jun.,"  thus  obtaining  money 
from  drug-houses.  The  incident  with  Messrs.  Funk  & 
Wagnall  suggests  that  the  man  is  familiar  with  literary  as 
well  as  pharmaceutical  circles,  and  a  hunt  to  identify  him 
might  furnish  one  of  our  New  York  contemporaries  with 
good  "  copy  "  and  help  to  bring  a  scoundrel  to  justice. 


The  Recent  Elections  to  the  Council  of  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  have  resulted  in  the  defeat  of  the  Vice-President 
of  the  Society — Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard.  This  occurrence  is  all  the 
more  noteworthy  in  that  in  the  ordinary  course  of  things 
Mr.  Bernard  would  have  been  President  for  the  ensuing  year.  It 
was  the  direct  outcome  of  an  attack  upon  Mr.  Bernard  by  certain 
members  of  the  Society,  who  apparently  alleged  that  he  had 
"  identified  himself  with  the  common  enemy  of  our  profession" — 
that  is,  with  company-pharmacists.  We  cannot  enter  into  the 
policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  regarding  company  phar- 
macy. It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  law  has  recognised  such  a 
pharmacy,  and  that  unless  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  pre- 
pared to  go  to  Parliament  to  obtain  an  alteration  in  the  law,  it 
will  have  to  recognise  it  too.  We,  however,  find  it  very  difficult  to 
believe  that  Mr.  Bernard  has  acted,  or  was  likely  to  act,  in  a 
manner  prejudicial  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Society,  and 
accordingly  do  not  think  that  those  members  who  opposed  him 
have  acted  wisely.  Mr.  Bernard  was,  however,  unfortunate  in  one 
of  his  supporters,  who  took  advantage  of  the  contretemps  to 
introduce  various  side  issues.  Mr.  McWalter,  the  member  in 
question,  further  threatened  to  bring  the  conduct  of  the  Society 
before  the  National  League  if  it  did  not  mend  its  ways.  Mr. 
McWalter  may  have  grievances,  and  if,  as  he  alleges,  it  is  true 
that  religious  distinctions  are  allowed  to  influence  elections,  he 
has  detected  a  grievance.  He  can  hardly,  however,  contemplate 
seeking  election  to  the  Council  himself,  or  he  would  not  have 
shown  his  hand  quite  so  distinctly. — Medical  Press.

— The  annual  report  of  the 
directors  of  this  company  (who  have  chemical-works  at  Mjd- 
dlesborough)  states  that  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1902,  a 
profit  of  14,1677.  has  been  made,  to  which  there  is  to  -be 
added  the  sum  of  2,1367.  brought  forward  from  the  previous 
year,  making  an  available  amount  for  disposal  of  16,3037. 
This,  the  directors  recommended,  should  be  applied  as 
follows  : — Interest  on  debentures  and  prepaid  shares  and  for 
income-tax,  4,9057.  ;  dividend  at  the  rate  of  5s.  per  share, 
3.5217. ;  directors'  and  auditors'  fees,  8507. ;  renewals  and 
maintenance  of  work  and  properties,  3,3187. ;  to  be  written 
off  for  depreciation,  2.5517.  ;  balance  to  be  carried  forward, 
1.156'.;  total.  16  3047.  The  alizarine,  oxalic  acid,  and 
bichromate  works,  representing  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
company's  capital,  had  again  been  idle  and.  unproductive 
during  the  year,  but  the  other  business  of  the  company  had 
been  of  a  fairly  active  character,  with  an  enlarged  output  of 
ammonia  and  tar  products.

Adulterated  Lavender  Oil.— Weber  (Chem.  Zeit.,  1902, 
675)  states  that  he  has  found  samples  of  oil  of  lavender  in  com- 
merce recently  which  were  adulterated  with  salicylic  acid.  On 
hydrolysis  in  the  usual  manner  a  normal  ester-value  of  35'5  per 
cent,  was  obtained  in  a  typical  case.  The  acid-number  was  too 
great,  however,  and  salicylic  acid  was  found  to  be  present  in  fair 
quantity.  It  is  easily  detected  by  shaking  the  oil  with  aqueous 
solution  of  caustic  potash,  separating  the  potish  solution,  acidi- 
fying and  extracting  with  ether,  when  the  usual  tests  for  salicylic 
acid  can  be  applied. 

Swfl  ITew  Sugars  from  IVIaana. — Manna  is  well  known 
to  contain  40-60  per  cent,  of  mannite,  but  the  remainder  is  not 
well  understood.  Tanret  (Academie  d.  Sc.,  cxxxiv.,  1586)  has  now 
separated  two  new  sugars  from  it,  which  together  form  about 
15  per  cent,  of  the  manna.  Those  are  manneotetrose  and  mannino- 
triose.  Manneotetrose,  (C.24H,o03).,9H20,  is  a  tetrose  which  on 
hydrolysis  yields  two  molecules  of  galactose  and  one  each  of 
dextrose  and  levulose.  It  melts  at  167°  C,  and  is  dextrorotatory 
\a]o  =  +  133'9°.  It  does  not  reduce  Fehling's  solution,  and  is 
only  partially  fermented  by  yeast.  Manninotriose  has  not  been 
fully  investigated.  It  is,  however,  dextrorotatory,  [a]D  =  +  167°, 
and  reduces  Fehling's  solution. 

Alkaloidal  Reactions. — The  following  new  colour  reactions 
are  given  for  alkaloids,  which,  however,  must  be  taken  with  the 
usual  reserve  attached  to  new  colour  reactions.  Quinine  and 
quinidine  in  solution,  if  heated  with  a  few  drops  of  hydrogen- 
peroxide  solution  and  a  few  drops  of  sulphate-of-copper  solution, 
and  heated  to  boiliug,  yield  a  very  characteristic  gooseberry-red 
colour,  passing  to  violet  and  then  to  blue,  and  finally  to  green. 
Helet  claims  that  pilocarpine  can  be  detected  with  certainty  by 
the  following  reaction.  A  dilute  solution  of  the  alkaloid  is  treated 
with  hydrogen-peroxide  solution,  and  a  few  c.c.  of  benzine  (petro- 
leum ether  ?),  and  a  few  drops  of  potassium-bichromate  solution. 
After  agitating  and  allowing  to  separate,  the  benzine  is  coloured 
violet.    It  is  said  that  no  other  alkaloid  yields  this  reaction. 

Thallium  Compounds  of  tn.e  Alkaloids. — An  exhaus- 
tive research  on  the  compounds  of  organic  bases  with  thallium 
chloride— the  second  paper  of  a  series  on  the  chemistry  of  thallium 
— by  Carl  Kenz,  appears  in  the  current  issue  of  the  Berichte 
(1902,  2,763).  These  compounds  appear  to  be  as  useful  as  the 
platinum-chloride  compounds  for  identifying  the  alkaloids.  Hyos- 
cyamine  forms  a  compound  with  thallium  iodide,  TlI.vC^H^NO.vHI, 
which  occurs  in  red  crystals,  melting  at  200°  G.  The  isomeric 
atropine  compound  melts  at  192°  C.  Cocaine-thallium  hydro- 
chloride, (C17H2,N04.HC1  oTlCl,,,  forms  large  white  needles.  The 
corresponding  strychnine  compound,  |C2lH22N202.HCl)2TlCl5, 
melts  at  240°  C.  Quinine,  cinchonine,  coniine,  and  nicotine  also 
form  well-defined  crystalline  compounds  of  the  same  type,  and 
these  appear  to  be  sufficiently  characteristic  to  be  of  service  in 
alkaloidal  research. 

Centrifugal  Analysis. —Professor  C.  G.  Hinrichs,  St. 
Louis,  recently  published  a  method  for  the  proximate  analysis  of 
baking  powders  which  has  some  novel  features.  The  idea  is  to 
separate  the  actual  ingredients  of  a  powder  and  place  them  in 
separate  tube3,  thus  furnishing  a  definite  and  truthful  determina- 
tion of  the  constituents  actually  present.  In  analysing  a  baking- 
powder,  for  instance,  a  portion  is  mixed  with  bromoform,  chloro- 
form, benzol,  or  mixtures  of  these  liquids  of  different  densities, 
and  placed-  in  a  centrifuge  which  exerts  a  sifting  or  separating 
a'ction  on  such  a  mixture.  Starting  with  a  chloro-bromoform 
mixture  (sp.  gr.  1-8),  the  creamy  layer  which  collects  on  the  top 
of  the  centrifuged  liquid  is  skimmed  off  with  a  platinum  spoon, 
washed  with  chloroform,  and  dried,  being  afterwards  identified  as 
starch.  Next,  with  a  chloro-bromoform  (sp.  gr.  2-2),  the  sodium 
bicarbonate  is  separated;  then  the  acid,  be  it  either  free  or  in  the 
form  of  acid  phosphate,  and  alum,  if  present. 

Calamus  Oil. — This  oil,  which  finds  an  extensive  employment, 
especially  on  the  Continent,  for  flavouring- purposes,  has  been 
fully  investigated  by  Thorns  and  Beckstroem  1  tlerichte,  1902,  3187  >. 
The  oil  examined  had  a  sp.  gr.  of  1-0254-  at  20°  C,  and  an  optical 
rotation  of  -  0°  68'.  It  distilled  between  272°  and  340°  C.  A 
email  quantity  of  free  heptylic  acid  was  found,  and  also  palmitic 
acid  in  traces.  A  small  quantity  of  a  crystalline  body,  melting  at 
71°,  was  extracted  with  potent  solution,  and  found  to  be  benzoyl- 
eugenol.  The  oil,  deprived  of  its  free  acids  and  phenols,  was 
extracted  with  sodium-bisulphite  solution.  The  chief  odorous 
body  is  in  this  way  extracted ;  it  is  asaryl  aldehyde,  an  aldehyde 
forming  a  crystalline  oxime  melting  at  137°  C.  A  small  amount  of 
esters,  containing  acetic  and  palmitic  acids,  is  present,  and  the 
•authors  also  find  asarone  and  Soden  and  Rojahn's  calameone. 
This  body  has  the  formula  C^H^O.,,  and  appears  to  be  accom- 
panied by  a  hydrocarbon  CI5H22.  Calameone  melts  at  168°  C, 
and  is  Ix'vorotatory,  [a]D  =  -  8-9 '. 


Aniseed  and  S"ennel  Oils. — Tardy  publishes  a  lengthy 
paper  on  the  composition  of  these  two  oils  (Jour,  de  Pharmarie, 
19U2,  322),  with  reference  to  the  adulteration  of  aniseed  oil  with 
fennel  oil.  In  1896,  along  with  Bouchardat,  the  author  stated 
that  Russian  aniseed  oil  contained  a  dextrorotatory  camphor-like 
compound,  which  he  termed  fenone.  He  now  admits  that  the 
sample  examined  was  not  pure,  and  that  pure  Russian  aniseed  oil 
does  not  contain  fenone.  He  makes  the  sweeping  assertion  that 
nine  times  out  of  ten  aniseed  oil  is  adulterated  with  the  stearoptene 
of  fennel  oil.  [This  may  be  true  of  the  Russian  oil  as  found  in 
France,  but  certainly  is  not  so  in  the  case  of  the  star-aniseed  oil  of 
the  London  market. — Ed.]  The  points  the  author  claims  to  have 
established  are :  (1)  Fenone  is  not  present  in  pure  aniseed  oil ; 
(2)  fennel  oil  contains  cymene,  estragol,  thymohydroquinone, 
anisic  ketone  and  a  derivative  of  it;  (3)  star-aniseed  oil  contains 
estragol,  terpilenol,  and  anisic  ketone ;  (4)  Japanese  star-aniseed 
oil  contains  cineol  and  a  "  terebinthinio  hydrocarbon."  The  paper 
gives  no  evidence  of  the  purity  of  the  samples,  and  no  reason  is 
assigned  as  to  why  Japanese  and  Chinese  star-aniseed  oils  should 
differ.

In  the  interval  of 
waiting  it  dawned  on  the  pharmacist,  who  has  long  since  sown  his 
wild  oats,  that  the  term  "  balm  of  Gilead  "  is  more  familiar  to  the 
public  as  an  expression  in  the  rollicking  chorus  of  a  drinking-song 
than  as  a  scriptural  or  scientific  name.  Accordingly,  when  the 
young  lady  rang  him  up  again,  he  was  ready  to  enter  into  the 
spirit  of  the  joke,  and  when  she  told  him  that  the  only  preparation 
bearing  such  a  title  was  an  American  throat-lotion,  he  protested 
solemnly  that  it  was  almost  incredible  that  the  staff  of  a  firm 
which  he  had  always  understood  to  be  conducted  011  a  Biblical 
basis  should  know  so  little  of  the  Scriptures  as  to  be  unaware  of 
the  nature  of  balm  of  Gilead.  Then,  assuming  a  ponderous  busi- 
ness tone,  the  customer  explained  that  what  he  wanted  was  the 
secretory  or  excretory  product  of  Amyris  gileadensis,  Linn.,  from 
the  neighbourhood  of  Mecca,  and  not  the  disreputable  distillate  of 
a  malted  cereal  fruit.

The  Halifax  Experiment 

was  the  most  interesting  item 
reported  from  provincial  associations  last  week.  The 
information  concerning  it  is  not  very  complete  at  present, 
but  I  gather  that  the  members  of  the  Association  are  co- 
operating in  the  production  of  a  pamphlet  which  is  to  be 
circulated  all  over  Halifax,  and  which  will  recommend 
"  simple  drugs  for  simple  ailments."  The  special  feature  of 
the  scheme  is  that  eighteen  chemists  arc  associating  in  thus 
courting  custom  and  challenging  medical  jealousy,  for  the 
mere  disclaimer  of  any  desire  to  supplant  the  doctor  will 
not  allay  his  anger  if  the  pamphlet  pays.  Whether  the 
remedies  recommended  are  Pharmacopoeia  preparations  or  a 
line  of  specially  invented  proprietaries  is  not  clear.  In  the 
former  case  there  is  the  Inland  Revenue  to  reckon  with 
(unless  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  establishes  his  contention) ;  in  the 
latter  condition  the  universal  prejudice  against  local 
prophets  will  block  the  way.  People  like  their  medicines 
to  have  a  more  or  less  mythical  origin.  The  "  duly  qualified 
and  registered  men  "  who  live  by  their  side  have  no  chance 
against  the  lucky  find  of  a  squaw  on  the  banks  of  the 
Susquehanna.  But  as  an  honest  attempt  to  buck  up  against 
those  arbitrary  "patent"  gents,  and  as  a  legitirnote  piece  of 
retaliation  against  their  ungenerous  efforts  to  blacken  our 
fair  fame,  the  scheme  has  my  hearty  sympathy. 

A  Mercenary  Spirit 

is  evidently  taking  possession  of  chemists' 
associations,  and  it  is  well  that  this  is  so.  There  is  no 
excipient  which  so  readily  combines  the  mass  as  a  common 
pecuniary  interest.  If  we  look  back  to  old  association 
reports,  forty  years  ago,  say,  we  find  no  trace  of  the  trail  of 
the  trading  serpent.  The  past  generation  could  run  their 
associations  on  scientific  papers,  or  what  looked  like  scientific 
papers ;  whether  the  fault  is  in  our  stars  or  ourselves,  we 
cannot.  We  are  made  of  coarser  fibre,  psrhaps.  Look  at 
last  week's  reports.  Besides  Halifax,  we  learn  that  at 
Bradford  "those  members  who  had  joined  the  Buying 
Section  must  admit  that  their  subscriptions  were  paid  over 
and  over  again  by  the  saving."  They  had  also  benefited  by 
a  carrying  contract  which  the  Executive  had  arranged. 
At  Derby  "  a  mutual  association  for  the  bene'it  oE  members  " 
was  advocated.  The  Glasgow  Trade  Association,  which 
professes  as  its  chief  aim  an  increase  of  profit  on  a  few 
proprietaries,  has  attained  a  membership  of  321.  At  Grimsby 
"traders'  stamps"  furnished  the  principal  topic  of  dis- 
cussion, and  at  all  the  Associations  a  new  P.A.T.A.  circular 
received  a  hearty  welcome.  The  moment  is  the  right  one 
for  a  demonstration.  The  P.A.T.A.  has  proved  its  power  to 
prevent  cutting  and  to  bring  about  friendly  relations  between 
proprietors  and  retailers.  A  conference  might  perhaps  con- 
vince  some  of  the  angry  advertisers  of  these  b3n3fits  ;  if  not, 
it  can  at  least  assure  them  that  their  tall  talk  has  only  had 
the  effect  of  putting  chemists  on  their  mettle. 

Mr.  Lord  Gifford's  Climb  Down 

at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Plurmaceutical  Council  should  largely  dispose  of  that 
gentleman's  influence  with  the  hooligans  of  pharmacy.  Mr. 
Giffjrd  won  his  first  fame,  such  as  it  was,  by  truculent 
bluster  against  this  journal,  associated  with  demands  for 
impjssible  conditions  for  pharmacists  in  the  community. 
"Prolific  in  lying  innuendo "  and  "imbecile  cackle  of  the 
argumentless  "  were  specimens  of  his  references  to  articles 
in  The  Chemist  and  Dkugght  with  which  he  disagreed. 


Subsequently  another  Editor  attracted  Mr.  Gifford's  animosity, 
and  the  vituperation  was  more  evenly  distributed.  When,  on 
a  hopeless  legislative  programme,  Mr.  Gifford  won  a  seat  at 
the  Council-table,  it  might  have  been  thought  that  he  would 
have  set  to  work  to  rectify  those  errors  which  he  had  so 
vigorously  denounced.  So  far  he  has  scarcely  even  indicated 
his  views,  but  his  old  habits  could  not  be  shaken  off,  and 
henee  the  manifesto  he  issued  a  month  ago  declaring  that 
a  piece  of  jobbery  which  was  a  scandal  was  being  perpetrated 
in  the  Council,  and  he  had  not  been  able  to  get  an  oppor- 
tunity to  call  public  attention  to  it.    Now  he  has  found  that 

Councillors  are  not  so  Complacent 

as  journalists,  and  his 
ugly  charge  was  challenged.  In  all  probability  Mr.  Gifford 
meant  very  little  by  his  accusation.  He  was  no  doubt  quite 
ready  to  shake  hands  with  the  jobbers  he  had  condemned. 
Probably  he  did  not  realise  the  meaning  of  his  phrases. 
Jobbery,  according  to  the  dictionaries,  is  the  betrayal  of  a 
public  trust  for  a  private  benoit;  as  such  it  is  certainly,  a*i 
was  said  at  the  Council,  a  pieee  of  dishonesty,  and  a 
particularly  mean  piece  too.  A  protest  against  the  secrecy 
with  which  the  arrangement  referred  to  was  being  carried 
through  would  have  secured  a  good  deal  of  sympathy ;  oven 
a  challenge  of  the  policy  would  have  been  a  fair  casus  ftelli; 
only  pure  perversity  could  have  induced  the  writer  of  the 
chaige  to  have  abandoned  those  good  fighting  points,  and 
to  have  delivered  himself  over,  bound  hand  and  foot,  to  those 
whom  he  was  attacking. 

Som3  Fifteen  Years  Ago 

sketches  of  five  "historic  phar- 
macies" were  published  in  the  C.  $  B.  These  were  Allen  & 
Hanburys',  Bell's,  Cor'oyn's,  Savory  &  Moore's,  and  Squire's, 
Three  of  these  five  have  since  oeen  converted  into  limited- 
liability  companies,  M3ssrs.  Savory  &  Moore  turning  the 
balance  last  week.  B'.ue  blood  and  long  descent  are  evidently 
no  barriers  against  the  temptations  of  registration. 

Irish  Catholics 

numbor  aboat  four-fifdis  of  the  Irish  popula- 
tion. If  I  correct'y  interpret  Dr.  Mc Walter's  complaint  of 
the  composition  of  the  Cou  lcil,  there  is  only  one  Catholic  to 
twenty  Protestants  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  Dublin. 
The  disproportion,  in  view  of  tla 3  geieral  population,  is 
remarkable.  But  what  does  it  prove?  Dr.  McWalter 
suggests  that  it  is  an  indication  of  Protestant  intolerance, 
but  he  is  mu3h  too  intelligjnt  to  believe  anything  of  the 
kind.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  either  Protestants  or 
Catholics  from  voting  for  their  co-religionists  on  account  of 
their  religion,  and  for  no  other  reason,  if  they  like  ;  bnt  there 
is  no  sort  of  ground  for  assuming  that  either  one  or  the  other 
side  is  so  zsalous  on  behalf  of  his  faith  as  this  proceeding 
would  indicate.  Apparently  Catholics  do  not  take  much  to 
pharmacy  in  Ireland.  I  am  not  sure  whether  this  is  evidence 
of  wisdom  or  otherwise. 

The  Metric  System 

can  be  introduced  into  pharmacy  at  any 
moment  if  Sir  William  Gowers  and  his  fellow-enthusiast^ 
choose  to  write  their  prescriptions  in  accordance  with  it. 
We  are  all  qualified  by  examination  to  understand  it.  But  I 
am  sorry  for  the  safety  oE  the  public  if  it  is  to  depend  on  the 
distinction  between  gr.  and  gm.  in  medical  handwriting.  Nor 
do  I  understand  what  is  Sir  William  Gowers's  object  in 
tinkering  with  the  grain  and  the  minim  so  as  to  make  them 
aliquot  parts  of  a  drachm  and  of  a  cubic  centimetre.  The 
greatest  danger  in  dispensing  metrical  prescriptions  would 
be  that  of  constantly  converting  the  weights  or  measures 
ordered  into  those  ot  another  system.  The  safe  and  simple 
method  is  to  have  a  set  of  metric  weights,  and  to  forget  for 
the  time  how  these  correspond  with  others.

Ebitodal  Comments, 


Failures  in  1901. 

The  strain  of  the  competition  for  wealth  in  England  and 
Wales  does  not  diminish.    Last  year  it  involved  a  loss  in  the 
shape  of  failures  to  the  extent  of  8,314,306/.,  of  which 
5,666  872?.  was  in  bankruptcies  and  the  rest  arrangements, 
by  which  the  debtors  were  permitted  to  continue  the 
struggle  against  adversity.    The  liabilities  in  these  cases 
were  nearly  11,000,000/.,   and  although  the  amount  is 
large  it  is  amongst  the  smallest  in  the  decade.    Thus  in 
1892  creditors  lost  7,698,644.'.  through  bankruptcies  and 
4,194,633/.  by  arrangements,  the  total  liabilities  in  that  year 
being  nearly  15,000,000?.    We  learn  this  from  the  report 
of  the  Inspector-General  in  Bankruptcy.    If  the  failures 
above  20,000/.  are  an  index  to  the  cause  of  bankruptcy, 
three-fourths  of  it  is  due  to   '■'  financial  and  speculative 
enterprise  apart  from  ordinary  trading,"  twenty-nine  out  of 
forty  large  failures  being  due  to  that,  and  seven  only 
to    ordinary  trading.    The  moral  of  this    is   the  good 
old    adage    "  Mind    your    own   business."    It   may  not 
make  one    rich  in    pelf,   but    it    keeps    one    out  of 
the  Bankruptcy  Court.    The  Inspector-General  is  appa- 
rently of    the    same    opinion,    for    he    calls  attention 
to  the  continuous  diminution  in  losses  by  trading  insolvency- 
Probably,  he  says,  the  proportion  of  trading  failures  under 
deeds  of  arrangement,  of  which  no  detailed  statistics  are 
available,  is  larger  than  that  of  similar  failures  under  the 
Bankruptcy  Act;   but  the  total  figures  relating  to  those 
during  the  past  few  years  also  point  in  the  same  direction. 
So  great  has  been  the  diminution  in  recent  years  in  this  class 
of  insolvency  as  shown  by  public  statistics,  that  some  critics 
have  been  led,  not  unnaturally,  to  entertain  doubts  whether 
these  statistics  can  be  entirely  relied  on  as  covering  the 
whole  of  the  ground.    Thus  a  leader-writer  in  the  Times 
says  that  the  figures  are  so  insignificant  in  comparison  with 
the  total  volume  of  floating  liabilities  that  "  we  cannot  but 
suspect  that  a  certain  amount  of  what  is  virtually  insolvency 
never  comes  within  official  cognisance.    It  is  within  the 
knowledge  of  every  banker  that  friendly  arrangements,  of 
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which  there  is  no  record  in  writing',  ofter  serve,  in  a  business 
point  of  view,  the  purposes  of  a  formal  deed  of  arrange- 
ment." That  individual  cases  of  this  kind  may  occasionally 
occur,  as  they  have  occurred  since  monetary  transactions 
first  began,  is  certain;  but  to  suppose  that  they  occur  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  exercise  any  appreciable  influence  on 
bankruptcy  statistics  is  an  entire  mistake  in  the  Inspector- 
General's  opinion,  and  in  this  he  is  supported  by 
two  bank  managers  of  large  experience,  one  of  whom 
remarks  :  "  It  is  astonishing  how  little  money  we  lose  as  the 
result  of  insolvencies.  Fraud  accounts  for  nearly  all."  Our 
own  bankruptcy  reports  show  that  the  persevering,  hard- 
working chemist  and  druggist  rarely  figures  as  a  debtor,  but 
more  often  the  man  who  has  speculated  on  the  Stock 
Exchange  or  gambled  comes  to  grief.  In  the  year  1901 
a  total  of  73  chemists  and  druggists  failed,  either  by  bank- 
ruptcy (31)  or  arrangement,  with  total  liabilities  of 
56,806/.,  compared  with  54  in  1900,  and  liabilities  of  63,834Z. 
These  are  small  figures  compared  with  those  furnished  by 
the  drapery  and  grocery  trades,  which  in  these  days  take 
pickings  from  the  druggists  as  catchpennies.  Last  year 
774  grocers  failed,  with  liabilities  amounting  to  531,176/., 
and  320  drapers  and  haberdashers,  whose  liabilities  amounted 
to  300,407/.  The  grocery  trade  was  thoroughly  bad  last  year 
as  compared  with  the  four  previous  years,  when  the  failures 
were  less  numerous  and  the  liabilities  greater ;  while  in  the 
drapery  trade  the  liabilities  were  smaller  in  amount.  Not  a 
solitary  woman  figures  amongst  the  chemists  and  doctors 
who  failed  last  year. 


The  Chemistry  of  Rhubarb. 

Two  papers  of  considerable  interest  dealing  with  the  che- 
mistry and  pharmacy  of  rhubarb  have  just  appeared,  and 
throw  some  light  on  the  constituents  of  this  drug.  The 
former  is  by  Drs.  Tschirch  and  Heuberger  (Pharm.  Zeit.,  1902, 
547).  The  authors  have  devoted  themselves  to  an  examina- 
tion of  the  active  ingredients  of  the  root,  and  proceeded  to 
separate  them  in  the  following  general  manner.  The  root 
was  exhausted  successively  with  dilute  alcohol  and  strong 
alcohol,  and  then  with  ammonia.  The  liquids  thus  obtained 
were  extracted  with  various  organic  solvents  in  turn,  and 
separation  of  the  constituents  finally  obtained  in  a  state  of 
purity.  Amongst  the  inactive  constituents  are  mineral  salts, 
organic  salts,  fat,  pectin,  cholesterin,  gallic  acid,  and  a 
dextrorotatory  sugar.  The  active  principles  may  be  classed  in 
two  groups:  (I)  Tannoglucosides,  (2)  anthraglucosides. 
Both  classes  appear  to  be  present  in  the  plant,  together  with 
their  decomposition-products.  The  glucosides  are  found 
chiefly  in  the  acetone  extracts,  whilst  their  decomposition- 
products  appear  in  the  ethereal  solutions.  The  anthra- 
glucosides are  combinations  of  a  dextrorotatory  sugar  with 
anthracene  derivatives.  Chrysophanic  acid  is  a  dioxymethyl 
anthraquinone ;  emodine  is  the  corresponding  trioxy  com- 
pound ;  and  rheine  is  a  methylene  ether  of  tetra-oxyanthra- 
quinone.  Combined  with  the  sugar  these  bodies  form  the 
anthraglucosides.  They  are  all  purgatives.  One  tanno- 
glucoside  has  been  isolated :  it  is  the  combination  of 
rheotannic  acid  with  a  lajvorotatory  sugar.  Gallic  and 
cinnamic  acids  are  found  with  this  acid  in  traces.  In  the 
ammoniacal  liquors  are  found  nigrine  and  rheonigrine.  These 
bodies  appear  to  be  condensation-products  of  the  anthra- 
glucosides. Tschirch  considers  that  the  presence  of  tannin 
glucosides  is  sufficient  to  cause  rhubarb  not  to  be  considered 
as  merely  a  purgative,  but  also  as  a  stomachic  and  astringent. 
Of  previous  bodies  isolated  from  rhubarb  the  "double 
glucoside"  of  Aweng  appears  to  be  identical  with  the 
tannoglucoside.  Frangulic  acid  appears  to  be  rheotannic 
acid  contaminated  with  traces  of  the  glucosides.  Kubly"s 


rheotannic  acid  and  Hunkel's  tannoid  are  not  identical  with 
Tschirch's  rheotannic  acid,  but  are  impure  forms  of  the 
tannoglucosides.  Ilheic  acid,  however,  is  identical  with 
Tschirch's  rheotannic  acid.  Erythrorhetine  is  a  mixture  of 
the  three  anthraglucosides,  and  aporhetin  and  plrjeorhetin 
are  impure  forms  of  the  tannoglucoside.  Tschirch  considers 
that  the  cathartic  acid  of  Dragendorff,  Greenish,  andElborne 
is  a  mixture  of  anthraglucosides,  tannoglucoside,  and  a 
nitrogenous  body,  probably  albumen.  The  chrysophane  of 
Gibson  is  said  to  be  an  anthraglucoside. 

In  the  second  paper  Dr.  Jakabhazy  discusses  the  methods  of 
discriminating  between  rhubarbs  of  different  origins 
(Ajwthelic r  Zeitttng,  1902,  359).  Apart  from  the  microscopic 
characters  which  he  describes,  he  deals  with  the  amount  of 
chrysophanic  acid,  emodine,  and  frangulic  acid  present ;  but 
if  Tschirch's  observations  be  accurate  Jakabhazy's  results 
are  inconclusive  so  far  as  frangulic  acid  is  concerned. 
Jakabhazy  shows  that  Schmitz's  observations  as  to  the 
presence  of  the  star  clusters  of  crystals  in  the  rhizomes  and 
their  absence  in  the  roots  is  not  quite  accurate.  He  finds 
them,  small  it  is  true,  in  some  of  the  true  roots  as  well  as  in 
the  rhizomes.  Using  Aweng's  method  of  extracting  the  root, 
he  obtains  the  following  results  : —

The  chemistry  of  rhubarb  is  getting  fairly  well  under- 
stood, but  the  confusion  existing  in  the  names  and 
characters  of  these  various  compounds  should  be  cleared 
up.  As  long  as  a  multiplicity  of  names  of  constituents 
persists,  so  long  shall  we  be  as  far  as  ever  from  getting 
away  from  empirical  methods  of  valuation  to  a  definite 
process  of  assay  which  will  be  as  workable  in  Berlin  as  in 
London,  Hong-Kong,  or  Chicago.  We  must  add  with  regret 
that  commercial  experts  are  better  able  to  select  therapeu- 
tically good  and  bad  rhubarb  than  chemists  are,  and  that  we 
take  to  be  the  goal  of  research. 


American  Produce. 

We  have  received  the  report  of  the  United  States  Census, 
dealing  with  the  manufacture  of  chemicals  and  allied  pro- 
ducts, to  which  reference  was  made  in  our  issue  of  July  26, 
page  137.  It  is  an  exceedingly  valuable  book,  and  nothing 
approaching  it  has  ever  before  been  published,  as  may  be 
gathered  from  some  further  information  which  we  extract 
from  it.  The  chapter  on  essential  oils  shows  that  there  are 
100  establishments  in  fourteen  States  engaged  wholly  or 
chiefly  in  the  production  of  essential  oils.  Of  these,  thirty 
produce  less  than  #500  in  value  annually,  the  total  value 
of  the  output  baing  #850,133.  According  to  a  table  giving 
the  geographical  distribution  of  crude  essential-oil  factories, 
there  were  twenty-eight  in  Michigan,  fifteen  in  Virginia, 
eleven  in  New  York,  ten  in  Indiana,  five  in  Connecticut,  and 
twenty-eight  in  ten  other  States.  New  York  produced 
57  per  cent,  and  Michigan  16  per  cent,  of  the  output.  The 
peppermint-oil  industry  is  confined  principally  to  Michigan, 
Indiana,  and  New  York,  there  having  been  95,000  lbs.  pro- 
duced in  these  three  States  ;  the  sassafras-oil  industry  was 
|  located  principally  in  Virginia,  where  104,931  lbs.  of  this  oil 
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was  produced  ;  the  wintergreen  oil  is  distilled  chiefly  in 
Pennsylvania,  where  2  075  lbs.  was  reported  as  having  been 
produced  ;  and  the  witch-hazel  industry  is  a  Connecticut 
and  New  York  one,  110,260  gals.,  being  produced  there 
annually.  Taking  the  total  production  of  crude  essential 
oils  by  decades,  the  census  states  that  the  increase  in  the 
value  of  the  products  for  1890  over  the  value  for  1880  was 
but  2  8  per  cent.,  while  the  increase  for  1900  over  1890  was 
69  8  per  cent.  The  number  of  establishments  increased  by 
thirty  during  the  last  decade,  the  capital  is  four  times 
greater,  and  the  value  of  the  products  has  doubled.  There 
is  apparently  a  falling-off  in  the  number  of  wage-earners, 
but  this  is  very  difficult  to  estimate,  and  the  small  number 
of  them — 167 — in  proportion  to  the  number  of  establishments 
reported,  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  farmer  in 
many  instances  carries  out  all  the  operations  without  hired 
labour.  The  largest  yearly  production  of  peppermint  oil  in 
the  United  States  was  in  1897,  when  it  touched  251,000  lbs., 
of  which  172,000  lbs.  was  produced  in  Michigan.  Since 
then,  however,  the  crop  has  decreased,  and  especially  has 
this  been  the  case  during  the  last  two  years.  Among  the 
less  important  oils,  wormwood  has  decreased,  and  the 
sassafras-oil  industry  has  become  unprofitable  owing  to  the 
practical  extinction  of  the  tree,  but  the  output  is  not  given. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1860,  just  prior  to  the  Civil 
War,  no  less  than  50,000  lbs.  of  sassafras  oil  was  sold 
annually  in  Baltimore  alone.  Next  to  turpentine  oil,  it  was 
the  first  volatile  oil  distilled  in  a  primitive  fashion  in  North 
America.  Witch-hazel  essence  has  maintained  its  popularity 
on  account  of  the  large  sale  of  a  proprietary  remedy  (so  the 
report  quaintly  remarks),  said  to  have  been  made  by  distilling 
the  bark  with  very  dilute  alcohol  (6-per-cent.).  The  returns 
for  1900  show  that  13,218  gals,  of  alcohol  was  consumed  in 
the  witch-hazel  industry.  The  consumption  of  spearmint 
and  wintergreen  oils  is  evidently  decreasing,  especially  the 
latter,  which  was  in  great  demand  for  the  preparation  of  one 
of  the  oldest  known  remedies  in  the  United  States — viz., 
Swaim's  Panacea,  introduced  in  1815.  Genuine  oil  of  winter- 
green is  now  practically  unobtainable,  and  in  recent  years  it 
has  often  been  adulterated  with  kerosene  and  alcohol.  It 
has  to  a  great  extent  been  replaced  by  the  artificial  product, 
methyl  salicylate.  That  the  production  of  essential  oils  in 
the  United  States  is  a  small  industry  may  be  inferred  from 
the  fact  that  the  imports  in  1900  amounted  in  value  to 
$1,859,184,  which  figures  were  only  exceeded  once  during 
the  decade.  As  regards  exports,  only  89,558  lbs.  of  pepper- 
mint oil  was  exported  in  1900,  against  117,462  lbs.  in  1899, 
showing  that  the  production  has  been  considerably  curtailed. 
The  value  of  "  all  other  "  essential  oils  exported  was  $166,424, 
a  slight  increase  over  the  figures  for  1899.  The  chapter 
relating  to  "  fine  chemicals,"  which  term  includes  caffeine, 
morphine,  quinine,  and  other  alkaloids,  is  incomplete,  as  it 
takes  no  cognisance  of  other  "  pharmaceutical  preparations," 
which  are  passed  to  another  classification  outside  of  the 
chemical-industry.  There  are  five  establishments  that  make 
alkaloids,  and  they  produced  3,387,522  oz.  between  them,  but 
no  information  is  given  as  to  the  respective  quantities.  Under 
this  heading  is  included  phosphorus,  of  which  300,000  lbs. 
was  produced  by  electrolysis.  "  Rare  earths,"  acetone, 
chemically  pure  acids,  ammonia,  ether,  and  a  few  other 
articles  which  we  in  this  country  would  hardly  designate 
"  fine  chemicals  "  are  also  included.  The  statistics  relating 
to  bromine  are  interesting,  as  they  show  that  during  1899  the 
output  fell  to  433,003  lbs.,  against  486,978  lbs.  the  year 
before.  Among  the  imports  of  fine  chemicals  aconite,  nux 
vomica,  morphine,  phosphorus,  iodine,  iodoform,  all  present 
increases  ;  while  mercurials,  chloral  hydrate,  chloroform,  and 
quinine  and  salts  all  show  decreases,  the  sulphate  falling  off 


by  nearly  160,603  oz.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  report, 
for  a  census  one,  is  of  exceptional  interest ;  and  if  the  United 
States  had  the  Ministry  of  Commerce  which  Mr.  George  J. 
Seabury  is  advocating,  it  might  have  been  more  interesting 
still. 


THE  SIGN  OF  THE  TIMES. 

The  note  which  we  printed  last  week  in  regard  to  an  im- 
portant conversion  in  the  drug-trade  appears  to  have  excited 
considerable  curiosity  in  wholesale  circles,  and  we  venture 
to  add  to  what  we  said  last  week  by  stating  that  the  firms 
concerned  are  Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  and 
Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb,  of  London,  who  have 
decided  to  amalgamate  their  businesses,  and  incorporate  the 
concern  as  a  company  with  limited  liability.  We  under- 
stand that  the  capital  will  be  half  a  million,  'and  part  of 
this  will  be  offered  for  public  subscription  in  the  form  of 
cumulative  preference  shares,  for  which  the  trade  will  have 
a  good  opportunity  of  subscribing.  The  present  senior 
partners  of  the  firms,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Edward 
Evans,  sen.,  will  continue  their  work  as  directors  of  the 
company,  while  the  junior  members  of  the  families  of  Evans, 
Lescher,  and  Webb  who  at  present  take  an  active  part  in  the 
business  will  be  associated  with  the  older  members  as 
junior  directors — in  fact,  the  conversion  will  not  alter  in 
the  slightest  the  personal  conduct  of  the  business  or  the 
relations  of  the  founders  with  their  customers.  It  is  not 
expected  that  the  company  will  be  registered  before  the  end 
of  this  month.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  capital  of  the 
company  is  the  largest  of  any  wholesale  drug  house  so  far 
registered. 

INDIAN  TANNING  MATERIALS. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  Agricultural  Ledger  discusses  the 
source  and  character  of  tanning  materials  available  in 
India.  It  is  almost  entirely  devoted  to  a  list  of  the  raw 
stuffs  in  India  which  contain  tannin,  with  notes — which  will 
be  of  value  to  those  engaged  in  the  leather  industry — on 
their  composition  and  the  preparation  of  extracts.  The 
object  of  the  volume  is  to  foster  a  trade  in  the  raw  materials 
and  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  extracts  suitable  for 
exportation.  It  also  points  out  that  the  forests  of  India 
abound  in  barks  and  other  vegetable  products  capable  of 
being  used  extensively  for  tanning- purposes.  At  present  the 
chief  tanning-stuffs  of  India  are  myrabolans,  cutch,  Tarwar 
bark,  or  tanner's  cassia,  and  Babul  bark.  Of  these  materials 
on  an  average  34  lakhs  of  myrabolans  is  annually  ex- 
ported, principally  from  Bombay;  and  cutch,  valued  at 
1%  lakhs,  is  annually  exported  from  Burma.  Babul  bark 
and  tanner's  cassia  are  extensively  employed  in  European 
and  native  establishments,  the  former  in  Northern  India  and 
the  latter  in  Central  and  Southern  India.  Besides  these 
there  are  numerous  products  more  or  less  known,  and 
occasionally  used  in  local  tanneries  or  by  the  aboriginal 
tribes  of  the  country. 

A  LEGAL  VIEW. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Lam  Times  the  statement  is 
traversed  that  no  legal  machinery  exists  for  the  suppression 
of  bogus  doctors.  The  legal  scribe  challenges  the  accuracy 
of  the  assertions  that  unless  an  unqualified  person  assumes 
a  title  implying  the  possession  of  a  legal  qualification,  he 
cannot  be  interfere  1  with  by  the  Medical  Council,  and  that 
unless  he  makes  up  his  own  prescriptions  he  cannot  be 
touched  by  the  Apothecaries'  Society.  The  suggestion  that 
the  preamble  to  the  Medical  Act  impliedly  recognises  the 
status  of  the  unqualified  practitioner  is  likewise  questioned, 
and  it  is  contended  that  while  the  Act  penalises  the  wrong- 
ful assumption  of  title,  it  still  leaves  the  unqualified  man 
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to  be  dealt  with  rinder  the  Apothecaries  Act.  The  writer 
continues  : — 

Under  the  latter,  the  test  of  liability  to  proceedings  is  whether 
a  person  habitually  diagnoses  and  prescribes  for  the  complaints  of 
patients.  An  apothecary  has  been  legally  defined  as  one  who 
professes  to  judge  of  internal  disease  by  its  symptoms,  and  applies 
himself  to  cure  that  disease  by  medicines.  According  to  this 
definition,  whether  the  unqualified  practitioner,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  chemist  who  prescribes  for  his  customers  over  the  counter, 
makes  up  his  own  prescriptions  or  leaves  the  patient  to  get  them 
made  up  elsewhere,  seems  to  be  really  immaterial.  Although 
legislation  is  needed  to  deal  more  effectively  than  the  Apothecaries 
Act  with  the  evil  which,  we  fear,  is  more  widespread  than  the 
Medical  Council  admits,  we  see  no  reason  why  the  Apothecaries' 
Society  should  not,  more  often  than  it  does,  put  in  force  the  powers 
which  it  undoubtedly  possesses. 

The  only  point  which  strikes  us  in  this  cautious  opinion  is 
the  incitement  to  the  Apothecaries'  Society  to  put  more 
business  into  the  hands  of  the  lawyers.  Whether  or  not  the 
Society  will  be  the  gainers,  pecuniarily  or  otherwise,  "  seems 
to  be  really  immaterial." 

IS  BALDNESS  AN  AILMENT? 

The  question  as  to  whether  baldness  is  a  disease  or  not 
has  recently  occupied  the  attention  of  Hanover  law  courts- 
A  tradesman  was  summoned  for  publicly  advertising  "  Thy- 
riotin "  as  a  remedy  for  hair  falling  out  and  baldness,  the 
ground  of  action  being  that  he  infringed  the  Hanoverian 
police  regulations,  which  prohibit  public  advertising  and 
recommendation  of  remedies  intended  to  heal  the  diseases 
of  men  and  animals.  One  Court  decided  that  baldness  is  a 
disease,  and  therefore  fined  the  seller  of  the  hair-restorer 
An  appeal  carried  to  the  County  Court  at  Aurich  was  fruit 
less,  but  on  the  case  being  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  the 
defendant  won  the  day,  that  Court  finding  that  baldness  is 
not  a  disease,  but  a  beauty  defect  {Sihonheitsfehler).  In 
this  decision  the  Court  agrees  with  the  British  Inland 
Kevenue  authorities,  who  do  not  rank  ailments  as  beauty 
defects  if  they  can  legitimately  secure  taxation  otherwise. 

SALE   OF   ENTIRE  DRUGS. 

We  are  frequently  asked  the  question,  "  If  entire  drugs 
are  not  recommended,  is  a  licence  necessary  to  sell  them  1 '' 
Generally  the  answer  is  in  the  negative,  but  this  requires 
modification.  First,  it  may  be  obsarved  that  a  common 
privilege  under  the  statutes  is  that  of  selling  without  stamp  or 
licence  the  drugs  named  in  the  Book  of  Kates.  Then  follow 
entire  medicinal  drugs,  which  maybe  sold  unstamped  by  speci- 
fied persons,  including  chemists,  but  not  by  other  unlicensed 
persons.  The  privilege,  if  any,  of  unlicensed  persons  under 
the  exemption  clause,  depends  upon  whether  the  medicine  is 
liable  or  not  apart  from  the  exenption;  in  other  words,  if 
any  of  the  grounds  of  liability  attach  to  the  drug,  it  cannot 
be  sold  by  unlicensed  psrsons  other  than  chemists.  Thus 
antipyria,  phenacetin,  vaseline,  and  many  other  entire  drugs 
are  or  have  been  subjects  of  lettsrs  patent,  and  prima  facie. 
must  be  stamped,  but  as  entire  drugs  their  sale  unstamped 
by  C3rta:n  persons  is  permitted.  No  others  may  sell  them, 
unstamped,  and  if  they  stamp  them  they  should  take  out  a 
T'cence  to  sell  them.  The  same  argument  applies  to  entire 
drugs  which  are  or  have  been  nostrums,  proprietary  medicines, 
or  specifics  in  the  sense  of  the  schedule. 

A  NEW   LAW  WANTED. 

In  this  week's  Truth  reference  is  made  to  a  "  Viavi " 
agent  who  persuaded  a  woman  that  she  was  suffering  from 
a  disease  which  would  have  the  most  deplorable  conse- 
quences unless  the  "  Viavi "  treatment  was  adopted.  This 
put  the  woman  into  a  state  of  nervous  prostration,  and  since 
then  two  medical  men  have  examined  her  and  testify  that 
she  is  not  suffering  from  the  disease  diagnosed  by  the 
"  Viavi "  agent.  Our  contemporary  strongly  condemns  such 
practices  as  those  of  the  "  Viavi  "  agents  and  their  principals, 


and  urges  the  need  for  a  law  to  put  them  down.  l;  II," 
says  our  contemporary,  "  the  governing  bodies  of  the  medical 
profession  would  take  steps  to  get  the  law  put  on  a  more 
rational  basis,  instead  of  using  their  powers  to  harry  and 
persecute  every  little  struggling  practitioner,  genuine  doctor 
though  he  may  be,  who  is  guilty  of  the  '  infamous  conduct ' 
of  overstepping  the  professional  rules  against  advertising, 
they  would  earn  the  thanks  of  the  public,  as  well  as  do  a 
very  good  stroke  of  business  for  the  doctors."

House  of  Commons.,  Thursday. 

The  Autumn  Sittings. 

Nobody  appears  to  know  how  long  Parliament  will  sit. 
Work,  or  at  any  rate  talk,  was  resumed  to-day.  The  prin- 
cipal business  will  be,  of  course,  the  remaining  stages  of  the 
Education  Bill.  That,  in  itself,  ought  to  be  sufficient  to 
keep  members  busy  till  the  beginning  of  December,  if  not 
longer ;  but,  in  addition,  the  London  Water  Bill,  the  Trans- 
vaal Loan  Bill,  and  several  other  measures  will  be  brought 
forward,  and  it  is  exceedingly  probable  that  the  third  week 
of  December  will  be  reached  before  the  prorogation  takes 
place.  Shoald  the  sittings  last  longer,  the  intention  is,  I 
believe,  to  adjourn  in  the  week  before  Christmas  and  resume 
in  the  third  week  of  January,  so  that  everything  may  be 
finished  before  the  opening  of  the  new  Session  in  February. 
Although,  in  a  sense,  the  autumn  sittings  are  for  the  special 
purpose  of  parsing  certain  Bills,  the  usual  opportunities  for 
putting  questions  to  Ministers  will  be  afforded— in  fact,  the 
ordinary  sessional  routine  will  be  followed  in  every  respect, 
excepting  that  the  Government  will  claim  the  whole  of  the 
time  for  Government  business,  and  private  members  will 
consequently  not  be  able  to  make  headway  with  any  of  their 
pet  schemes.

Trade  Law. 

What  is  Corn-flour  ? — The  appeal  against  the  decision  of 
the  Kensington  Justices  in  the  case  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  relating  to  the  "  Remylina  "  prosecution  (see  C.  £  D., 
October  4,  page  595),  came  before  the  Quarter  Sessions  on 
October  9,  and  after  the  case  had  been  stated  the  hearing  was 
adjourned. 


County  Court  Case. 

The  Septuagenarian's  Accident. 
At  the  Liverpool  Court  of  Passage  on  October  8,  Thomas 
Edmunds  Morris,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  optician,  and  the 
inventor  of  an  "  envelope  bath,"  sued  the  British  Workman's 
Public-house  Company  for  damages  in  respect  of  personal 
injuries  received  through  the  alleged  negligence  of  the 
defendants'  servants.  The  plaintiff  conducted  his  own  case, 
and  Mr.  Rigby  Swift  was  for  the  company.  Plaintiff,  who  is 
in  his  seventy-fourth  year,  deposed  that  in  September,  1901, 
while  in  one  of  the  company's  houses,  a  youth  who  had.  been 
sweeping  the  place  put  down  a  large  broom  against  a  stool; 
it  fell,  and  struck  the  plaintiff  on  the  knee.  He  had  suffered 
from  rheumatism,  and  since  the  accident  his  eyesight  and 
memory  had  been  affected,  and  he  had  suffered  from  chronic 
insomnia.  The  accident  had  happened  to  him  when  he  was 
beginning  to  make  headway  with  his  inventions  and  "in 
the  coming  flood  of  success."  The  doctor's  bill  amounted  to 
about  81.  Mr.  Swift  contended  there  had  been  no  negligence 
by  the  defendant  company,  and  that  the  plaintiff  in  his  old 
age  suffered  from  chronic  rheumatism  prior  and  subsequent 
to  the  accident.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the 
defendant  company,  and  judgment  was  given  accordingly, 
with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Olive  Oil. 

At  the  Guildhall  on  October  14,  Elizabeth  Allen,  an  oilshop- 
keeper,  of  5  Cloth  Fair,  was  summoned  for  selling  three- 
pennyworth  of  olive  oil  which  was  adulterated  with  70  per 
cent,  of  earth-nut  oil.  The  inspector  who  made  the  purchase, 
in  cross-examination,  said  that  after  the  defendant  knew 
that  the  oil  was  for  the  purpose  of  analysis  she  said  it  was 
not  olive  oil,  but  oil  that  was  used  for  frying.  In  answer  to 
the  Magistrate  he  said  the  oil  in  question  was  obtained  from 
monkey-nuts,  but  had  no  deleterious  properties.  The 
Alderman  was  convinced  that  the  inspector,  had  done  his 
duty,  but  reserved  his  decision  until  Friday  next. 

Magnesia. 

At  the  same  court,  on  the  same  day,  two  chemists  were 
summoned  for  selling  carbonate  of  magnesia  instead  of 
calcined  magnesia ;  but  the  summonses  were  withdrawn,  a 
technical  objection  being  raised  as  to  the  service. 

Gregory's  Powder. 

At  Southwark  Police  Court  on  Wednesday,  October  15,  Mr. 
Morgan  Davis,  trading  as  W.  Stevens  &  Co.  at  97  Borough 
High  Street,  was  summoned  before  Mr.  Baggallay  by  the 
Southwark  Borough  Council,  for  selling  Gregory's  powder 
which,  according  to  the  analysis  of  Dr.  Scott  Tebb,  contained 
70  per  cent  of  hydrated  carbonate  of  magnesium  instead  of 
66  6  per  cent,  of  oxide  of  magnesium  as  required  by  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  medical  officer,  in  his  evidence, 
said  he  did  not  think  the  substitution  of  carbonate  of  mag- 
nesium for  oxide  would  impair  the  powder  as  a  medicine,  but 
he  considered  it  would  shorten  its  keeping-power  after  it 
was  taken  from  the  stoppered  bottle.  Mr.  Baggallay  men- 
tioned that  Gregory's  powder  was  the  oldest  prescription.  It 
was  first  prescribed  by  Dr.  Gregory  164  years  ago.  The 
defendant  said  that  until  forty-six  years  ago  carbonate  of 
magnesium  was  the  ingredient  used  along  with  rhubarb  and 
ginger.  Dr.  Scott  Tebb  said  the  practice  of  using  unofficial 
formulas  by  persons  not  having  the  acquaintance  like  medical 
men  with  their  action,  was  a  serious  one.  Mr.  Baggallay : 
That  is  not  the  question  for  me  to  decide.  The  defendant 
said  that  Gregory's  powder  was  now  considered  an  old- 
fashioned  remedy,  and  the  demand  for  it  in  London  was 


exceedingly  small.  During  the  past  seven  years  he 
had  sold  ^  lb.  only.  Dr.  Tebb  :  When  I  was  in  practice  I 
was  medical  officer  at  a  school,  and  used  nothing  else.  The 
Defendant:  It  is  still  used  to  some  extent  in  the  country. 
Continuing,  the  defendant  said  he  believed  that  the  oxide  of 
magnesium  was  originally  used  in  the  mixing  of  this  powder, 
from  which  the  sample  was  taken,  but  that  in  course  of  time 
it  had  gone  back  to  carbonate,  its  original  state.  Quicklime 
was  made  from  chalk,  but  if  it  was  placed  with  some  organic 
matter  it  would  revert  again  to  chalk.  If  the  place  where 
murderers  were  buried  at  Newgate  was  dug  up  there  would 
be  no  trace  of  quicklime,  but  chalk  would  be  found.  Even 
if  carbonate  of  magnesium  was  used  it  could  not  be  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  purchaser,  because  the  powder  was  not 
impaired  as  a  medicine.  Mr.  Baggallay  held  that  the  pur- 
chaser was  entitled  to  expect  the  ingredients  set  out  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  it  carbonate  was  used  instead  of 
oxide  of  magnesium  he  was  prejudiced.  The  defendant  was 
fined  20s.,  and  12s.  6d.  costs.

Royal  Photographic  Society. 

The  first  ordinary  meeting  of  the  session  took  place  at  66 
Russell  Square,  on  October  14,  the  President  (Mr.  T.  R.  Dall- 
meyer)  in  the  chair.  It  was  announced  that  the  Council  had 
forwarded  to  the  King  congratulations  on  his  recovery  and 
coronation.  Forty  nominations  for  membership  were  read, 
and  among  the  presents  received  by  the  Society  are  several 
pieces  of  old  and  historical  apparatus  for  the  musuem  from 
Mr.  Henderson,  and  the  parallax  stereogram  from  Mr.  F.  E. 
Ives,  for  which  he  received  the  medal  in  the  Apparatus 
Section  at  the  Exhibition.  The  list  of  affiliated  societies 
was  increased  by  six,  including  the  AVellcome  Photographic 
Club,  and  the  Society  gave  its  approval  to  the  objects  of  the 
Decimal  Association  in  response  to  a  request.  The  medals 
won  at  the  annual  exhibition  were  then  to  have  been  dis- 
tributed, but,  except  one  represented  by  deputy,  none  of  the 
medallists  were  present. 

Annual  Address. 

The  Peesident  then  gave  his  annual  address,  which  was 
a  quarter  of  an  hour's  talk  on  what  had  been  done  for  tech- 
nical education  photographically.  The  work  done  by  the 
Society  in  phototechnics  does  not  amount  to  much,  lack  of 
funds  partly  accounting  for  the  deficiency  ;  but  it  once  came 
very  near  to  founding  a  "  Photographic  Institute  "  in  1890, 
in  connection  with  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institute, 
but  the  scheme  fell  through.  Reference  was  made  to  the 
schools  in  London  and  the  provinces  where  photographic 
instruction  is  obtainable,  but  there  is  no  facility  for  research 
such  as  is  supported  by  the  Governments  in  Berlin, 
Vienna,  Brussels,  and  St.  Petersburg.  The  President 
finished  with  a  hope  that  the  Society  will  be  able  to  mark 
its  jubilee  (next  year)  with  some  scheme  for  endowing 
photographic  research. 

Votes  of  thanks  terminated  the  meeting. 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

The  fourth  general  meeting  of  the  present  session  was  held 
on  October  9,  the  President  (Mr.  Harold  Wyatt,  jun.)  in 
the  chair.    There  was  a  very  good  attendance  of  members. 

Presentation. 

Before  beginning  the  general  business  of  the  meeting,  the 
President  said  that  advantage  had  been  taken  of  the 
recent  marriage  of  their  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  H.  Wardleworth, 
to  mark  their  appreciation  of  his  work  during  the  past  ten 
years,  and  it  had  therefore  been  decided  to  ask  his  accept- 
ance of  a  gold  watch,  which  had  been  looked  upon  as  the 
best  form  in  which  to  express  their  esteem.  The  President 
added  that  he  had  never  taken  part  in  a  presentation  which 
had  given  him  greater  pleasure,  and  he  trusted  Mr.  Wardle- 
worth and  his  wife  would  be  spared  to  enjoy  many  years  of 
happiness  and  prosperity. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Abraham,  Dr.  Symes,  Messrs.  R.  C.  Cowley, 
A.  C.  Abraham,  and  J.  Bain  joined  in  their  testimony  as  to 
the  value  of  the  services  rendered  by  their  general  Secretary 
to  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  since  he  had  been  in 
office,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  prosperity  might  attend 
him  and  his  bride. 

Mr.  Wardleworth,  in  a  very  brief  speech,  suitably 
acknowledged  the  present  and  all  the  kind  things  which  had 
been  said  by  his  fellow-members. 

Electro-chemistry. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Conroy  then  read  his  paper  upon  "  Some  Applica- 
tions of  Electricity  in  the  Chemistry  of  To-day,"  in  the 
course  of  which  he  said  : — 

The  utilisation  of  electrical  energy  in  effecting  chemical 
change  is  by  no  means  a  modern  advance.  Long  ago 
Cavendish  showed  that  under  the  influence  of  the  electric 
spark  oxygen  and  nitrogen  combined  with  production  of 
nitric  acid  ;  and  in  1807  Davy,  by  electrolising  caustic  soda, 
isolated  for  the  first  time  the  element  sodium. 

It  was  long,  however,  before  practical  use  was  made  of 
these  and  other  investigations  which  followed.  Patents 


were,  indeed,  applied  for  even  so  far  back  as  1805;  but  the 
majority  of  these  related  mainly  to  the  electro-depo.-ition  of 
metals,  and  in  some  few  cases  to  their  preparation  from  the 
ores,  until  1851,  when  a  really  remarkable  patent  was  taken 
out  by  Charles  Watt.  In  this  patent  Watt  described,  with 
considerable  details  as  to  temperature,  &c,  a  method  for 
obtaining  caustic  alkali  by  the  electrolysis  of  a  salt  solution, 
what  alterations  are  necessary  if  a  hypochlorite  or  chlorate 
be  required  instead  of  caustic  liquor,  and  he  also  described 
a  process  for  the  electrolysis  of  fixed  salts  with  production 
of  the  alkaline  metal.  In  the  same  patent  he  further  gave 
details  as  to  the  separation  and  purification  of  metals  by 
means  of  the  current.  But  the  time  was  not  yet  ripe  for 
electrical  work  on  a  large  scale  ;  really  great  strides  only 
took  place  after  the  dynamo  had  been  improved  and  brought 
to  a  state  of  moderate  perfection.  It  was  only  then  that 
the  real  applicability  to  and  possible  advantages  of  the  use 
of  electricity  in  chemical  work  could  be  ascertained ;  but, 
as  Dr.  Conroy  was  careful  to  point  out  when  comparing  the 
cost  of  power  developed  in  various  ways,  cheap  power  is 
most  important.  Power-cost  represents  a  considerable  per- 
centage of  the  cost  of  production  in  chemicals  of  low  value, 
and  hence  it  is  that  chemical  industries  are  dependent  upon 
the  advance  of  electrical  and  engineering  science. 

Coming  now  to  the  modes  of  application,  these  follow 
three  or  four  main  lines — (1)  electrolytic  processes,  in  which, 
by  means  of  the  continuous  current,  a  compound  is  split  up 
into  its  component  parts  ;  (2)  electric-furnace  reactions,  in 
which  the  heat  generated  by  the  current,  either  continuously 
or  alternating,  determines  the  reaction ;  and  (3)  the  electric 
discharge,  which  may  be  either  silent  or  disruptive.  In 
regard  to  the  first  method,  Faraday's  law  (of  fixed  equiva- 
lents) forms  the  basis  of  all  quantitative  work,  and  indicates, 
so  far  as  current  yield  is  concerned,  the  goal  which  the 
investigator  must  strive  to  attain.  The  process  of  electro- 
lysis is  seen  at  its  simplest  in  the  case  of  fused  salts,  where 
secondary  reactions  are  absent.  Thus,  on  passing  the  cur- 
rent through  fused  zinc  chloride,  chlorine  is  liberated  at  the 
anode  and  zinc  deposited  on  the  cathode  ;  the  compound  is 
resolved  into  its  elements.  Fusion  processes,  theoretically 
considered,  are  extremely  simple ;  practically,  they  present 
many  difficulties,  and  no  large  measure  of  success  has  been 
achieved,  except  in  the  case  of  aluminium  and  sodium. 

Electrolytic  Alkali. 

It  is  more  usual  to  electrolyse  salts  in  solution,  and  here 
the  phenomena  are  less  simple  than  in  the  case  of  fused 
salts,  the  liberated  products  generally  reacting,  with  the 
solvent  or  with  each  other,  either  to  reproduce  the  original 
substance  or  to  form  fresh  combinations.  The  most  important 
application  is  in  the  electrolysis  of  solutions  of  the  alkaline 
chlorides  for  the  production  of  alkali  and  chlorine.  Of  such 
processes  there  are  several  types,  differing  widely  in  general 
features,  but  all  united  in  employing  some  special  device 
by  which  the  products  of  the  electrolysis,  the  alkali 
and  the  chlorine,  are  kept  asunder  when  once  liberated. 
Thus  there  are  the  mercury,  diaphragm,  and  gravity  pro- 
cesses, all  employed  industrially.  Of  the  mercury  processes, 
the  best  known  is  that  of  Castner-Kellner,  in  operation  at 
Runcorn.  The  Hargreaves-Bird  process,  worked  at  Middle- 
wich,  represents  a  diaphragm  process  in  which  a  ''dry- 
cathode  "  chamber  allows  the  economical  obtainment  of  a 
fairly  pure  alkali.  The  gravity  process  is  also  employed  on 
the  manufacturing  scale  at  a  works  at  Aussig  in  Austria.  It 
derives  its  name  from  the  fact  that  the  alkali  formed  at  the 
cathode  and  the  chlorine  liberated  at  the  anode  are  kept 
separate  by  taking  advantage  of  the  difference  in  density 
between  the  alkali  and  the  brine.  The  process  gives  a  good 
current  efficiency,  but  suffers  from  the  disadvantage  of  the 
older  diaphragm  processes — viz.,  the  low  strength  of  alkali 
liquor  obtained,  and  its  large  contamination  with  salt. 

All  these  processes  allow  of  a  current  yield  of  from 
80  to  90  per  cent,  being  obtained. 

There  are  other  electrolysis  processes  in  which  an  intimate 
admixture  of  the  products  is  sought,  as  in  making  hypo- 
chlorites and  chlorates,  and  here  many  types  of  cell  are 
advocated.  When  worked  at  low  temperatures  hypo- 
chlorite is  the  product  formed ;  if  the  temperature  rises  to 
near  the  boiling-point  of  water  the  main  product  is 
chlorate.  In  these  processes  the  current  efficiency  is  low ; 
it  does  not  approach  the  80  to  90  per  cent,  given  above  for 
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alkali  and  chlorine.  A  large  propirtion  of  the  loss  is  to  be 
attributed  to  purely  chemical  reactions;  it  is,  in  fact,  due  to 
a  reduction  of  the  hypochlorite  by  the  hydrogen  liberated  at 
the  cathode.  In  this  connection  an  important  discovery  has 
been  made  by  Imhoff,  who  finds  that  reduction  losses  are 
considerably  lessened  if  a  small  quantity  of  an  alkaline 
chromate  is  added  to  the  liquors  in  the  cell.  Bromates  and 
iodates  can  be  prepared  similarly  to  chlorates,  and  if  the 
temperature  is  properly  regulated,  perchlorates,  persulphates, 
and  percarbonates  can  be  produced. 

At  the  outset  the  difference  between  the  behaviour  of  in- 
organic substances,  as  a  class,  and  organic  substances  is  very 
striking.  Whilst  of  the  former  most  are  electrolytes,  under 
suitable  conditions,  and  can  be  split  up  by  the  passage  of  the 
current,  of  the  latter  very  few  so  behave.  Organic  electro- 
lytes fall  into  a  single  group — namely,  the  salts  of  the 
various  organic  acids — and  electrolysis  proper  is  confined  to 
solutions  of  these,  and  electrolysis  results  of  great  scientific 
interest  have  been  obtained. 

The  electrolysis  of  salts  of  the  fatty  acids  was  first 
studied  by  Kolbe  in  1849,  who  found  on  electrolysing  an 
aqueous  solution  of  potassium  acetate  that  hydrogen  was 
evolved  at  the  cathode,  whilst  CO,  and  the  hydrocarbon 
ethane  were  set  free  at  the  anode.  Salts  of  other  fatty  acids 
are  found  to  behave  similarly,  and  in  the  text-books  this 
reaction  is  given  amongst  the  standard  methods  for  the  pre- 
paration of  the  aliphatic  hydrocarbons.  The  point  to  be 
particularly  noticed  is  that  the  hydrocarbon  produced  con- 
tains twice  the  number  of  carbon  atoms  present  in  the  radicle 
combined  with  the  carbonyl  group — it  is,  in  fact,  the  dupli- 
cated radicle.  In  1891  Professors  Crum  Brown  and  Walker 
conceived  the  happy  idea  of  electrolysing  salts  of  the  acid 
esters  of  dibasic  fatty  acids.  The  ester  group  of  such  com- 
pounds behaves  as  a  non-electrolyte,  and  consequently  only 
a  single  carboxyl  group  of  the  dibasic  acid  is  affected  by 
the  current.  In  other  words,  the  compound  behaves  as  the 
salt  of  a  monobasic  acid,  such  as  acetic  acid,  and  enables 
the  chemist  to  effect  the  same  duplication  of  the  radicle  as 
in  this  case. 

V.  Miller  has  recently  gone  a  step  further,  and  combined 
this  method  with  Kolbe's,  his  modification  allowing  the 
production  of  esters  of  the  monobasic  acids  of  increasing 
carbon-content. 

Dr.  Conroy  then  referred  to  the  commercial  applications 
of  electrolysis,  giving  as  an  example  the  reduction  of  nitro- 
benzine,  as  indicating  the  possibilities  of  electrolytic 
methods,  which  are  not  confined  to  any  one  class  of  sub- 
stances, but  appear  to  be  of  fairly  wide  applicability. 

Turning  now  to  those  reactions  in  which  the  heating  effect 
of  the  current  is  the  determining  factor,  a  large  field  of  very 
recent  growth  is  entered  upon.  Here  is  a  means  of  reducing 
the  most  refractory  substances  and  of  forming 

New  Combinations 

hitherto  almost  undreamt  of.  The  pioneer  work  was  per- 
formed by  Moissan,  who  has  published  a  volume  detailing 
his  researches  and  discoveries.  Applications  of  these  and 
other  investigations  have  not  been  slow  in  appearing,  the 
chief  products  made  at  the  present  time  being  calcium 
carbide,  carborundum,  and  artificial  graphite. 

Dr.  Conroy  then  described  the  electric  lurnace,  and  gave 
an  outline  of  the  principles  involved. 

Other  incidental  applications  of  the  electric  furnace  are 
in  the  manufacture  of  phosphorus,  carbon  bisulphide,  and 
cyanide,  the  latter  process  being  dependent  on  the  supply  of 
cheap  sodium,  and  it  is  entirely  due  to  the  electrolytic 
methods  that  sodium  can  be  produced  at  a  sufficiently  low 
rate. 

The  lecture  was  brought  to  a  close  by  reference  to  the 
manufacture  of  ozone  by  the  silent-discharge  apparatus  of 
Andrioli,  Siemens,  and  Halske,  and  the  process  for  con- 
verting manganates  to  permanganates  by  means  of  ozonised 
air. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  lecturer,  several 
members  present  expressing  their  appreciation  of  his 
discourse. 


Poor=law  Dispensers'  Association. 

This  Association,  which  was  re-formed  last  May,  held  its

The  members  of  the  above  Association  inaugurated  their 
Winter  Session  in  a  very  pleasant  way  on  October  8,  when  a 
smoking-concert  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Restaurant,  Stock- 
ton. Mr.  W.  R.  Brackenbury,  of  Middlesborough,  presided, 
and  between  thirty  and  forty  gentlemen  were  present.  Mr. 
E.  C.  Bennison,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Stockton,  at  the 
outset  read  an  interesting  paper  cn  "  Therapeutics  of 
Common  Drugs,''  dealing;  in  a  very  interesting  manner  with 
the  a.ction  of  drugs  on  the  human  system,  and  giving  many 
valuable  hints  on  the  form  and  time  of  administration.

Bennison  also  touched  upon  the  investigations  of  Major  Ross 
in  Ismalia  with  regard  to  the  part  taken  by  mosquitoes  in 
carrying  malaria.  Mr.  Bennison  having  been  thanked, 
refreshments  were  served,  and  a  "  smoker  "  ensued,  songs 
being  given  by  Messrs.  Smith  and  Stubb,  Mr.  John  Robinson 
presiding  at  the  piano.  A  dramatic  sketch  was  provided  by 
Mr.  Gutteridge,  while  Mr.  T.  W  Sudlow  gave  his  humorous 
recital  of  the  troubles  of  the  "  Yorkshire  Thespians."  Mr. 
Hall  contributed  "How  Bill  Adams  won  the  Battle  of 
Waterloo  "  in  an  inimitable  way,  and  after  a  very  pleasant 
evening  the  meeting  brokj  up  on  the  stroke  of  12.

Bradford  and  Huddersfield  had  appointed  representatives  on 
the  Council  and  delegates  to  the  Federation,  Halifax  having 
apjjointed  the  same  gentleman  to  act  in  both  capacities. 

This  gave  rise  to  a  discussion  upon  the  representation. 
Mr.  Stead  was  rather  afraid  they  had  proceeded  on  wrong 
lines  in  allowing  one  Association  to  have  more  representation 
than  another.  With  the  exception  of  one  Association, 
Bradford  would  have  double  the  representation  of  the  others, 
and  it  would  be  possible  for  the  two  largest  Associations  to 
swamp  the  bucket.  He  thought  it  might  lead  to  unpleasant- 
ness. 

Mr.  Stead  was  invited  to  be  one  of  the  Association's 
representatives  on  the  Council  of  the  Federation,  but  de- 
clined, saying  that  for  business  reasons  he  could  not  under- 
take the  duties.  The  President  (Mr.  Gledhill)  and  Mr. 
Broadhead  were  therefore  appointed ;  while  Messrs.  Walker 
and  Pickard  were  appointed  delegates  to  the  first  annual 
meeting  of  the  Federation,  to  be  held  at  Bradford  on 
October  28. 

The  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund 

was  next  introduced.  Mr.  Stead  proposed  that  the  Associa" 
tion  subscribe  11.  Is.,  and  that  an  urgent  appeal  be  made  to 
members  to  contribute  individually.  Mr.  Broadhead 
inquired  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  fund  ;  he  said  he  failed  to 
grasp  the  idea.  Mr.  Day  and  Mr.  Pickard  explained  that 
there  were  three  cases  pending  in  the  High  Courts,  and  it 
was  very  necessary  that  in  the  interests  of  the  chemists 
that  they  should  be  decided.  Mr.  Day  remarked  that  the 
revenue  authorities  were  claiming  on  articles  which  had 
hitherto  been  free  from  stamp-duty. 

Mr.  Broadhead  contended  that  they  were  simply 
strengthening  the  hands  of  their  opponents,  the  companies 
and  the  co-operative  societies,  and  helping  them  to  increase 
their  profits  and  dividends  and  their  power  to  "  cut."  He 
thought  they  were  adopting  wrong  methods,  but  did  not 
oppose  a  subscription.  The  companies  were  quick  to  take 
advantage  of  the  result  of  any  action  of  chemists'  associa- 
tions, without  contributing  a  penny  to  the  funds. 

Mr.  Barker  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  detrimental 
that  there  should  be  so  many  separate  funds.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  ought  to  take  the  cases  up. 

Mr.  Broadhead  and  Mr.  Day  pointed  out  that  the  Society 
had  no  power  to  do  this,  but  could  simply  administer  the 
Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  Pickard  seconded  the  proposal  to  subscribe,  and  it 
was  adopted. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  the  Westbourne 
Restaurant,  Craven  Road,  W.,  on  October  15,  the  President 
(Mr.  W.  F.  Gulliver)  in  the  chair.  There  were  about  thirty 
members  present,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  J.  I, 
Philp),  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  J.  H.  Mathews) 
through  illness,  read  the  financial  reports,  which  showed 
a  balance  of  19s.  lOd.  in  hand.  The  report  having  been 
adopted,  and  Messrs.  Marsh  and  Prior  Robinson  re-appcinted 
auditors,  the  following  members  were  elected  to  the  com- 
mittee :  Messrs.  Bowen,  Cooper,  Cracknell,  Gulliver,  Har- 
lington,  Hick,  R.  H.  Jones,  Philp,  Rogers,  Warren,  and 
Worsley. 

Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 

The  President,  referring  to  a  circular  from  the  trustees 
of  the  Drug- trade  Appeal  Fund,  said  the  committee  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  they  could  not  advise  sending 
round  canvassers  to  appeal  direct  to  individual  members  of 
the  Association  on  behalf  of  the  Fund,  but  they  cordially 
recommended  the  objects  of  the  Fund  to  the  meeting,  and 
asked  members  present  to  put  down  their  names  as  sub- 
scribers. He  called  upon  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  to  address  the 
meeting  on  the  merits  of  the  fund. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  stated  that 
about  750Z.  had  been  subscribed  to  the  fund,  mainly,  how- 
ever, by  wholesalers  and  manufacturers.  Not  one-fourth  of 
that  amount  had  been  contributed  by  the  retail  trade 
throughout  the  country,  and  he  thought  that  was  not  right. 
The  existence  of  the  fund  had  already  had  the  effect  of 
preventing  certain  prosecutions  that  would  otherwise  have 
taken  place,  and  he  appealed  for  the  co-operation  of  mem-  I 


bers  of  the  Western  Chemists'  Association.  In  reply  to 
various  questions,  he  explained  that  the  object  of  the  fund 
was  to  help  in  the  settlement  of  any  points  of  law  affecting 
the  trade  of  the  pharmacist.  Whether  or  not  the  person 
who  had  been  prosecuted  was  a  chemist  was  immaterial. 
The  trustees  of  the  fund  would  consider  impartially  the 
claim  of  a  trader  with  a  drug  department — even  though  not 
a  qualified  chemist — in  whose  establishment  a  point  of  law 
had  been  raised,  but  would  not  take  it  up  unless  the  decision 
was  of  interest  to  the  trade  as  a  whole.  At  the  request  of 
the  President,  the  members  present  put  down  their  names 
as  subscribers  to  the  fund,  even  although  they  had  already 
subscribed.    The  net  amount  on  the  sheet  was  4s. 

P.A.T.A.  Circular. 

The  President  then  read  a  circular  (see  last  week's  issue, 
page  625)  from  the  P.A.T.A.  with  reference  to  the  request  of 
the  Glasgow  Chemists'  Trade  Association  for  a  conference  of 
chemists'  associations  on  the  subjects  of  cutting  and  substi- 
tution. Mr.  Glyn-Jones  thought  very  useful  results  would 
follow  such  a  conference,  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  moved  that 
the  Association  appoint  delegates  to  attend  the  proposed 
conference.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Moore,  and 
resulted  in  an  animated  but  spasmodic  discussion  during 
which  many  strong  and  divergent  views  on  price- 
protection  were  given.  Mr.  H.  Cracknell  did  not  think 
they  ought  to  discuss  the  matter  at  all,  as  the  Western 
Chemists'  Association  was  not  formed  to  discuss  matters  of 
that  sort.  Mr.  Worsley  said  protection  was  invariably 
followed  by  increased  cost  to  the  retailer,  but  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  combated  that  statement,  pointing  out  that  the 
apparent  rise  in  price  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  P.A.T.A. 
scheme  provided  for  a  profit  for  the  wholesaler  as  well  as  the 
retailer,  and  the  higher  price  was  merely  the  profit  which 
the  wholesaler  did  not  have  before.  Mr.  Rogers  said  there 
were  two  sides  of  the  "  fixing  of  prices"  question,  that  of 
the  cash  and  that  of  the  credit  trader,  and  it  would  be 
impossible  to  discuss  them  together.  If  delegates  went  to 
the  proposed  conference,  one  would  have  to  represent  the 
views  of  the  cash  trader  and  the  other  the  opinions  of  the 
credit  trader.  Mr.  Jones's  motion  was  ultimately  agreed  to, 
and  it  was  further  resolved  that  the  committee  of  the 
Association  be  instructed  to  draw  up  such  resolutions  for 
submission  to  the  P.A.T.A.  Conference  as  they  may  think 
desirable. 

The  President  then  intimated  that  he  had  received  a 
report  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation  of  Local  Phar- 
maceutical Associations,  with  a  request  that  it  might  be 
placed  before  members  of  the  Association.  The  report  was 
laid  on  the  table.    The  President  then  delivered  his 

Valedictory  Address, 

in  the  course  of  which  he  referred  to  the  work  of  the  Afsr- 
ciation  during  the  past  year.  He  sketched  the  inception  of 
the  London  Chemists'  Association,  saying  that,  so  far,  the 
Western  Chemists'  Association  and  the  new  Association  had 
worked  well  together,  and  he  hoped  they  would  long  continue 
to  do  so.  He  thought  it  a  matter  for  regret  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  not  directly  represented  on  the 
Poisons  Committee,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  phar- 
macists should  have  restricted  to  them  the  dispensing  of 
physicians'  prescriptions.  Regarding  the  titles  question,  he 
said : — 

So  far  as  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist "  is  concerned,  there 
seems,  unfortunately,  to  be  no  doubt  that  we  cannot  prevent 
limited  companies  from  using  it.  The  judicial  decision  in  the 
London  and  Provincial  Supply  Association  case  was  to  the  effect 
that  such  companies  are  entirely  outside  the  scope  of  the  1st  and 
15th  sections  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  That  being  so,  it 
is  obvious  that  limited  companies  can  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist,  or  use  the  title  with  impunity,  whether  the 
shareholders  are  duly  qualified  persons  or  not.  But  the  title 
"  pharmaceutical  chemist  "  is  also  protected  by  the  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1852,  and  it  is  a  moot  point  whether  the  use  of  that  title,  at 
least,  cannot  be  restricted  to  qualified  individuals. 

With  reference  to  the  question  of  substitution,  which  is 
agitating  the  trade  so  greatly,  Mr.  Gulliver  said  : — 

I  feel  it  necessary  also  to  protest  against  the  sweeping  charges 
of  dishonesty  which  are  brought  against  chemists  from  time  to 
time  by  the  proprietors  of  articles  which  would  never  have  occu- 
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pied  their  present  position  but  for  the  manner  in  which  so  many 
of  us  have  so  mistakenly  pushed  their  sale.  The  manufacturer  of 
pharmaceutical  specialities  is  frequently  the  greatest  sinner  so 
far  as  substitution  is  concerned,  since  every  duly  qualified  pharma- 
cist is  fully  capable  of  producing  from  recognised  formulae 
medicinal  preparations  which  are  in  every  way  as  efficacious 
as  those  which  manufacturers  of  specialities  are  continually 
inducing  physicians  to  prescribe. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously  accorded  to  Mr- 
Gulliver  for  his  address. 


Forfarshire  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  Lamb's  Hotel  on 
October  15,  when  a  long  and  interesting  programme  was  laid 
before  the  members. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Anderson,  the  new  President,  was  in  the  chair, 
and  thanked  the  Society  for  electing  him  President  for  the 
current  year. 

The  Conference. 

The  PRESIDENT  said  their  hearty  thanks  were  due,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Conference  (regarding  which  they  had  read 
so  many  kind  appreciations),  to  Lord  Provost  and  Mrs. 
Hunter,  to  University  College,  to  Principal  Mackay  for  his 
hearty  welcome,  to  the  Ladies'  Committee,  to  the  Press  (both 
local  and  pharmaceutical),  and  to  the  lady  reporters. 

Mr.  Kerr  also  contributed  some  interesting  reflections  on 
the  meeting  of  the  Conference  at  Dundee  from  his  own 
experience. 

The  Treasurer  was  then  called  upon  for  the  statement  of 
his  accounts  in  connection  with  the  Conference.  Mr.  J.  M. 
Hardie  then  said  that  it  gave  him  unusual  pleasure  to 
present  the  sheet  which  was  now  in  their  hands,  and  which 
had  been  arranged  as  clearly  as  possible.  It  would  show 
that,  after  providing  so  much  in  the  way  of  entertaining  the 
Conference,  they  had  a  substantial  balance  on  the  right 
side.  Mr.  Jack,  in  moving  its  adoption,  said  he  was  at 
fhst  disposed  to  think  some  mistake  had  been  made.  Mr. 
Kehmath  said  they  might  be  gratified  they  had  any  balance 
at  all,  and  that  their  financial  arrangements  were  most 
creditable  to  the  Society.  The  following  had  been  suggested 
as  suitable  subjects  for  sharing  in  the  balance :  The  B.P. 
Conference  ;  the  Benevolent  Fund ;  the  proposed  memorial  to 
George  Don,  botanist,  Forfar;  and  smaller  sums  to  other 
worthy  purposes,  under  the  direction  of  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  President,  Mr.  C.  Kerr,  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Hardie. 

Education  of  Assistants. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  new  session  at  the  Technical 
Institute  it  appears  that  7  p.m.  had  been  arranged  as  the 
hour  for  the  teaching  of  the  various  subjects  in  which 
chemists  are  interested,  and  this  was  found  to  be  so  unsuit- 
able an  hour  that  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  Dr. 
Lumsden,  director  of  studies,  to  inquire  if  no  other  arrange- 
ments could  be  made,  suggesting  the  forenoon  as  an  alter- 
native. 

Dr.  Lumsden's  reply,  which  covered  two  sheets  of  paper, 
was  couched  in  terms  which  did  not  seem  to  indicate  that 
any  solution  of  the  question  could  be  expected  from  his 
quarter,  was  allowed  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  P.AT.A.  Conference. 

The  P.A.T.A.  circular  was  then  considered,  especially  with 
regard  to  the  Conference-meeting  and  the  sending  a  delegate 
from  the  Association. 

Mr.  Doig  said  the  objects  of  this  Association  were  de- 
cidedly practical,  and  he  moved  that  a  small  committee  should 
have  it  in  their  power  to  send  one  of  their  own  number,  or 
other  suitable  representative,  and  to  pay  his  expenses. 

This  was  agreed  to. 

Chemists'  Titles. 
The  communication  from  the  Federation,  "Should  a  Test- 
case  be  Taken  ? "  was  then  considered,  and  led  to  a  warm 
discussion.  At  the  request  of  the  President,  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill 
opened  the  subject.  He  had  always  found  the  Dundee 
meetings  best  as  to  attendance  and  quality,  and  this  was 
specially  so  in  the  case  of  the  Federation  one.  But  he  was 
not  satisfied  that  the  decision  come  to  at  that  meeting  was 
a  wise  one,  or  that  it  fairly  represented  the  feeling  of  the 
meeting,  and  that  at  the  least  a  non-committal  policy  on  the 


part  of  their  Associations  was  that  which  they  should  con" 
tinue  to  maintain.  He  brought  under  the  consideration  of 
the  members  several  of  the  points  in  the  Acts  of  1852  and 
1868  which  might  conceivably  get  them  out  of  their  difficulty. 
Mr.  C.  Cummings  replied  that  it  was  an  extremely  difficult 
thing  for  members  and  associations  like  their  own  to  form 
an  opinion  on  some  of  those  matters  on  which  their  informa- 
tion was  not  so  precise  and  delicate  as  it  so  frequently  was 
at  headquarters.  When,  however,  they  observed  a  disposition 
there  to  lay  aside  their  prejudices,  and  to  endeavour  to  come 
to  some  common  agreement,  he  thought  that,  knowing  the 
fickleness  of  the  legal  mind  with  regard  to  pharmaceutical 
affairs,  they  had  some  justification  at  the  present  time  in 
supporting  those  who  were  inclined  to  throw  up  the  test- 
case.  The  feeling  of  the  meeting  seemed  to  be  conveyed  in 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Doig,  that  it  would  not  be  wise  at  present 
to  enter  on  Federation  politics,  and  that  they  should  con- 
tinue their  confidence  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Mr. 
Jack  (Arbroath)  seconded  in  a  few  remarks. 


Wigan  Chemists'  Association. 

This  Association  "set  the  ball  rolling"  for  the  season  on 
Tuesday  evening,  October  14,  by  discussing  "Associations" — 
and  four  of  them.  The  well-attended  meeting  was  held  in 
comfortable  quarters  lent  by  Mr.  Horace  S.  Phillips,  one  of 
the  seniors  in  the  town.  Subject  No.  1  was  the  Traders' 
Defence  Association — a  militant  body,  with  headquarters  at 
St.  Helens,  formed  to  wage  war  on  the  "  co-ops.''  Mr.  T.  H. 
Winstanley  (the  Secretary)  had  received  a  letter  from  the 
St.  Helens  Association  proposing  a  measure  of  affiliation  for 
the  purpose  referred  to ;  and  a  general  conversation  took 
place  on  the  pros  and  cons.  It  was  resolved  that  the 
problem  lie  on  the  table  till  next  meeting.  Subject  No.  2 
was  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association.  Mr.  W.  Johnston, 
the  Assistant-Secretary  thereof,  expounded  its  ways  and 
workings,  and  gave  numerous  examples  of  matters  which 
had  been  brought  under  his  notice  and  which  either  had  been 
settled  by  the  CD. A.  or  could  have  been  settled  by  it  had 
the  sufferers  been  members.  Mr.  T.  Johnson,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Local  Association,  invited  discussion  and 
questions — an  invitation  which  was  freely  responded  to  ; 
and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Scott,  seconded  by  Mr.  R.  H. 
Daavson,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  approve  of  the 
CD. A.  and  all  its  works,  recommending  chemists  in  the 
district  to  take  advantage  of  its  benefits.  Subject  No.  3  was 
the  P.A.TA.  circular-letter  re  the  cutting  conference.  Here, 
again,  the  local  men  expressed  approval,  and  deprecated  the 
inaction  of  proprietors  who  refrain  from  insisting  on  reason- 
able prices  being  charged  for  their  goods,  and  recommended 
chemists  to  obstruct  the  sale  of  such  goods  by  all  legitimate 
methods.  The  resolution  also  requested  a  number  of  the 
leading  non-protecting  proprietors  to  attend  the  conference. 
The  Association  itself  is  to  try  to  send  a  delegate.  Subject 
No.  4  was  the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund.  It  was  hailed  as  an 
excellent  idea,  and  wished  success,  but  owing  to  the  lateness 
of  the  hour  the  matter  was  held  over  until  next  month.

Horace  also  asks  :  "  Why  do  we,  whose  period  of  life  is  so 
transient,  aim  at  so  many  things  ?  " — and  echo  answers,  Why  ? 

Why  do  we  not  at  once  enter  on  the  practice  of  virtue,  and 
instead  of  first  trying  this  Cough  Mixture  and  that  Family 
Recipe  be  CURED  AT  ONCE  ?

Aids  to  Chemistry. — A  new  edition  of  this  useful  book, 
published  by  Messrs.  Bailliere,  Tindall  &  Cox,  is  under 
revision  by  T.  A.  Henry,  D.Sc,  Ph.C. 

The  Pharmacological  Action  and,  Therapeutic  Uses  of  the 
Nitrites  and  Allied  Compounds.  By  the  late  Daniel 
John  Leech,  M.D.,  &c.  Edited  by  R.  B.  Wild,  M.D. 
Large  8vo.  Pp.  187  and  plates.  10*.  62.  net.  Man- 
chester, 1902.    Sherratt  &  Hughes. 

This  memorial  volume  of  the  late  Professor  Leech  will  be 
welcomed  by  his  friends  and  by  those  who  know  how  con- 
scientious a  worker  he  was.  The  volume  begins  most  appro- 
priately with  an  introductory  lecture  which  the  Professor 
delivered  at  Owens  College  on  May  1,  1884,  on  the  relation 
of  pharmacology  to  therapeutics.  As  Professor  Wild  remarks, 
this  lecture  admirably  illustrates  the  method  of  his  pre- 
decessor's teaching.  We,  as  pharmacists,  inherit  that  know- 
ledge of  drugs  and  their  general  action,  which  at  one  time 
was  the  be-all  and  end-all  of  medical  treatment ;  this 
knowledge  is  still  regarded  as  a  necessary  part  of  the 
physician's  equipment,  but  all  do  not  have  it.  It  was  the 
object  of  Professor  Leech,  in  his  lecture,  to  impress  upon 
his  hearers  that  their  success  as  practitioners  would  depend 
upon  their  accurate  observation  of  the  natural  history  of 
disease  rather  than  on  the  administration  of  drugs,  whose 
action  too  often  is  based  upon  therapeutic  hypotheses 
instead  of  known  pharmacological  action.  The  second  paper 
is  on  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  (published  in  1883).  This  was 
the  first  of  many  contributions  by  Professor  Leech  on  the 
nitrites  ;  and,  although  Dr.  Matthew  Hay  had  forestalled 
him  in  some  observations,  there  is  a  homeliness  of  applica- 
tion in  Professor  Leech's  records  which  makes  his  work 
singularly  interesting.  At  the  time  he  wrote  our  knowledge 
of  the  chemical  composition  of  "sweet  nitre"  was  still 
hazy,  and  high-placed  practitioners  considered  it  an  old- 
wife's  remedy — a  placebo  of  little  medicinal  value.  "  It  is 
by  virtue  of  its  tension-reducing  effect,"  said  Professor 
Leech,  "  by  its  power  of  dilating  the  arterioles  in  certain 
parts,  that  spiritus  jatheris  nitrosi  acts  as  a  diuretic."  He 
noticed  why  it  is  so  useful  as  a  diuretic  for  elderly  people, 
proved  that  esteem  as  a  domestic  remedy  is  justified  by  its 
pharmacological  action,  and,  when  he  came  to  work  with 
the  more  definite  ethyl  nitrite,  he  observed  that  "a  very 
small  quantity  of  the  nitrite  may  somewhat  lighten  the 
load  a  heart  has  to  bear,  and  cause  a  feeling  of  comfort 
without  producing  any  other  perceptible  effect."  Finally, 
he  completed  his  case  in  the  Croonian  lecture  of  1893,  on 
the  subject  which  gives  the  title  to  the  volume,  which  is,  in 
the  best  sense  of  the  term,  a  classic  on  the  nitrites,  as  well 
as  a  memorial  of  a  most  observant  therapeutist. 


Rifle-clubs. — Lieut.-General  F.  Lance  sends  us  a  booklet 
entitled  "  Miniature  Rifle-clubs,"  which  tells  how  to  form  and 
conduct  such  institutions.  It  is  published  in  connection  with  the 
Society  of  Working-men's  Rifle-clubs,  17  Victoria  Street,  S.W. 
It  is  suggested  that  chemists  in  certain  districts  might  take  an 
interest  in  promoting  the  establishment  of  miniature  rifle-clubs.  A 
club  can  be  started  for  as  little  as  5/. 

— Following  upon  the  remarks  made 
by  the  Deputy-Coroner  in  regard  to  Mr.  H.  G.  Hodder,  chemist, 
Kingston-on-Thames,  at  a  recent  inquest  (see  C.  <£  JD.,  Septem- 
ber 27,  page  539),  a  complimentary  concert  was  held  at  the  Grove 
Tavern  on  Wednesday  evening,  October  15,  when  the  opportunity 
was  taken  to  present  him  with  a  silver  lever  watch.  Mr.  Fred. 
Monk,  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  M.  K.  Hargreaves,  presided  over  a 
large  gathering,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Meadows  was  Vice-Chairman. 
Letters,  sympathising  with  Mr.  Hodder,  were  read  from  Mr. 
R.  H.  Jones,  Hon.  Secretary,  London  Chemists'  Association,  and 
from  Mr.  F.  Davis,  of  the  Imperial  College  of  Chemistry.  A 
varied  and  attractive  programme  was  provided.  Li  the  course  of 
the  evening  Mr.  T.  Dawson,  of  Wyley's  (Limited),  deprecated  the 
Deputy-Coroner's  remarks,  after  which  the  presentation  was  made 
by  the  Chairman  and  was  the  signal  for  many  complimentary 
speeches,  Mr.  Hodder's  health  being  toasted  with  musical 
honours  and  a  vote  of  confidence  in  him  passed.  Mr.  Hoddet 
thanked  the  subscribers  in  a  feeling  speech.  A  collection  was 
taken  on  behalf  of  the  widow  of  the  man  who  had  died.

To  these  prices  various 
charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many 
instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  drugs  and  oils  vary  greatly,  and 
higher  prices  are  commanded  by  selected  qualities  even  in 
bulk  quantities.  It  would  be  unreasonable  for  retail  buyers 
to  expect  to  get  small  quantities  at  anything  like  the  prices 
here  quoted.

BUSINESS  is  reported  fairly  good  in  some  quarters,  but  in 
others  a  dull  tone  is  reported.  The  chief  interest  has 
centred  in  American  and  Japanese  peppermint  oils,  and 
prices  have  advanced  substantially.  French  oil  of  lavender 
has  also  advanced.  The  monopoly  has  raised  Formosan 
crude  and  pressed  camphor,  and  German  refined  has  moved 
up  ±d.

Cocaine  has  been  in  more  demand  at  unchanged 
rates.  American  spermaceti  is  tending  firmer,  and  so  is 
gentian.

Quinine  is  "  sick  "  again,  on  news  of  extraordinarily  heavy 
bark-shipments  from  Java  for  the  first  half  of  the  month.

German  Spirit  Law. 

The  full  translation  of  the  new  German  Spirit  Excise  Law  (the 
more  important  features  of  which  were  dealt  with  in  last  week's 
C.  &  D.)  may  now  be  seen  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  50  Parliament  Street,  S.W. 

The  Drug=cataIogues. 

The  idea  of  each  broker  printing  the  "order  of  sale  "  number  on 
his  catalogue  is  slowly  catching  on  in  Mincing  Lane.  It  is  now 
over  twelve  months  since  Messrs.  Jenkin  &  Phillips  led  the  way, 
and  up  to  the  present  three  brokers  have  followed  suit.  Mean- 
while the  tendency  is  to  have  the  numeral  printed  in  small  type, 
whereas  it  ought  to  be  bold. 

Morphine  in  China. 

The  text  of  the  agreement  between  Great  Britain  and 
China  in  respect  to  commerce  and  navigation  contains 
sixteen  Articles  and  an  annex  on  Inland  Water  Navigation 
rules.  Article  XI.  is  the  one  which  deals  with  morphine,  and 
is  in  the  following  terms  : — 

His  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  agrees  to  the  prohibition 
of  the  general  importation  of  morphia  into  China,  on  condition, 
however,  that  the  Chinese  Government  will  allow  of  its  importa- 
tion, on  payment  of  the  tariff  import  duty  and  under  special 


permit,  by  duly  qualified  British  medical  practitioners  and  for  the 
use  of  hospitals,  or  by  British  chemists  and  druggists,  who  shall 
only  be  permitted  to  sell  it  in  small  quantities,  and  on  receipt 
of  a  requisition  signed  by  a  duly  qualified  foreign  medical  prac- 
titioner. 

The  special  permits  above  referred  to  will  be  granted  to  an 
intending  importer  on  his  signing  a  bond  before  a  British  Consul 
guaranteeing  the  fulfilment  of  these  conditions.  Should  an  im- 
porter be  found  guilty  before  a  British  Consul  of  a  breach  of  his 
bond,  he  will  not  be  entitled  to  take  out  another  permit.  Any 
British  subject  importing  morphia  without  a  permit  shall  be  liable 
to  have  such  morphia  confiscated. 

This  Article  will  come  into  operation  on  all  other  Treaty  Powers 
agreeing  to  its  conditions,  but  any  morphia  actual]}'  shipped  before 
that  date  will  not  be  affected  by  this  prohibition. 

The  Chinese  Government,  on  their  side,  undertake  to  adopt 
measures  at  once  to  prevent  the  manufacture  of  morphia,  in  China. 

That  Liquorice=root. 

On  behalf  of  Jie  Stepney  Borough  Council,  Mr.  George  Hay 
Young,  solicitor,  applied  to  the  presiding  Magistrate  at  the  Thames 
Police  Court  on  October  9  for  an  order  to  condemn  between  60  and 
70  tons  of  liquorice-root.  On  September  24  Mr.  R.  Adams, 
sanitary  and  food  inspector,  visited  Morocco  Wharf,  Wappiug, 
where  he  saw  deposited  on  the  wharf  284  bales  and  45  bags  of 
liquorice-root.  On  examining  the  roots  he  found  they  were  wet, 
mouldy,  and  stank.  A  considerable  portion  was  also  rotten,  and, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector,  it  was  unfit  for  the  food  of  man. 
Mr.  Adams  served  a  notice  on  the  foreman  at  the  wharf  that  he 
had  seized  the  whole  of  the  liquorice-root,  and  that  person  then 
said  it  did  not  belong  to  them.  He  also  said  it  had  been  taken 
out  of  a  ship  wrecked  on  the  rocks  of  Gibraltar,  and  was  there  as 
salvage.  The  inspector  had  brought  seventeen  bales  and  four 
bags  of  the  liquorice-root  to  the  court  as  a  fair  sample  of  the 
whole.  On  the  matter  being  reported  to  Dr  Thomas,  the  medical 
officer,  he  went  to  Morocco  Wharf,  and  verified  the  inspector's 
report.  The  doctor  would  tell  the  Court  that  liquorice-root  was 
eaten  in  its  raw  state,  chiefly  by  children,  and  it  was  used  for 
mixing  with  liquorice-powder.  It  was  also  made  into  sticks  of 
liquorice,  which  was  known  as  Spanish  liquorice.  Dr.  Thomas 
communicated  with  Mr.  Messias,  who  was  staying  at  the  Hotel 
Cecil,  and  who,  he  was  informed,  was  the  owner.  Mr.  Messias 
wanted  Dr.  Thomas  to  release  the  liquorice-root  in  order  that  he 
might  export  it  to  America  to  mix  with  tobacco.  Dr.  Thomas 
said  :  "  That  would  be  adulterating  tobacco,  even  if  it  were  good, 
and  it  is  too  rotten  even  for  that."  Mr.  Messias  then  said  :  "  It 
would  be  good  enough  for  the  blacks."  The  Magistrate,  having 
examined  the  sample,  made  an  order  for  the  destruction  of  the 
whole. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  little  change  at  any  of  the  principal  centres  of  the 
heavy-chemical  market  to  be  recorded,  and  this  remark  applies 
both  to  the  general  volume  of  business  passing  and  to  values. 
A  steady  export  demand  is  being  experienced,  whilst  home 
consumers  are  taking  up  fair  quantities  of  both  main  and 
miscellaneous  products. 

Alkali-produce. — Bleaching-powder  continues  in  fairly  active 
request  for  both  prompt  and  forward  account.  For  early  delivery 
recent  rates  continue  to  rule.  Softwood  casks,  f.o.r.,  67.  7s.  6(7.  to 
6?.  12s,  6<7.  per  ton.  Hardwoods,  f.o.b.  Tyne  or  Liverpool,  67.  10s. 
to  7?.  per  ton.  For  delivery  over  next  year  much  lower  prices  are 
being  accepted ;  figures  are  irregular,  and  dependent  upon  cir- 
cumstances, but  run  from  about  37.  10s.  to  4/.  per  ton,  f.o.r. 
Caustic  soda  is  also  receiving  considerable  attention,  both  for 
prompt  and  forward,  and  values  are  steadily  maintained  at  un- 
changed rates  :  76  to  77  per  cent.,  10/.  10s.  to  10?.  15s.  per  ton; 
70  per  cent.,  9/.  15s.  to  10?.  per  ton  ;  and  60  per  cent.,  8?.  15s.  to 
9/.  per  ton.  Demand  for  ammonia  alkali  keeps  up  well,  although 
it  is  not  quite  so  heavy,  perhaps,  as  it  has  been.  Prices  are  steady 
at  4?.  10s.  to  4?.  15s.  per  ton,  in  bags,  f.o.r.  Bicarbonate  of  soda 
in  fair  request  at  unchanged  rates  :  6?.  7s.  6(7.  to  67.  15s.  per  ton, 
f.o.b.  Liverpool,  in  large  casks,  and  67.  15s.  to  77.  2s.  6(7.  per  ton,  in 
1-cwt.  kegs.  Soda-crystals  are  somewhat  quiet,  but  steady  in 
price  :  f.o.b.  Tyne,  62s.  6(7.  per  ton,  and  f.o.b.  Liverpool,  67s.  6t7. 
per  ton.  Saltcake  continues  to  decline,  and  is  only  very  quiet  at 
about  20s.  per  ton,  f.o.r.,  in  bulk.

In  export  articles  menthol  is  practically  unobtainable,  and 
holders  are  quoting  the  abnormally  high  price  of  9.20  yen  per 
catty  for  spot.  October  delivery  may  be  had  at  8.25  yen  per  catty, 
as  the  new  crop  will  appear  at  the  end  of  that  month.  Pepper- 
mint oil  is  also  very  firmly  held  at  2.75  yen  per  catty.  Camphor 
is  hardening,  and  refiners  have  advanced  prices  5  per  cent.,  and 
now  quote  96  yen  per  100  lbs.  for  1-oz.  tablets.  Dry  ginger  has 
also  advanced  considerably — holders  now  want  17  yen  per  picul  ; 
stock  is  gradually  decreasing.  If  demand  continues  there  may  be 
a  further  considerable  advance  before  the  new  crop  appears  in  the 
market  early  in  December.  Crude  iodine  is  firm  at  3.30  yen  per  lb. 
Stock  is  decreasing  on  account  of  brisk  demand.  Iodide  of 
potassium  is  in  good  inquiry,  and  holders  now  quote  3.30  yen  to 
3.40  yen  per  lb.  Iodoform  can  be  had  at  5.35  yen  per  lb.  Resub- 
limed  iodine  is  quoted  at  4.50  yen  per  lb.  Corrosive  sublimate  is 
in  fair  demand,  and  a  good  many  transactions  have  been  made  at 
1.35  yen  to  1.40  yen  per  lb.  for  export.  Recently  the  exports  of 
corrosive  sublimate  and  iodides  from  this  side  have  increased  con- 
siderably, the  latter  being  exported  to  Europe  and  the  United 
States  on  a  large  scale. 

In  import  articles  carbolic-acid  crystals  are  lifeless  at  30  sen 
per  lb.  in  wholesale  quantities.    Holders  are  now  anxious  to  sell, 
in  anticipation  of  lower  prices  and  passing  of  the  season.  Tartaric 
acid  is  quoted  52  sen  and  citric  acid  63  sen  per  lb.,  all  being  quiet. 
Condurango  is  low,  and  some  quantit}"-  has  changed  hands  at 
22  sen  per  lb.    The  stock  is  estimated  at  60  bales  in  Yokohama. 
Cocaine  is  weak  at  7.80  yen  per  oz.,  with  absence  of  demand. 
Bismuth  subnitrate  is  selling  briskly  at  2.65  yen  to  2.68  yen  per  lb. 
Rio  ipecacuanha  is  very  low  ;  5.70  yen  per  lb.  will  buy,  with  a  still 
lower  tendency.    Santonin  is  firm  at  9.30  yen  per  lb.    Saffron  of 
best  Ph.  Jap.  quality  has  changed  hands  at  17  yen  per  catty. 
Sugar  of  milk  is  quoted  23  yen  per  cwt.,  with  higher  tendency. 
Sugar  of  lead  is  scarce,  and  firm  at  16  yen  per  cwt.    Quinine  is 
very  low  ;  Java  sulphate  can  be  had  at  40  sen  per  oz.    A  couple  of 
weeks  ago  some  5,000  oz.  changed  hands  at  46  sen.    Stock  is  ' 
estimated  at  20,000  oz.,  and  there  is  a  good  demand  now,  owing  to 
the  low  price.    Quinine  hydrochlor.  is  quoted  65  sen  per  oz.,  and 
some  10,000  oz.  are  expected  to  arrive  by  the  end  of  the  month. 
One  of  the  changes  which  attracted  keen  attention  was  the  sudden 
rise  in  antipyrin,  which  advance  was  due  to  the  Convention  advance 
in  Europe.    The  manufacturers'  agents  declared  the  advance  of 
1.30  yen  per  lb.,  quoting  4.20  yen  per  lb.,  with  2h  per  cent,  discount 
for  1,000-lb.  lots.    The  price  was  2.90  yen  per  lb.  until  August  13, 
when  the  change  was  made  public.

Kola. — For  good  bright,  washed,  sound  West  Indian,  4|rZ. 
per  lb.  was  wanted,  a  bid  of  3^d.  being  refused ;  and  for  a 
similar  parcel  in  another  catalogue  3%d.  is  to  be  submitted. 

Rhubarb  sold  at  unchanged  prices,  Shensi  being  firmly 
held.  A  case  of  medium  flat  with  two-thirds  good  pinky 
fracture  and  one-third  greyish  sold  at  3s.  Fine  bold  round 
orange-coated  Shensi  with  three-quarters  pale  pinky  fracture 
was  limited  at  3s.  Qd.  Two  cases  very  good  round  and  flat 
pickings  sold  at  Is.  3d.  and  Is.  lOd.  per  lb. ;  8  cases  of  small 
to  bold  flat  High-dried,  with  good  pinky  fracture,  sold  at  3d. 
per  lb.  Round  rough  native  High-dried,  with  three-quarters 
fair  pinky  fracture,  was  held  at  5d. 

Sarsaparilla. — Grey  Jamaica  sold  at  Is.  2d.  to  Is.  3d. 
per  lb.,  being  unchanged.  For  fairly  bright  red  native  lid. 
was  refused,  Is.  Id.  being  wanted.  Privately  Mexican  is 
quoted  at  3\d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. 

Senna. — The  quality  of  the  Tinnevelly  leaf  continues  to 
improve,  as  at  to-day's  auctions  a  large  selection  of  extra  fine 
green  was  offered,  and  very  long  prices  were  paid  for  it.  For 
medium  qualities  prices  were  "  full  up,"  and  for  the  lower 
grades  rather  dearer  prices  were  paid,  pods  being  unchanged. 
The  following  were  the  rates  obtained :  Fine  bold  green 
leaf,  5d.  to  5gd.  per  lb;  fair  bold  greenish,  l\d.  to  4|d. ;  fair 
greenish,  3d.  to  3%d.  ;  medium,  partly  specky,  2\d.  to  3d.; 
ordinary  ditto,  l\d.  to  2d. ;  and  common  yellowish  and  badly 
sea-damaged,  Id.  to  l\d.  per  lb.  Pods  sold  at  from  Id.  to 
lfr?.  per  lb. 


Wax,  Bees',  was  rather  slow  of  sale,  but  none  the  less 
firmly  held  generally.  Jamaica  sold  at  unchanged  to  full-up 
rates,  from  11.  10s.  to  11.  12s.  Qd.  being  paid  for  good  hard 
red  and  yellow.  Unbleached  Bombay  of  mixed  colours 
brought  6/!.  5s.  per  cwt.  No  Zanzibar  sold,  11.  being  wanted 
for  good  hard  dry  slightly  drossy  wax,  and  in  other  instances 
6/.  12s.  Qd.  was  refused  for  fair,  partly  drossy,  2s.  Qd.  more 
being  wanted.  The  limit  for  Madagascar  had  been  raised 
2s.  6^.,  consequently  no  business  was  done ;  fair  to  good 
brown  block  was  held  at  6/.  12 j.  Qd.  to  6/.  15s.,  and  only 
wormy  sold  at  Ql.  5s.  per  cwt. 


European  Hop=crop. 

The  United  States  commercial  agent  at  Bamberg  has  written  a 
carefully  prepared  report  on  the  hop-crop  of  Europe,  most  of  which 
is  based  on  first-hand  information.  It  especially  deals  with 
Germany  and  Austria-Hungary,  and  from  interviews  he  has  had 
with  hop  planters  and  dealers  lie  finds  that  Bavaria  has  had  an 
excellent  crop,  although  it  is  later  than  it  has  been  for  thirty 
years  Conditions  in  Wurtemberg,  Baden,  Alsace-Lorraine,  and 
other  places  are  also  good.  In  Bohemia,  too,  the  crop  is  of 
excellent  quality  and  the  output  fairly  large :  it  is  at  present 
computed  at  two-thirds  of  last  year's  enormous  crop.  He  estimates 
Germany  at  488,000  cwt.,  against  259,000  cwt.  last  year,  and 
Austria-Hungary  at  250,000  cwt.,  against  333,000  cwt.  last  year. 
On  "excellent  authority"  he  computes  the  English  crop  at 
360,000  cwt.,  against  650,000  cwt.,  and  the  United  States  215,000 
bales,  against  187,000  bales.  The  Continent,  he  thinks,  can  easily 
supply  the  deficiency  at  moderate  prices. 

Curacao  Aloes. 

Mr.  Jacob  Jesurun,  the  British  Consul  of  Curacao  and  its 
dependencies,  in  his  annual  report  for  1901  (received  at  the 
Foreign  Office  on  September  2),  gives  a  very  gloomy  account  of 
business  in  Curacao,  last  year  being  quite  as  bad  as  1900.  The 
revolutions  in  the  neighbouring  Republics  of  Venezuela,  Colombia, 
Santo  Domingo,  and  Hayti,  are  responsible  to  a  great  extent  for 
the  depression.  Speaking  of  aloes,  he  remarks  that  the  exemption 
of  export-duty  throughout  the  country  has  produced  most  bene- 
ficial results.  The  total  quantity  exported  from  Aruba  has 
increased,  and  almost  the  whole  lot  imported  at  Curacao  came 
from  Aruba.  The  exports  from  that  island  during  1898  to  1900 
were  as  follows  : — 

1900         1899  1893 
Kilos    373,375      231,365  257,518 

From  Bonaire  the  exports  in  1900  were  27,779  kilos ;  1899 
22,474  kilos. ;  and  1898,  4,758  kilos.  The  statistics  for  1901  are  not 
given. 

Sicilian  Products. 

The  total  pro  Suction  of  citric  acid  in  Messina  last  year  was 
2,406  cwt.  The  quantity  shipped  was  1,572  cwt.,  of  which 
693  cwt.  went  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  879  cwt.  to  foreign 
countries.  Of  citrate  of  lime  17,334  cwt.  were  exported,  of  which 
3,928  cwt.  were  shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Concentrated 
lemon-juice  was  shipped  to  the  extent  of  34,815  cwt.,  being  a 
decrease  of  566  cwt.  The  quantity  of  essential  oils  of  lemon, 
orange,  and  bergamot,  shipped  to  all  countries,  was  6,039  cwt., 
against  5,979  cwt.  in  the  previous  year  ;  of  this  quantity  the  U.K. 
received  about  2,000  tons.  The  total  amount  of  wine-lees 
shipped  was  somewhat  less  than  in  the  previous  year — viz., 
93,993  cwt.  in  1901,  against  112,103  cwt.  in  1900.  Of  the 
93,993  cwt.,  41,375  cwt.  were  shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
From  Palermo  the  following  were  among  the  articles  exported, 
the  figures  in  parentheses  being  those  for  1900  : — Olive  oil, 
2,174  tons  (745  tons);  essential  oils,  72  tons  (58  tons);  tartar, 
1,538  tons ;  citrate  of  lime,  446  tons  (540  tons) ;  manna,  86  tons 
(109  tons) ;  dried  orange-peel,  69  tons  ;  lemon-juice,  498  tons 
(757  tons) ;  liquorice-juice,  34  tons  (38  tons) ;  and  sulphur,  13,803 
tons  (13,616  tons). 


Perfumery  valued  at  6,187?.  was  exported  from  Barcelona  last 
year,  against  5,390?.  in  1900. 

Boots'  Shares. — At  Sheffield  on  October  14,  200  7-per-cent. 
preferred  ordinary  shares  in  Boots  (Limited)  sold  at  23s.  6d.  each, 
and  100  "  C  "  preference  shares  realised  23s.  each. 

Charge  against  Dr.  Goodfellow. — At  the  Mansion  House 
Police  Court  on  October  16,  John  Goodfellow  (40),  analytical 
chemist,  was  brought  before  Mr.  Alderman  Smallman,  charged 
with  uttering  an  alleged  forged  bill  of  exchange  for  500?.,  pur- 
porting to  bear  the  signature  of  Messrs.  A.  E.  &  T.  Pink,  jam 
manufacturers,  Bermondsey,  and  with  obtaining  the  sum  of  100?. 
under  false  pretences.  After  the  evidence,  the  accused  asked  for 
an  adjournment  to  enable  him  to  get  legal  aid.  The  Alderman 
allowed  this,  but  declined  bail.

The  Demon's  the  Wag. 

Sir, — Under  the  stress  of  circumambient  excitement, 
electioneering  or  otherwise,  it  is  well  known  that  bystanders 
frequently  become  charged  by  induction,  and  may  signalise 
such  charge  by,  say,  a  terrific  onslaught  on  an  adjacent 
small  boy.  We,  however,  in  like  case,  elect  to  tilt  at  a  fine 
strapping  fellow — a  whole  company,  to  wit — and  do,  in  fact, 
sing  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  their  methods. 
In  the  first  place,  about  that  banal  circular  in  red,  and 
green,  and  black.  We  ourselves  object  to  it  more  from  an 
artistic  and  commonsense  point  of  view  than  from  any 
feeling  of  wounded  self-respect.  The  futile  demon,  the 
imbecile  dog  (far  different  from  this  would  the  genuine 
canine  custos  fruetvm  sit  silent  and  expectant  at  the 
ladder's  foot),  the  noahsarkian  tree,  and  the  flat  character  of 
the  literary  matter  are  each  and  all  too  contemptible  to  win 
even  an  eleemosynary  smile  from  the  most  good-natured 
or  to  convince  the  most  credulous.  Really,  gentlemen, 
it  won't  do,  you  know ;  even  the  public  cannot  be  got 
to  believe  that  no  balm  exists  save  ex  monte  nivale,  and  that 
no  other  makers  can  produce  sound  drugs  and  pure  chemicals 
in  compressed  form.  In  general  terms  we  may  say  that 
Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  introduced  their  excellent  goods 
through  chemists,  and  that  not  a  little  of  their  great 
commercial  success  has  been  due  to  the  good  word  of  that 
tribe,  both  with  the  profession  and  the  public.  As,  however, 
all  sound  business  relations  must  be  based  on  reciprocal 
advantages,  chemists  naturally  looked,  and  still  perhaps 
hope,  for  protection  from  unfair  competition  in  supplying  the 
demand  that  they  have  been  partially  instrumental  in 
establishing.  How  have  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  met  this 
expectation  1  It  will  be  within  the  memory  of  many 
chemists  dealing  direct  with  the  firm  that,  shortly  after  the 
phenomenally  large  sales  of  the  great  influenza  year  Messrs. 
B.  W.  &  Co.  withdrew  their  old  best  terms  and  sub- 
mitted an  agreement  virtually  insuring  a  win  to  them- 
selves off  both  sides  of  the  coin,  inasmuch  as  it  stipulated 
for  a  continuously  increasing  percentage  of  purchases  from 
them  per  annum.  We  were  not  gods  to  do  this  thing,  and 
none  save  the  wholesale  middleman  could  cry  approval  of  so 
one-sided  a  pjolicy.  Slowly  but  surely  with  the  rolling  years 
the  real  snake  (not  represented,  be  it  noted,  in  the  yellow 
paradise) — the  nefarious  cutter — -worked  his  reckless  way 
until  in  these  later  days  the  public  are  presented  with 
the  curious  and  instructive  spectacle  of  an  article 
branded  by  the  manufacturer  to  sell  at  2s.  Qd.  being 
retailed,  presumably  at  a  profit,  for  Is.  8d. — which  fact  the 
said  public  are  not  slow  to  apply  to  every  article  in  the 
chemist's  shop  the  price  of  which  is  known.  To  urgent 
remonstrances  on  this  subject  the  firm  could  only  be  got  to 
reply  by  expressing  the  pious  hope  that  their  products  will 
not  be  sold  below  the  gross  wholesale  prices.  In  other 
words,  they  have  been  asked  to  fix  a  face-value  and  ensure  it, 
and  they  have  refused.  It  is  perfectly  certain  that  cutting 
will  not  stop  here,  but  proceed  gaily  until  the  unfortunate 
chemist,  coerced  or  complaisant,  will  find  himself  selling  the 
firm's  goods  at  about  net  cost. 

We  give  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  every  credit  for  up 
to  the  present  having  acted  honourably  in  declining 
to  supply  direct  to  the  consumer.  We,  however,  have  no 
guarantee  of  a  perpetuity  of  this.  Somewhere  in  the  future 
we  may  expect  that  there  shall  be  no  more  doctors  nor 
chemists — only  a  table  of  symptoms  and  a  list  of  tabloids,  to 
which  system  the  drugivorors  public  will  be  connected  by  an 
electric  tramway.  Please  understand  that  we  are  not 
attacking  the  firm  per  sc,  whom  we  greatly  admire  for  their 


ability,  enterprise,  and  style,  but  certain  pernicious  business 
methods  of  theirs  which  savour  to  us  of  transatlantic  trusts, 
and  "  devil  take  the  hindmost."  Now,  this  poor  substituting 
demon,  who  is  evidently  one  vast  blush  for  his  transgres- 
sions, is  not  such  a  bad  fellow  after  all,  particularly  the 
mild-mannered  Celtic  species.  What  we  want  Messrs.  B. 
W.  &  Co.  to  do  is  to  get  him  more  on  to  the  same 
level  as  the  dog.  Dog  and  demon,  in  fact,  back  to  back 
arrayed  against  an  ignorant,  unreasonable,  and  all-too- 
penurious  public.  If  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  are  not 
aware,  then  they  ought  to  know  that,  as  a  rule,  substitu- 
tion and  cutting  travel  pari  passu ;  and,  moreover,  that 
pending  some  amicable  arrangement  of  vexed  questions 
they  must  not  be  surprised  or  annoyed  to  find  that  those 
clean-handed  piharmacists  who  are  also  clear-headed  business- 
men, while  giving  the  firm's  goods  when  directly  asked 
for,  will  also  take  good  care  to  keep  their  own  preparations 
to  the  fore,  while  those  of  the  firm  are  relegated  to  dark 
presses  and  obscure  corners.

I 
obtained  in  due  course,  but  when  the  customer  called  to  pay 
she  was  annoyed  because  I  was  unwilling  to  charge  her 
bottom  store-price,  and  remarked  it  was  what  she  might 
have  expected,  as  I  had  tried  "  to  substitute  some  other 
stuff " !  Is  this  the  kind  of  substitution  objected  to  by 
B.  W.  &  Co.  ?

Sir, — The  worm  has  been  trodden  on  long  enough :  it  is 
time  he  turned.  It  is  taken  for  granted  that  if  a  customer 
comes  into  one  of  our  pharmacies  and  asks  for  some  adver- 
tised proprietary  medicine,  the  chemist  has  no  right  to 
endeavour  to  sell  one  of  his  own  preparations  in  its  place. 
He  is,  moreover,  expected  to  circulate  pamphlets  to  adver- 
tise his  immorality  and  to  publish  the  fact  that  he  is  a 
"  sneaking  devil."  I  purchase  an  old-standing  business, 
one  of  the  items  I  pay  for  is  a  recipe  that  has  been  long 
before  the  public,  and  has  proved  its  value  for  many  years 
in  a  large  number  of  instances.  One  fine  day  someone  who 
has  the  command  of  capital  informs  the  public,  in  a  million 
copies  of  a  morning  paper,  that  he  can  provide  them  with 
something  very  superior  to  anything  I  can  produce  ;  under 
the  influence  of  these  statements  backed  up  by  testimonials — 
the  less  said  about  which  the  better — the  public  come  to  my 
pharmacy  to  get  the  "new  remedy"  or  "pure  medicine." 
It  appears  that  my  pharmacy  is  to  be  exploited  by  British 
and  foreign  capitalists  to  sell  their  puffed-up  goods,  and  that 
I,  forsooth,  am  not  to  be  allowed  to  use  the  one  tongue  I 
possess  to  recommend  my  own  goods,  the  composition  of 
which  I  know,  whilst  the  doubtful  virtues  of  the  substitute 
for  my  preparation  is  published  abroad  for  anyone  who  can 
pay  for  it  by  the  million-tongued  voice  of  the  Press.

The  Federation  and  "  Pirates." 

Sir, — Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  by  their  letter  in 
last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  $  B.  endeavour  to  make  an  impres- 
sion on  the  drug-trade  generally  by  denouncing  "  piracy,"  and 
try  to  pose  as  a  firm  to  whom  chemists  should  be  grateful. 
If  in  their  advertisements  they  had  stuck  to  denouncing 
substitution,  no  one  would  have  complained,  as  I  am  sure 
that  in  this  they  would  have  the  sympathy  of  every  self- 
respecting  chemist ;  but  when  they  speak  of  "  crude  drugs 
and  danger  to  patients"  they  overstep  their  rights,  and 
should  they  make  a  definite  charge  against  any  particular 
firm,  it  might  lead  them  into  difficulties.  In  the  manu- 
facture of  galenicals  we  have  firms  with  quite  as  good  a 
reputation  as  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.,  and  I  fail  to  see  how  their 
phenacetin  preparation,  for  example,  can  be  superior  to  that 
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manufactured  by  other  respectable  firms.  Messrs.  B.  W.  & 
Co.  should  remember  that  their  rights  only  apply  to  the 
word  "tabloid"  and  not  to  "pure  drugs."  For  my  own 
part  I  dispense  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  goods  when  specified ;  in  all 
other  cases  I  supply  my  own,  which  always  give  satisfaction 
to  the  physician  and  patient,  as  I  can  guarantee  the  quality 
of  the  drugs  used,  and  B.  W.  &  Co.  can  do  no  more.

Sir, — The  letters  from  the  "  Chemists'  Federation  "  and 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  form  interesting  reading 
to  one  of  the  old  school  of  chemists  whose  memory  goes 
back  to  days  when  tabloids,  soloids,  &c,  were  unknown. 
The  whole  letter  of  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  to  my  mind  is  just 
so  much  Yankee  bluff  and  sophistry,  but  at  the  same  time  a 
grand  advertisement,  quite  on  the  lines  of  a  certain  coloured 
pill ;  perhaps  a  little  more  refined  in  language.  I  have  no 
desire  to  follow  them  through  their  grandiose  puffing  of 
their  preparations,  but  one  sentence  in  the  form  of  a  question 
struck  me  as  deserving  an  answer.  They  ask,  "Is  there 
a  man  worthy  of  the  name,  who  would  not,  to  the  utmost, 
resist  the  ruthless  invader  of  his  sacred  rights  .' "  Well,  no  ; 
and  it  is  just  because  Messrs.  B.  W.  &;  Co.  have  ruthlessly 
invaded  the  sacred  rights  of  the  chemists  of  this  country 
that  I  would  resist  them  to  the  utmost.  The  goal  of  their 
ambition  seems  to  be  conversion  of  all  drug  shops  in  the 
country  into  stores  for  their  productions  and  the  chemists  into 
machines  for  their  distribution,  they  magnanimously  allowing 
lis  the  prodigal  profit  of  10  to  15  per  cent,  for  our  labour. 
They  are  fast  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  dispensing, 
just  as  they  boast  of  having  done  away  with  the  necessity 
of  dosage.  They  work  the  doctors  for  all  they  are  worth, 
and  simply  ignore  the  miserable  chemist,  knowing  he  must 
supply  what  the  doctor  orders  whether  he  gets  any  profit 
or  not.  If  this  is  not  ruthlessly  invading  our  sacred  rights, 
I  would  like  to  know  what  is.  Though  the  pioneers  of  this 
revolution  in  our  trade,  they  by  no  means  have  the  field  to 
themselves  now,  and  hence  we  are  inundated  with  all  manner 
of  "  oids "  ready  for  the  patient  to  swallow.  Where  does 
the  chemist  come  in  ?  And  yet — wonder  of  wonders  ! — these 
folk  would  pose  as  the  friends  of  the  chemist.  Yes  ;  let  us 
do  away  with  our  stocks  of  tinctures,  extracts,  pills,  &c,  and 
replace  them  with  tabloids,  soloids,  palatinoids,  &c,  and 
then  we  shall  be  recognised  as  .up-to-date  rjharmacists — 
working  to  build  up  fabrics  avowedly  for  our  own  extinction. 
I  think  there  are  some  "  pirates  "  that  have  escaped  the

,  Companies  and  the  Appeal  Fund. 

Sir, — In  response  to  the  appeal  which  has  been  sent  out 
for  funds  to  carry  to  and  to  defend  in  the  Courts  of  Appeal 
cases  of  interest  to  the  drug-trade  generally,  I  have  pleasure 
in  subscribing  100Z. 

I  have  long  felt  that  some  such  fund  should  be  started, 
for  I  can  quite  conceive  that  cases  of  considerable  im- 
portance to  the  whole  trade  may  be  lost  through  lack  of  means 
to  defend  them  on  the  part  of  the  personsproceeded  against. 
It  should,  however,  be  clearly  understood  that — to  quote  the 
words  of  the  circular — the  funds  "  will  only  be  used  for  such 
cases  as  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees,  of  substantial 
importance  to  the  whole  trade,"  and  such  cases,  I  take  it, 
will  be  considered  on  their  merits  apart  altogether  from  the 
question  as  to  whether  the  parties  directly  affected  are 
companies  or  private  traders.  In  other  words,  there  should 
be  no  differentiation  between  companies  and  private  indi- 
viduals. 

This  is  a  personal  contribution,  and  I  should  like  it  to  be 
understood  that  I  am  not  at  all  thinking  of  it  furnishing  a 
claim  upon  the  fund  for  the  use  of  our  companies.  I  have 
no  idea  of  ever  asking  anything  from  the  fund  to  support 
any  case  of  our  own  on  appeal.  I  think  that  the  larger 
drug-companies,  who  have  a  number  of  shops,  should 
always  be  looked  to  to  follow  themselves  any  case  in  which 
they  are  interested  up  to  the  Appeal  Courts  without  drawing 
upon  any  such  fund  as  this. 

To  my  mind,  a  fund  of  this  kind  is  mainly  useful  for  the 
benefit  of  single-handed  traders  who  may  have  a  case  which 


it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  trade  should  be 
decided  in  the  highest  courts,  but  who  would  rather  let  it 
lapse  and  take  the  onus  of  it  than  incur  the  very  heavy 
expenses  requisite  to  pursue  an  appeal.  I  have  known 
several  such  cases.  There  might,  of  course,  be  a  case  in 
which  a  big  firm  like  one  of  the  huge  London  stores  might 
similarly  be  interested,  but  because  the  case  only  affected 
one  department  of  the  business  they  -'also  would  shirk  the 
expense.    In  such  a  case  this  fund  might  also  be  applicable. 

I  should  therefore  like  it  to  be  quite  understood  that  this 
contribution  is  wholly  for  the  benefit  of  the  trade  in  the 
respect  that  a  few  pounds  more  or  less  should  not  stand  in 
the  way  of  getting  an  authoritative  decision  on  any  point 
which  concerns  the  whole  trade.

[We  forwarded  the  cheque  to  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  who, 
in  acknowledging  it,  says  :  "  I  will  place  Mr.  Boot's  letter 
before  the  committee,  who,  at  present,  have  charge  of  this 
fund,  and  cannot  in  the  meantime  express  their  view  in 
regard  to  it.  Personally,  my  own  view  is  that  the  question 
to  be  considered  in  deciding  what  cases  are  to  be  fought  is 
the  importance,  or  otherwise,  to  the  whole  trade  of  the  point 
raised  in  the  case,  and  the  question  as  to  who  the  particular 
defendant  may  be  is  not  of  importance.  The  following 
sentence  appeared  in  my  first  letter,  which  you  published, 
drawing  attention  to  the  necessity  of  the  fund  :  '  Were  such 
a  fund  established,  anyone,  whether  a  chemist  or  not,  who 
complained  of  a  conviction,  or  who  had  to  support  a  dis- 
missal, could  apply  to  the  trustees,  who,  at  their  discretion,, 
could  take  charge  of  the  appeal.'  "]  t 

The  Metric  System  in  Medicine. 

Sir, — With  regard  to  the  correspondence  re  the  necessity 
of  metric  doses  being  expressed  without  reference  to  the  old 
system,  I  have  rjleasure  in  sending  you  a  booklet  reprinted 
from  an  American  journal,  which,  I  think,'  puts  the  matter 
very  clearly.  When  at  Brussels  quite  recently  I  was  talking 
to  a  chemist  who  spoke  of  the  absurdity  of  a  certain  large 
English  firm  (who  supplied  him  with  goods)  insisting  on 
giving  him  their  products  in  such  ridiculous  doses — as, 
for  instance,  0  259  gram.  As  he  said,  "  Why  not  25  centi- 
grams ? "  Simplicity  is  one  of  the  great  points  of  the  metric 
system  :  the  extraordinary  doses  arrived  at  by  giving  the 
exact  metric  equivalent  of  the  Imperial  closes  do  not  tend  to 
popularise  the  system.  Yours  faithfully,

[The  pamphlet  which  Mr.  Cox  sends  is  a  reprint  of  a  paper 
by  Dr.  Francis  P.  Morgan,  Medical  Department  of  Columbian 
University,  Washington,  D.C.  In  this  Dr.  Morgan  points  out 
that  one  of  the  reasons  why  medical  students  do  not  pick  up  the 
metric  system  readily  is  that  the  metric  equivalents  of  doses  in 
apothecaries'  weights  and  measures  are  generally  rendered  with 
absolute  accuracy,  so  that  fractions  immemorisable  result.  In 
fact,  Dr.  Morgan  independently  advocates"  the  methods  of 
Henderson  which  were  explained  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
years  ago — viz.,  that  therapeutics  is  not  so  exact  a  science  as  to 
require  scrupulously  exact  dosage,  approximation  to  the  truth 
being  sufficient.  Thus  the  equivalent  of  15  gr.  should  not  be 
written  097  gram,  but  1  gram.  Dr.  Morgan  then  shows  the 
advantages  of  writing  metric  prescriptions  in  the  following 
manner : —

Sig. :  A  teaspoonful  in  half  a  glass  of  water,  after  food,  three 
times  daily. 

The  line  for  the  decimal  point  saves  errors.  It  appears  to  us 
that  the  first  step  necessary  to  encourage  medical  men  to  pre- 
scribe in  metric  terms  is  to  give  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
doses  in  metric  as  well  as  English  terms,  the  former  being  in 
round  numbers  approximately  equivalent  to  the  latter ;  but  the 
new  system  will  never  be  adopted  generally  until  it  is  enforced 
and  the  old  abolished.  "Whether  the  country  is  ripe  or  not  for 
that  is  another  question.  Perhaps  it  will  be  better  to  have  the 
income-tax  less1  than  Is.  3d.  in  the  pound  before  asking 
chemists,  grocers,  drapers,  publicans,  tobacconists,  greengrocers, 
butchers,  and  many  other  Kinds  of  shopkeepers,  to  invest 
millions  of  money  in  new  weights  and  measures,  not  to  mentio  n 
the  outlay  which  will  be  incurred  by  the  necessary  alteration  of 
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workmen's  tools,  and  much  machinery  made  to  gauge.  This  con- 
sideration is  one  that  has  kept  successive  British  Governments 
from  making  the  metric  system  compulsory. — Editok.] 

Nursery  Hair-lotion  Labels. 

Mr.  G.  W.  West  wishes  to  make  it  clear  that  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue's  alterations  on  his  label  (C.  Sf  JD.,  October 
11,  page  634)  reduce  the  sub-heading  to  the  following  non- 
liable  sentence  : — 

Effectually  cleanses  the  head;  utterly  destroys  creepers,  nits, 
and  parasites. 

The  words  deleted  from  the  original  are  "and  all  impurities" 
and  "all." 

Unstamped  Proprietaries. 

SlE, — The  chemists  throughout  the  country,  and  especially 
in  the  manufacturing  and  colliery  districts  of  Lancashire  and 
Yorkshire  where  the  penny  trade  reigns  supreme,  are  faced 
by  a  very  unfair  form  of  competition — -viz.,  the  constant 
demand  for  the  unstamped  specialities,  chiefly  penny  goods  of 
certain  firms.  Take  a  case  in  point.  "  A  penn'orth  of  Blank's 
blood-and-stomach  pills  "  is  an  every-day  inquiry  in  my  own 
immediate  locality ;  and  probably  more  of  these  particular 
pills  are  sold  by  small  grocers  than  are  any  others  by  all  the 
chemists  put  together.  "  Blank's,"  I  may  say,  are  a  firm  of 
wholesalers  hailing  from  Lancashire.  Although  not  rendered 
liable  to  stamp-duty  by  the  label,  doubtless  verbal  recom- 
mendation has  been  made  by  the  traveller  who  sells  to  the 
retailer,  and  certainly  in  many  cases  by  the  latter  :  even  the 
very  fact  of  supplying  the  customer  who  asks  for  "  Blank's 
pills "  is  an  admission,  in  my  opinion,  of  the  claim  of  sole 
proprietorship.  It  appears  as  though  the  Inland  Revenue 
people  have  eyes  only  for  the  chemist,  and  that  other  traders 
may  infringe  the  law  with  impunity.  If  Blank  claims  any 
proprietary  right  to  a  certain  pill-,  then,  clearly,  it  is  liable  to 
stamp-duty ;  but  if  not,  what  is  to  hinder  anyone  from 
labelling  and  selling  their  own  pills  as  "Prepared  by 
Blank  "  instead  of  turning  customers  away  ? — for  any  attempt 
at  substitution  is  useless  with  nine  out  of  ten  "  penny " 
customers.

89/4.  Carious. — The  agreement  you  refer  to  prevents 
assistants  who  sign  it  from  commencing  business  on  their 
own  account  within  a  certain  radius  of  any  of  the  company's 
shops. 

83/54.  Subscriber.—  Your  only  course  in  regard  to  the 
truss-agency  is  to  sue  the  truss-maker  for  the  return  of  the 
money  which  you  gave  him  and  which  you  are  now  entitled 
to,  having  returned  the  truss  according  to  the  agreement. 

83/53.  Rhoeados. — (1)  The  title  "  Cough-cure  and  Lung- 
tonic  "  is  descriptive,  and  not  registrable  as  such.  How  far 
it  infringes  the  rights  of  Mr.  Owbridge  depends  upon  the 
manner  in  which  the  article  is  placed  upon  the  market. 
You  can  avoid  any  legal  difficulties  on  that  score  by  coining 
a  title  of  your  own  which  does  not  recall  that  of  any  other 
proprietary  preparation.  (2)  The  addition  of  a  preparation 
of  chloroform  to  a  cough-cure  brings  the  cure,  technically, 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  See  the  note  on  an  allied  subject 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  October  4,  page  595. 

72/60.  Leaseholder  is  the  owner  of  houses  which  a 
dock-company  is  desirous  of  buying  under  a  special  Act. 
This  company  has  depreciated  the  value  of  the  property  in 
the  street,  and  wishes  to  buy  "  Leaseholder's  "  houses  at  the 
depreciated  value.  Can  it  ?  [A  person  is  not  bound  to  sell 
his  property  against  his  own  wish  unless  the  intending  pur- 
chaser has  obtained  Parliamentary  powers.  If  this  is  done, 
the  price  to  be  paid  is  the  value  of  the  premises  at  the  date 
of  the  notice  to  take  the  same,  plus  10  per  cent,  for  compul- 
sory sale.  If  our  correspondent  and  the  dock-company  are 
unable  to  agree  to  the  amount  of  purchase-money,  the  matter 
can  be  settled  by  arbitration  in  the  usual  way.]

— The  embrocation  is  liable  because  in  the 
directions  for  use  it  is  said  to  be  "for  rheumatism,  lumbago, 
sciatica,"  &c. 

S.  {Leicester)  wants  our  opinion  or  a  positive 
statement  as  to  whether  the  subjoined  label  makes  the 
preparation  liable  to  duty  or  not : —

Smith's  Cream  Emulsion  of  Pure  Cod=liver  Oil 

With  Hypophosphites  of  Calcium  and  Sodium. 

'Contains  50  per  cent,  of  pure  cod-liver  oil.  Flesh-forming 
and  life-giving.    No  after-taste. 

A  boon  to  those  who  cannot  take  cod-liver  oil. 

Dose :  Children,  one  or  two  teaspoonfuls ;  adults,  one  table- 
spoonful  three  times  a  day,  after  food. 

Prepared  only  by  GEORGE  SMITH,  Sec. 

This  and  similar  labels  are  some  which  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  are  at  present  collecting  penalties  for.  The  mere 
statement  that  the  emulsion  is  a  food  does  not  take  it  out 
of  the  general  charge  into  which  it  naturally  falls  as  an 
officinal  preparation  used  internally  in  doses  as  a  medicine, 
and  for  which  exclusive  right  of  preparation  is  claimed.  To 
free  it  from  liability  the  words  "Smith's"  and  "only"  must 
be  deleted. 

95/26.  D.  L. — The  will  begins  and  ends  in  legal  form,  but 
we  cannot  judge  of  its  contents  without  them. 

77/1.  E.  H.  R. — The  new  Licensing  Act  should  not  affect 
the  value  of  a  business  with  a  wine-licence. 

89/52.  Optic. — You  do  not  give  us  sufficient  particulars 
respecting  your  light  privileges  to  enable  us  to  advise  you. 
You  are  entitled  to  have  a  clear  light  from  an  angle  of 
4'5° — i.e.,  the  house  to  be  erected  must  not  obstruct  your 
light  at  that  angle. 

97,65.  Cordials. — (1)  Two  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  is  the 
legal  maximum  for  non-excisable  liquors,  but  the  authorities 
permit  3  per  cent.  (2)  Grocers  who  have  not  a  wine-licence 
may  not  sell  B.P.  quinine-wine.  The  privilege  to  sell 
spirituous  medicinal  preparations  for  sick  persons  belongs 
solely  to  physicians,  apothecaries,  surgeons,  and  chemists. 

Scotia  sends  us  the  following  extract  from  a 
will:— 

I  give,  devise,  and  bequeath  to  my  wife  [name],  her  heirs, 
executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  all  my  real  and  personal 
estate  and  effects  whatsoever  and  wheresoever,  to  the  use  of  the 
said  [deceased's  wife's  name],  her  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever.

the  extract  as  given  the  wife  apparently  has  the  right  to  do 
what  she  likes  with  the  property,  and  to  will  it  to  whom  she 
pleases.  The  explanation  given  of  the  will  at  the  time  it 
was  read  does  not  alter  the  effect  of  the  will,  and  it  is  not 
necessary  to  the  validity  of  a  will  that  it  should  be  read  at 
all.  Perhaps  the  will  which  was  read  is  not  the  same  as  the 
one  which  was  proved.]

95, 74.  W.  A. — The  best  remedy  for  the  Diarrhoea  due 
to  Catarrh  is  bismuth  salicylate  in  10-gr.  doses,  with  \  gr.  of 
powdered  opium  every  four  hours.  Until  it  is  stopped  the 
diet  should  consist  of  the  best  St.  Vincent  arrowroot  with 
milk  three  or  four  times  a  day,  at  least  2  pints  of  milk 
being  taken  daily.  A  teaspoonful  of  brandy  may  be  taken 
with  the  milk  should  the  patient  require  it. 

81/40.  Sarsce. — The  Heel-ball  is  made  from  black  ceresine 
residue — a  natural  product  which  does  not  appear  to  be 
readily  obtainable.  You  could  imitate  it  by  incorporating 
lamp-black  with  hard  paraffin  of  high  melting-point. 


81/19.  Urgent  has  been  treating  a  cow  which  has  some 
disease  of  the  tongue,  which  organ  is  leathery,  and  recently 
there  has  been  a  swelling  on  the  side  of  it,  now  subsided. 
Burnt  alum  and  other  things  have  been  tried  ;  in  fact,  the 
treatment  has  been  exciting  the  growth  of  actinomycosis — 
a  horrible  disease,  due  to  a  ray  fungus,  which  is  communi- 
cable to  man.  The  best  treatment  is  to  make  a  lotion  of 
saturated  solution  of  potassium  iodide  and  direct  the  owner 
to  carefully  paint  the  sores  upon  the  tongue  twice  daily. 
Give  a  mixture  for  use  twice  daily,  containing  ^-oz.  doses  of 
potassium  iodide,  to  be  continued  for  a  fortnight.  The  cow 
will  probably  recover  rapidly,  but  the  medicine  should  not 
be  left  off  too  soon.  Recommend  mashes  and  other  soft 
food,  and  scalded  stuff,  easy  of  mastication  and  assimilation. 

88/45.  H.  K. — (1)  Archil  is  a  dye  prepared  from  various 
species  of  lichens  by  macerating  the  lichens  in  a  covered 
wooden  vessel  with  stale  urine  and  lime.  It  occurs  in  com- 
merce as  a  thick  liquid  of  a  deep  reddish-purple  colour. 
(2)  The  bast  formula  for  Blaek  Marking-ink  is  one  with  a 
silver  basis.  As  we  have  net  given  the  recipe  for  some  years 
now,  we  repeat  it : —

Dissolve  the  silver  and  sola  salts  separately,  each  in  2  pints  of 
boiling  water,  and  mix.  Allow  the  precipitate  to  settle,  decant  the 
fluid,  and  collect  the  precipitate  on  a  paper  filter;  wash  with  a 
pint  of  water,  and,  when  drained,  transfer  to  a  mortar  ;  add  the 
acid  (in  powder)  and  mix.  When  effervescence  has  ceased  add 
the  ammonia  solutkm,  stir  to  dissolve,  and  transfer  to  a  bottle 
containing  the  sugar  (powdered).  Mix  the  chlorophyll  with  4  oz. 
of  water  and  the  archil,  add  the  acacia  to  this,  and,  when  dissolved, 
strain.  Now  add  the  ammoniacal  solution  and  make  up  to  20  oz. 
with  water. 

G.  R.  //.— (1)  Hoof-oil.— This  consists  of  oil  of 
tar;  there  is  no  cod-liver  oil  present  as  you  suggest.  (2)  Jet- 
black  Harness-oil. — We  do  not  recognise  the  preparation  you 
mention,  but  an  oil-soluble  aniline-dye  in  a  fish-oil  would 
answer  the  purpose  very  well.
